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DR.  EPH  WHISENHUNT 


Dr.  Eph  Whisenhunt,  a  beloved  and  faithful  pastor,  was  born 
September  17,  1893,  at  Buchanan,  Georgia.  He  graduated  from 
Buchanan  High  School  in  1914;  he  received  the  Bachelor  of  Arts 
Degree  from  Mercer  University  in  1918;  he  received  the  Master  of 
Theology  Degree  from  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in 
1921. 

Dr.  Whisenhunt  was  appointed  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  to 
serve  in  Shanghai,  China,  in  1921.  It  became  necessary  for  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Whisenhunt  to  return  to  the  States  in  1924  due  to  Mrs.  Whisen- 
hunt's  ill  health. 

He  has  held  the  following  pastorates  in  North  Carolina  and  Vir- 
ginia: 

First  Baptist  Church,  Lincolnton,  N.  C,  1924-1929 
First  Baptist  Church,  Elkin,  N.  C,  1928-1940 
First  Baptist  Church,  Norton,  Virginia,  1940-1943 
First  Baptist  Church,  Clayton,  N.  C,  1943-1957 
Dr.  Whisenhunt  has  rendered  outstanding  service  to  his  denomi- 
nation.   He  served  it  as  Moderator  of  the  Wise  County  Association  of 
Virginia  from  1941  to  1943;    he  was  a  trustee  of  Meredith  College  for 
15  years,    he  also  served  as  a  member  of  its  Executive  Committee  for 
10  years,    and  was  president  of  the  Board  from  1956  to  1957.  He 
served  as  the  Vice  President  of  the  N.  C.  Baptist  State  Convention  in 
1955-1956.    Dr.  Whisenhunt  served  as  the  N.  C.  member  of  the  For- 
eign Mission  Board  from  1950  until  1957. 

On  June  6,  1921,  Dr.  Whisenhunt  was  married  to  Miss  Edith  Adair 
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of  Georgia.  There  were  two  children  to  this  marriage:  Yates  Manly, 
deceased,  and  Edith  Adair,  who  is  now  a  student  in  the  School  of  music 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary.  Mrs.  Edith  Adair 
Whisenhunt  died  in  1934.  Dr.  Whisenhunt  was  later  married  to  Miss 
Mary  Elizabeth  Lawton  of  China  and  South  Carolina.  She  died  in  1954. 

Dr.  Whisenhunt  was  signally  honored  in  1954  by  the  conferment 
of  an  Honorary  Doctor's  degree  by  Mercer  University.

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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I.  NAME 
The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  Johnston  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation. 

ARTICLE  II.  OBJECTS 
The  object  and  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  counsel 
together  for  the  enlargement,  expansion  and  strengthening  of  the 
work  of  our  Lord;  to  promote  unity,  growth  and  fellowship  among 
the  member  churches;  and  to  further  the  spirit  of  cooperation  with 
and  in  Baptist  work  in  general  as  set  forth  by  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention. 

ARTICLE  III.  MEMBERSHIP 
The  membership  of  the  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors 
of  all  affiliated  churches  and  ordained  ministers  of  affiliating  churches 
who  are  not  active,  and  three  messengers  from  each  church  for  the 
first  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  additional 
messenger  from  each  church  for  each  additional  one  hundred  members 
or  major  fraction  thereof.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certified  in 
the  annual  letters  sent  by  the  churches  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association.  The  courtesies  of  the  floor  may  be  extended  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  body  to  representatives  of  our  denominational  interests, 
and  also  to  ministers  and  members  of  other  Christian  organizations. 

ARTICLE  IV.  NEW  CHURCHES 
The  Association  may  receive  other  Baptist  churches  into  its  fellow- 
ship on  receipt  of  letters  of  dismission  from  other  like  organizations. 
It  may  also  receive  newly  constituted  churches  whose  articles  of  faith 
harmonize  with  the  generally  accepted  Articles  of  Faith  among  South- 
ern Baptists.  Any  newly  organized  church  applying  for  admission  to 
the  fellowship  of  the  Association  shall  be  received  under  the  watch- 
care  of  the  Association  for  one  year,  after  which,  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee,  it  may  be  voted  into  full  fellowship 
of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V.  MEETINGS 
The  Association  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place  as  it 
may  decide  at  the  preceding  annual  meeting.  The  Executive  commit- 
tee, hereinafter  provided  for,  shall  have  the  authority  to  change 
the  place  and  time  of  meeting  in  the  event  a  sudden  emergency  shall 
make  such  change  advisable. 

ARTICLE  VI.  AUTHORITY 
The  Association  shall  be  clothed  with  authority  only  to  advise  the 
churches  touching  all  things  pertaining  to  their  interest,    but  shall  in 
no  case  control  or  direct  them  with  reference  to  their  own  government 
or  internal  policy. 

ARTICLE  VII.  ORGANIZATION 
The  officers   of  the  Association   shall   be   a   moderator,  whose 
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term  of  office  shall  be  limited  to  two  one  year  periods,  and  who  shall 
not  be  eligible  to  succeed  himself  after  such  two  year  period;  a  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Historian;  these  officers  shall  be 
elected  each  year  by  the  Association  at  its  annual  meeting  and  shall 
hold  office  for  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  The 
Moderator  shall  be  elected  at  the  Association  at  its  annual  meeting 
held  in  1955,  and  annually  thereafter;  the  Moderator  to  preside  over 
the  sessions  of  the  body,  the  Vice-Moderator  to  preside  in  his 
absence;  the  Clerk  to  record,  print  and  distribute  the  minutes  of  the 
body,  and  to  keep  on  file  these  and  all  other  important  papers;  the 
Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse  all  funds  of  the  Association  sub- 
ject to  its  order;  the  Auditor  to  examine  the  Treasurer's  books  at 
the  close  of  each  session  and  to  render  a  report  before  adjournment; 
the  Historian  to  report  to  the  Association  each  year  at  the  annual  ses- 
sion and  to  keep  an  accurate  history  of  the  work. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  COMMITTEES 
The  Moderator  shall   appoint  the  following  committees   at  the 
general  meeting  of  the  Association. 

(a)  To  nominate  the  officers  of  the  Association; 

(b)  On  Order  of  Business  and  to  prepare  associational  programs; 

(c)  On  Time,  Place  and  Preacher  for  the  next  session; 

(d)  On  Resolutions; 

(e)  On  Memorials; 

(f)  Such  other  Committees  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

ARTICLE  IX.  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 
The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Committee  which 
shall  have  authority  between  regular  sessions  of  the  Association  to 
act  for  the  body  in  necessary  matters,  executing  the  plans  and  work 
of  the  Association  in  whatever  manner  may  seem  advisable,  a  full 
report  of  its  work  being  presented  annually  with  such  recommenda- 
tions as  may  seem  wise. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastor  and 
one  lay  member  from  each  church  in  addition  to  any  ex-officio  mem- 
bers from  the  church.  The  lay  member  shall  be  elected  by  the  in- 
dividual church  annually  and  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year  from 
November  1  to  October  31.  The  Moderator  of  the  Association  shall  be  an 
ex-officio  member  of  the  committee,  and  shall  act  as  its  chairman.  In 
addition  to  the  Moderator,  the  following  persons  shall  be  ex-officio  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee:  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor, 
Publicity  Director,  and  Historian  of  the  Association;  also,  the  As- 
sociational heads  of  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  and  Brotherhood,  and  the  persons  who  are  to  make  re- 
ports to  the  Association  the  following  year  on  Evangelism.  Christian 
Education,  Christian  Literature,  American  Bible  Society,  Temperance 
and  Public  Morals,  Cooperative  Program,  Benevolences  (which  shall 
include  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes,  Hospital,  Home  for  the 
Aging,  Relief  and  Annuity  Board),  Music  Director,  and  Associational 
Missionary.    All  ex-officio  members  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  on  all 
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matters.  Fifteen  (15)  members  present  at  an  Executive  Committee 
meeting  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  X.    GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

(a)  This  Association  shall  not  have  power  to  annul  the  dis- 
cipline or  exercise  authority  over  any  church  connected  with  it  but 
may  advise  with  and  sever  its  connection  with  any  church  that  neg- 
lects to  preserve  Gospel  order. 

(b)  Each  church  shall  send  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Asso- 
ciation a  letter  (the  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Asso- 
ciation), carefully  filled  as  per  blank  suggestions,  stating  the  full 
work  of  the  church  for  the  year  ending  the  last  Sunday  in  September. 

(c)  The  Association  shall  foster  Associational  Missions,  State  Mis- 
sions, Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Education,  the 
Ministers'  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Or- 
phanage, Hospital,  Home  for  the  Aging,  and  the  American  Bible 
Society,  and  each  church  shall  be  encouraged  to  contribute  to  the 
support  of  these  objects  regularly  and  systematically. 

(d)  The  Proceedings  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be 
recorded  as  a  part  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  XI.  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 
There  shall  be  a  Missions  Committee.  It  shall  consist  of  the  heads 
of  the  departments:  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union 
Director,  W.  M.  U.  President,  and  Brotherhood  chairman.  Also  there 
shall  be  three  nominated  along  with  the  other  Associational  officers 
and  elected  annually  by  the  Association  to  serve  with  these  depart- 
ment heads.    Their  duties  shall  be  too: 

(1)  Plan  the  Associational  Calendar  of  Activities; 

(2)  Coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Association; 

(3)  Aid  in  the  promotion  of  the  missions  program 

The  chairman  shall  be  elected  from  among  themselves  by  the 
committee  at  its  first  session  following  their  annual  election. 

ARTICLE  XII.    ADOPTION  AND  REVISION 
This  Constitution  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its  adoption 
and  shall  supercede  any  and  all  Constitutions  previously  adopted. 

The  same  may  be  revised  at  any  annual  session  of  the  Associa- 
tion upon  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  and 
voting,  provided  the  proposed  revision  shall  have  been  presented 
in  writing  to  the  Executive  Committee  prior  to  the  annual  meeting 
for  information  only;  and  provided  that  the  proposed  revision  shall  be 
presented  at  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association, 
but  shall  not  be  voted  on  until  the  second  day  of  such  annual  meet- 
ing at  such  time  the  Moderator  may  designate  by  public  announce- 
ment. 

RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  All  meetings  of  the  body  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 
devotional  services. 

2.  Representatives  from  ten  churches  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
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3.  Messengers  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches 
designating  them  as  such. 

4.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  shall  use  the  term  "brother,"  or  "sister,"  as  the  case  may 
be,  in  speaking  to  each  other  and  shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject 
more  than  twice  without  permission. 

5.  The  roll  of  members  shall  be  called  at  least  once,  and  absentees 
marked. 

6.  Corresponding  messengers  and  visiting  brethren  shall  be  invited 
to  seats  with  the  privilege  of  speaking,    but  not  voting. 

7.  A  copy  of  the  minutes  shall  be  sent  to  each  of  the  following: 
the  General  and  Statistical  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  the  State 
Mission  Board,  Librarian  of  Wake  Forest  College,  Librarian  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky.,  Secretary  of 
Survey  and  Statistics,  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn., 
Samuel  Colgate  Historical  Collection,  Colgate  University,  Hamilton, 
N.  Y.;  American  Baptist  Society,  Crozer  Seminary,  Chester,  Pa.;  South- 
western Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Fort  Worth,  Texas;  and  to 
Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Wake  Forest,  N.  C. 

8.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided 
by  Kerfoot's  Parliamentary  Law.

Claude  Graham  from  Pauline 
and  Bro.  J.  L.  Adkins  of  Hocutt  Memorial. 

Brother  Paul  Nix,  in  the  absence  of  the  moderator,  brought 
the  report  of  the  executive  committee.  In  it  were  mentioned  four 
matters  to  be  brought  to  the  association.    1.  Budget.    2.  Associa- 
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tional  calendar  3.  requests  from  Hocutt  Memorial  for  member- 
ship in  the  Association  4.  change  in  membership  in  the  executive 
committee.  This  report  was  adopted 

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee 

Six  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  were  held  during  the 
past  year.  Two  called  sessions  were  held  in  addition  to  the  four 
regularly  scheduled  meetings.  A  listing  of  the  meetings  plus  actions 
taken  are  briefly  in  this  report. 

The  first  regular  meeting  was  held  on  January  1,  1957.  Brother 
Glen  Holt  was  chosen  by  the  committee  to  replace  Hugh  Bumgar- 
ner  as  chairman  of  evangelism.  Brother  Bumgarner  left  the  Associa- 
tion prior  to  January  of  1957.  x 

Detailed  plans  of  the  music  department  for  the  Associational 
year  1956-1957  were  approved  and  the  music  education  committee 
was  voted  into  office. 

Brother  Frank  Zedick,  chairman  of  a  special  committee  to  secure 
a  missionary,  introduced  and  presented  to  the  Executive  Committee 
Brother  Paul  Nix  as  the  special  committee's  nominee  for  Associational 
missionary.  After  discussions,  concerning  the  calling  of  the  mission- 
ary, the  vote  was  postponed.  Matters  relating  to  missionary's  salary 
and  state  mission  aid  needed  additional  investigation  and  study, 
special  committee  presented  to  the  Executive  Committee  Brother  Paul 
Nix  for  Associational  missionary.  Revised  plans  for  missionary  sal- 
ary plus  state  mission  aid  were  also  presented.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee approved  the  report  of  the  special  committee  and  called  Bro- 
ther Paul  Nix  as  missionary  to  the  Association. 

The  second  regular  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held  on  April 
16,  at  "Rays"  on  highway  70.  The  gathering  was  a  "supper  meeting" 
in  welcome  to  Brother  Paul  Nix  and  his  wife  as  missionary  of  the 
Johnston  Association.  Brother  Nix  assumed  his  duties  in  the  Asso- 
ciation on  April  16,  1957. 

The  third  regular  Executive  Committee  meeting  was  held  on  July 
2,  1957.  The  annual  budget  was  presented  to  the  committee  for  con- 
sideration and  study.  With  minor  revisions  the  committee  approved 
the  budget. 

The  Executive  Committee  went  on  record  as  supporting  the  work 
of  the  missions  committee  in  planning  surveys  of  the  Allen's  Crossroads 
community  and  the  area  of  Wilsons  Mills  road  west  of  Smithfield,  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing  mission  points  in  the  Association.  The 
committee  also  favored  the  Tithers'  Prove  Me  Program  and  the  nation- 
wide evangelistic  crusade  to  be  held  in  April  of  1959. 

The  second  called  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  held 
in  Selma  on  July  30,  1957.  The  moderator,  Brother  Troy  E.  Jones, 
appointed  Brother  Joe  Sumner  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the  memorial 
committee.  Brother  E.  S.  Simpson  was  approved  as  Sunday  School 
Superintendent  and  Brother  Elvin  Johnson  as  Training  Union  director 
for  the  year  1957-1958. 
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The  Executive  Committee  voted  to  present  three  names  to  the 
State  Convention's  Committee  Boards  as  nominees  to  fill  the  Asso- 
ciation's vacancy  on  that  board.  The  request  for  nominations  was 
made  by  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Boards.  Names  presented 
were  Frank  Zedick,  Lacy  Oliver,  and  P.  E.  Jones. 

The  last  Executive  Committee  meeting  was  held  on  October  1, 
1957.  The  committee  approved  plans  to  conduct  an  Associational  school 
of  missions  to  be  held  under  the  direction  of  the  missions  committee. 
It  was  agreed  that  the  Associational  calendar  be  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  the  Association  in  annual  meeting.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee went  on  record  as  requesting  that  a  Forward  Advanced  Finan- 
cial Program  Clinic  be  held  in  the  Association  during  the  1957-58  year. 

A  letter  from  the  Hocutt  Memorial  Baptist  Church  was  read  to  the 
committee  requesting  membership  in  the  Johnston  Association  fellow- 
ship of  churches. 

The  missions  committee  suggested  a  constitution  and  presented 
it  for  information  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Four  matters  transacted  by  the  Executive  Committee  during  the 
past  year  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Association  in  annual  meeting. 
(1)  The  proposed  budget  for  the  year  1957-1958.  (2)  The  Asso- 
ciational calendar.  (3)  The  letter  of  the  Hocutt  Memorial  Baptist 
Church  requesting  membership  in  the  Johnston  Association.  (4) 
The  constitutional  amendment  regarding  Article  IX  of  the  Johnston 
Association  constitution.

Report  of  the  Missions  Committee 

A  report  from  the  Missions  Committee,  as  part  of  the  Asso- 
ciational missionary's  report,  was  brought  by  Bro.  Clyde  Yates, 
Chm.  of  the  Missions  Committee.  The  group  approved  this 
report.  The  Associational  Missionary  gave  a  report  of  his  work 
and  presented  the  calendar  of  activities  for  the  coming  year.  In 
speaking  to  the  report,  Bro.  Nix  pointed  out  three  weaknesses: 

1.  Failure  on  the  part  of  churches  to  plan  far  enough  in  advance. 

2.  Failure  to  be  good  stewards  of  material  wealth  and  3.  Lack 
of  faith.  He  challenged  8,000  Johnston  Baptists  to  march  together 
as  one.    His  report  was  approved  by  the  session. 

Report  of  the  Missions  Committee 

At  the  annual  associational  meeting  in  October  of  1956,  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  was  adopted  which  provides  for  a  missions 
committee.  It  reads: 

There  shall  be  a  Missions  Committee.  It  shall  consist  of  the 
heads  of  the  departments:  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training 
Union  Director,  W.  M.  U.  President,  and  Brotherhood  chairman.  Also 
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there  shall  be  three  nominated  along  with  the  other  Associational  of- 
ficers and  elected  annually  by  the  Association  to  serve  with  these  de- 
partment heads.    Their  duties  shall  be  to: 

1.  Plan  the  Associational   Calendar  of  Activities. 

2.  Coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Association. 

3.  Aid  in  the  promotion  of  the  missions  program. 

The  chairman  shall  be  elected  from  among  themselves  by  the 
committee  at  its  first  session  following  their  annual  election. 

Such  a  committee  was  elected  and  has  sought  to  carry  out  its 
duties  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution's  specification.  At  the  time 
of  our  election,  there  was  no  missionary  serving  the  Association,  but 
we  have  had  the  good  fortune  of  securing  the  services  of  an  out- 
standing man  during  this  past  year.  Bro.  Paul  Nix  came  to  work  with 
our  Association  the  middle  of  April,  and  since  his  coming  has  proved 
himself  to  be  an  able  and  devoted  worker.  The  committee,  in  their 
relationship  with  him,  has  depended  on  him  to  help  fulfill  the  task 
committed  to  it. 

The  committee,  specifically,  has  sought  to  outline  to  the  mission- 
ary in  a  general  way  what  is  expected  of  him.  Meetings  have  been 
held  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  each  quarter,  with  some  special  meet- 
ings being  called  by  the  missionary.  Some  of  the  work  of  the  com- 
mittee has  been  in  the  area  of  planning  an  associational  calendar. 
Bro.  Nix  has  been  of  great  value  in  this  undertaking.  Two  areas 
which  seem  open  to  mission  work  have  been  investigated,  under  the 
leadership  of  our  missionary  —  the  Allen  Crossroads  settlement  and 
the  West  Smithfield  area.  Some  possibility  of  securing  lots  has  been 
looked  into. 

Of  special  interest  is  the  realization  that  our  missionary  is  get- 
ting acquainted  with  our  churches  and  they  with  him.  He  has  been 
in  nearly  all  of  them  since  coming  six  months  ago.  He  has  promoted 
many  of  the  special  emphases  of  the  Conventions.  But  more  than 
that  he  has  showed  a  real  interest  in  the  particular  needs  of  the  local 
churches.  We  have  appreciated  serving  with  Bro.  Nix  during  the  past 
few  months  and  look  forward  to  the  future  as  he  promises  to  accom- 
plish even  more  —  with  the  help  of  all  of  us.

Report  on  Christian  Literature 
October  23,  1957 

The  cry  of  Job  of  old,  "Oh  that  my  words  were  now  written! 
oh  that  they  were  printed  in  a  book,"  is  being  answered  today  through 
the  great  flow  of  Christian  literature.  First  of  all,  there  are  15,000,000 
volumes  of  Scripture  in  204  languages  in  more  than  40  nations  being 
distributed  by  the  American  Bible  Society  annually.  It  has  been  said 
that  no  denomination  in  America  has  so  fine  a  selection  of  Christian 
literature  as  Southern  Baptists  have  today  for  every  age,  spiritual  in-

terest  and  need  and  the  aim  of  it  all  is  to  inform,  enlist,  unify,  teach 
and  inspire  the  people  for  greater  service  in  the  work  of  the  Lord. 

Surely  no  finer  literature  can  be  found  than  that  for  our  Sunday 
Schools  and  Training  Unions.  In  fact,  with  the  Holy  Bible  as  our  text 
book  and  the  splendid  materials  for  each  age  group,  no  one  has  any 
excuse  for  not  teaching  a  Sunday  School  Class  or  leading  a  Training 
Union  if  they  are  willing  to  use  what  materials  are  furnished  by  the 
church.  Let  me  say  here  that  I  hope  a  Sunday  School  and  Training 
Union  quarterly  is  ordered  for  each  member  on  the  roll;  and  if  any 
member  is  absent  when  the  literature  is  distributed  each  quarter,  that 
the  teacher  or  leader  take  the  responsibility  of  delivering  a  quarterly 
in  person  to  each  absentee  before  the  following  Sunday.  It  gives  an 
opportunity  to  visit  in  the  home  and  eliminates  the  excuse  of  not 
having  had  a  quarterly  to  prepare  the  lesson  for  the  next  Sunday.  Our 
shut-ins  should  have  Home  Life  and  Open  Window.  Our  orphanage 
paper,  Charity  and  Children,  is  being  distributed  through  the  Sunday 
Schools. 

Our  missionary  magazines  are  unexcelled.  With  their  colorful 
covers,  life  pictures,  inspiring  stories  and  helpful  programs,  they 
cannot  help  but  attract  our  young  people.  It  is  most  encouraging  to  learn 
that  Selma,  our  host  church,  and  New  Bethel  have  the  missionary 
magazines  in  their  budget  for  each  member  just  as  for  the  Sunday 
School  and  Training  Union.  Pine  Level  church  furnishes  the  Royal 
Service  to  the  W.  M.  S.  members  and  the  women  in  turn  provide  the 
missionary  magazines  for  the  young  people  as  a  part  of  their  fos- 
tering. This  year  there  have  been  the  following  subscriptions  re- 
ported:

With  approximately  2500  members  in  our  W.  M.  U.,  we  see  that 
not  fifty  per  cent  are  receiving  a  missionary  magazine.  Isn't  it  time 
that  each  member  be  furnished  a  magazine  rather  than  have  to  cut 
up  some  to  give  out  parts  for  a  program?  I  do  not  have  a  report  on 
Ambassador  Life  for  our  R.  A.'s  or  the  Brotherhood  Journal  for  our 
men.  Neither  do  we  have  a  record  of  the  number  of  Home  Missions 
and  The  Commission  being  read  by  our  people.  I  would  like  to  chal- 
lenge every  church  in  our  association  to  include  a  subscription  to  a 
missionary  magazine  for  each  member  of  our  missionary  organizations. 
Our  association  has  yet  to  send  its  first  missionary  and  it  might  be 
through  a  mission  magazine  going  into  a  home  where  it  might  not  go 
otherwise  that  a  boy  or  girl  would  hear  God's  call  to  a  mission  field  of 
service. 

Every  Baptist  home  also  needs  our  Baptist  State  Paper,  The  Bib- 
lical Recorder.  For  over  123  years  now  this  great  paper  has  been  serv- 
ing North  Carolina  Baptists.  Dr.  L.  L.  Carpenter,  our  editor,  says, 
"No  Baptist  home  or  mail  box  is  beyond  the  reach  of  the  Recorder 
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each  week."  The  present  circulation  of  the  Recorder  is  approximately 
61,500  weekly.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  sends  a  complimentary 
subscription  to  each  pastor  upon  receipt  of  his  name  along  with  the 
name  of  the  church  he  serves. 

Last  year  it  was  said,  "If  a  survey  mere  made,  very  few  homes 
would  be  without  comic  books,  magazines  advertising  the  beauty  of 
social  drinking,  but  to  subscribe  to  the  Biblical  Recorder,  Home  Life, 
our  missionary  magazines  is  almost  unheard  of."  I  was  almost  afraid 
toiry;  but  remembering  that  Bro.  J.  E.  Lewis  made  a  survey  in  1946  of 
the  Christian  literature  he  delivered  on  his  rural  mail  route,  I  took 
courage  and  contacted  the  people  on  the  block  where  I  live.  This  is  a 
small  area  but  I  found  that  7  out  of  9  families  personally  subscribed 
to  Christian  magazines  other  than  the  literature  furnished  by  their 
churches  and  that  3  of  the  4  Baptist  families  received  magazines  other 
than  those  supplied  by  our  church.  Perhaps  my  block  is  an  exception 
but  it  is  encouraging.  Bro.  Lewis's  report  showed  9  churches  with  the 
Every-Family  Plan  in  1946  with  a  total  of  644  subscriptions  to  the  Re- 
corder. During  the  last  associational  year  13  of  our  churches  sent  the 
Recorder  to  each  resident  family  in  the  church  for  $1.50  a  year — 18 
churches  participated  in  the  Recorder  Club  Plan  making  a  total  of 
1,445  of  the  two  combined.  We  have  no  record  of  individual  sub- 
scriptions but  we  presume  they  would  be  very  few  so  apparently  17 
churches  had  none  or  less  than  four.  A  minimum  of  only  4  sub- 
scriptions will  start  a  club.  If  your  church  can't  have  the  Every-Fam- 
ily Plan,  surely  you  can  have  the  Club  Plan.  For  4  cents,  two-thirds 
the  price  of  a  Coca  Cola,  you  can  have  the  Biblical  Recorder  in  your 
home  each  week. 

20  of  our  churches  have  libraries. 

With  such  a  deluge  of  indecent  and  unchristian  literature  before 
our  people  bidding  for  their  very  souls,  may  we  earnestly  and  prayer- 
fully resolve  to  supply  our  families  and  even  those  around  the  world 
with  all  the  best  reading  materials  published,  our  very  own  Christian 
Literature;  yes,  first  of  all,  the  BIBLE.

The  registration  report  revealed  there  were  162  delegates  and 
162  visitors  present.    Eighteen  pastors  were  prsent. 

A  welcome  from  the  host  church  was  given  by  Bro.  Frank  Ze- 
dick,  pastor,  who  made  several  announcements  about  provisions  for 
the  noon  hour. 

Bro.  P.  E.  Jones  announced  the  committee  on  time,  place  and 
preacher  as  the  following:  Adam  Whitley,  Chairman,  Henry  Whit- 
ley, J.  G.  Lee. 

Bro.  Horace  Ricks,  acting  in  behalf  of  Miss  Lissie  Pearce, 
brought  the  report  of  the  music  committee.  Bro.  Joe  Stroud, 
the  State  Music  Secretary,  spoke  to  the  report.  He  emphasized 
the  vital  part  of  the  Association  as  a  link  in  the  total  music  pro- 
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gram.  Also  he  pointed  ou  the  place  of  the  music  ministry  which 
includes  the  entire  congregation.  He  pointed  out  the  need  for 
more  purposeful  music  as  an  art  to  worship  and  to  teaching.  The 
music  report  was  approved. 

Report  on  the  Music  Ministry 
W.  Hines  Sims,  Secretary  of  the  Church  Music  Department  of  the 
Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  says,  "Church  music  is  closely  identified 
with  every  church  member  and  has  a  direct  influence  upon  the  entire 
church  program.  It  is  the  peoples'  part  of  every  worship  service  and 
assemblage.  Through  music,  all  people  are  able  to  testify  in  song, 
praise  God  through  singing  hearts,  and  attune  lives  and  personalities 
to  His  will." 

In  1944  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention  established  a  Department 
of  Church  Music.  Since  that  time  the  Department  has  been  developing 
a  comprehensive  program  of  church  music  through  the  various  state 
conventions,  associations  and  churches. 

Our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention  now  has  a  Department 
of  Church  Music  which  is  a  ministry  of  State  Missions.  Mr.  J.  C.  Stroud 
became  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Department  in  April  1956. 

During  1957  State  and  Convention  music  leaders  have  placed  much 
emphasis  on  the  associational  organization  for  a  better  music  minis- 
try. In  cooperation  with  this  emphasis  the  Johnston  Association  in 
its  1956  annual  session  elected  Miss  Lissie  Pearce  of  Princeton  as  Music 
Director  of  the  Association.  The  following  members  of  the  Music 
Education  Committee  were  approved  at  the  January  1957  meeting  of 
the  Executive  Committee: 

Music  Director  of  the  Association — Miss  Lissie  Pearce,  Princeton 
Moderator  of  the  Association — Rev.  Troy  E.  Jones,  Four  Oaks 
Pastor-Adviser — Rev.  Horace  W.  Ricks,  Princeton 
Director  of  Instrumental  Activities — Mrs.  Leon  Woodruff,  Selma 
Director  of  Publicity  and  Promotion — Rev.  J.  Clyde  Yates,  Bailey 
Director  of  Training — Rev.  Frank  Zedick,  Selma 
Director  of  Congregational  Activities — Blake  Thomas,  Smithfield 
Director  of  Graded  Chcir  Activities — J.  Norvelle  Bryan,  Clayton 
During  the  year  Mr.  Bryan  resigned  and  Wade  Massengill  of  Four 
Oaks  was  asked  to  serve  in  his  place.    Rev.  Paul  Nix  was  added  to  the 
Committee  when  he  became  our  Associational  Missionary. 

The  following  factors  seem  significant  in  the  music  education  pro- 
gram of  our  Association  during  the  1956-1957  associational  year: 

(1)  In  the  organization  and  planning  for  an  associational  music 
ministry  the  Music  Education  Committee  used  our  State  and  Southern 
Baptist  leaders  and  materials. 

(2)  An  effort  has  been  made  to  establish  the  music  ministry  as  a 
significant  phase  of  work  of  the  Association.  The  Director  has  partici- 
pated in  Executive  Committee  meetings  and  has  served  on  the  Missions 
Committee.  The  policies  of  the  Association  are  being  followed  in  the 
election  of  officers,  in  the  expenditure  of  funds,  and  in  the  giving  of  re- 
ports to  the  Association  by  the  Director. 

(3)  During  the  year  the  Music  Education  Committee  has  had 
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three  meetings  for  organization,  planning,  and  for  promotion  of  music 
activities  of  the  Association. 

(4)  Two  or  more  churches  have  had  representatives  at  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Music  Leadership  Conference  at  Ridgecrest,  five  churches 
had  representatives  at  the  Church  Music  Conference  at  Caswell.  No 
report  has  been  made  of  the  Church  Music  Training  Course  Awards. 

(5)  The  Music  Education  Committee  gave  assistance  in  the  plan- 
ning of  music  for  the  1957  annual  session  of  the  Association. 

(6)  In  cooperation  with  the  State  Department  of  Church  Music 
an  Associational  Music  Conference  was  held.  Mr.  Hal  Shoemaker  of 
Raleigh  was  the  guest  leader. 

(7)  Plans  have  been  completed  for  an  Associational  School  of 
Music  to  be  held  at  the  Selma  Church  on  October  28  through  Novem- 
ber 1.  The  faculty  will  include  Mr.  J.  O.  Stroud,  State  Secretary  of 
Church  Music  Department, — Dr.  Ben  Johnson,  Department  of  Music 
of  Southeastern  Seminary, — and  Mr.  Bruce  Sloop,  Minister  of  Music 
of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Goldsboro. 

(8)  An  informal  survey  for  music  information  shows  that  music 
leadership  in  the  churches  is  almost  wholly  voluntary.  One  or  two 
churches  employ  organists.  It  appears  that  most  of  the  churches  have 
need  for  music  directors,  accompanists,  and  leaders  in  music  activities 
of  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  WMU,  and  Brotherhood,  as  well 
as  in  the  regular  worship  services. 

(9)  Few  churches  of  the  Association  have  definite  programs  for 
music  training.  The  1956-57  Minutes  of  the  Association  show — 2 
churches  had  3  choirs — 13  churches  had  2  choirs — 21  churches  had  1 
choir — 15  churches  had  no  choir.  The  information  suggests  that  chil- 
dren and  young  people  of  our  Association  have  small  share  in  definite 
church  music  activities.  A  program  of  graded  choirs  would  provide 
enriching  experiences  for  them. 

Southern  Baptists  look  forward  to  the  celebration  of  the  century 
and  a  half  of  organized  work  in  America  in  1964  and  to  its  preceding 
evangelism  emphasis.  The  Church  Music  Department  of  our  Conven- 
tion,— believing  that  great  preaching  and  great  singing  go  hand  in 
hand, —  plans  for  a  great  revival  of  music  in  these  years.  Let  us  pray 
that  we  in  the  Johnston  Association  may  join  the  singing  of  Christians 
everywhere  in  the  song  of  Christianity — a  song  which  glorifies  our 
Lord  and  points  a  lost  world  to  our  Saviour.

She  recognized  members  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  W.M.U.  and  presidents  of  the  local  societies.  In 
speaking  to  the  report  she  mentioned  the  place  of  prayer,  coopera- 
tive giving,  and  over  and  above  giving  in  our  churches.  The  report 
she  presented  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

As  Southern  Woman's  Missionary  Union  bears  an  auxiliary  or 
helping  relationship  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  so  our  Johnston 
Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  made  up  of  47  societies  plus 
their  youth  organizations,  bears  a  like  relationship  to  our  association. 
Our  women  are  organized  to  promote  the  missionary  plans  of  South- 
ern Baptists. 

We  sponsor  the  study  of  our  mission  fields  in  order  that  we  may 
become  aware  of  world  needs.  We  seek  to  develop  the  spiritual  life 
of  our  own  members  and  their  families  through  Bible  study  and  prayer. 
We  seek  to  be  missionaries  in  our  own  communities  through  our  com- 
munity missions  program.  We  endeavor  to  share  our  possessions  that 
others  may  know  Christ  as  we  are  privileged  to  do.  We  encourage 
youth  in  missionary  education  and  development  by  fostering  graded 
organizations  and  furnishing  trained  leadership  for  the  same. 

It  is  our  sincere  prayer  that  God  will  call  from  our  youth  organi- 
zations those  members  who  will  be  dedicated  to  serve  Him  in  the  utter- 
most parts  of  the  earth. 

This  past  year  two  mission  study  institutes  were  held,  to  better 
prepare  our  women  for  the  presentation  of  our  graded  series  of  study. 
Our  annual  meeting  held  last  spring  in  Clayton  was  well  attended  with 
40  churches  being  represented. 

In  preparation  for  this  year's  work,  already  we  have  had  five 
leadership  conferences  in  every  group  within  our  association.  These 
have  been  well  attended  and  much  good  derived.  We  trust  that  through 
careful  planning,  checking,  and  witnessing  where  we  are,  that  every 
phase  of  our  work  will  be  strengthened  this  year. 

We  heartily  recommend  that  the  entire  church  come  together  for 
the  study  of  Africa  with  graded  classes  for  every  member  of  the  church 
family.  When  we  know  we  care,  when  we  care  we  give,  so  it  is  the 
ultimate  aim  of  every  society  that  every  member  know  the  joy  that 
comes  from  giving  not  only  of  her  tithe,  but  offerings  as  well,  plus  her 
talents,  time  and  her  life  in  dedicated  service. 
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As  far  as  our  records  indicate,  Johnston  Association  has  not  as 
yet  had  a  missionary  to  go  out  from  our  midst,  who  is  now  on  foreign 
soil.  May  we  join  hearts  and  hands  that  this  will  be  the  year,  some 
young  person  will  hear  that  call  and  respond  to  it. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  some  of  our  churches  are  making  the 
Lottie  Moon  Christmas  offering  for  Foreign  Missions,  church-wide, 
rather  than  an  offering  by  the  women  alone.  Last  year  over  $5,000.00 
was  gleaned  in  our  association  to  help  push  the  Southwide  offering 
over  the  five  million  mark. 

A  generous  offering  was  made  to  the  Annie  Armstrong  offering 
for  Home  Missions  as  well  as  a  special  offering  by  the  North  Carolina 
WMU  and  state  missions.  As  our  women  and  young  people  study  about 
areas  of  the  world  and  at  home,  these  offerings  come  to  be  more  than 
just  an  offering — they  are  women  of  Johnston  association  linking  hands 
with  sisters  in  every  area  of  the  world. 

Three  successful  youth  rallys  were  held  during  the  past  year. 
Special  emphasis  being  given  to  our  G.  A.'s,  YWA's  and  Sunbeams. 
We  come  now  to  make  a  plea  for  the  young  men  and  boys  of  our 
churches.  For  years  ours  has  been  a  motherly  concern  for  them  and 
now  that  we  have  relinquished  their  care  and  keeping  to  the  Brother- 
hoods of  our  churches,  we  plead  with  you  to  lead  well  and  wisely. 
Boys  of  today  are  deacons  of  tomorrow.  The  kind  of  deacons  they 
become  depends  upon  the  manner  in  which  they  are  led  today. 

The  Business  Women  of  our  association  are  organized  into  a 
federation  which  meets  twice  each  year  for  information  and  inspirita- 
tion.  There  has  been  a  gain  in  Business  Women's  circles,  just  as  there 
has  been  a  gain  in  the  membership  of  each  organization. 

Last  year  the  societies  have  over  $1,000.00  to  complete  the  fur- 
nishing of  a  room  at  the  Baptist  Hospital  in  honor  of  Mrs.  B.  A.  Hocutt 
who  has  served  faithfully  through  the  years  in  our  association.  This 
year,  the  executive  committee  has  voted  to  raise  another  $1,000.00  to 
furnish  a  room  at  the  home  for  the  aging  in  Winston-Salem.  This 
project  has  been  conceived  to  pay  honor  to  Mrs.  D.  B.  Oliver,  who  has 
served  equally  long  and  well.  Though  we  pay  our  respects  to  these 
dear  women  through  our  over  and  above  gifts,  they  are  the  first  to  re- 
mind us  that  the  good  to  be  derived  from  furnishing  of  these  rooms 
is  a  memorial  to  all  the  women  of  our  association  and  their  faithfulness 
to  Christ's  Kingdom. 

May  we  urge  upon  all  the  people  in  our  association  to  join  us  in 
praying  that  1957-58  will  be  red  letter  days  in  our  hearts  and  lives 
because  of  our  dedication  to  Christ  and  His  cause  around  the  world.

Otis  Lanning  took  the  chair  and  presided  over  a  portion 
of  the  session. 

A  history  of  Selma  Baptist  Church  was  read  by  Bro.  Wayland 
Jones.  He  gave  credit  to  the  one  who  prepared  the  report  and 
stressed  his  concern  that  all  churches  prepare  histories. 
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At  this  time  Mrs.  B.  A.  Hocutt  and  Mrs.  Annie  Myatt  charter 
members  of  the  Association  were  recognized.  This  history  was 
approved. 

HISTORY  OF  SELMA  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Before  the  organization  of  the  Johnston  Association,  Selma  Bap- 
tist Church  was  a  member  of  the  Raleigh  Association  and  minutes  of 
that  association  show  that  Selma  was  a  member  before  1870.  According 
to  the  best  information  available  the  church  was  organized  in  1866. 

The  Selma  church  was  host  when  the  Johnston  Association  was 
organized  in  November  1903.  Present  at  that  time  were  Mrs.  B.  A. 
Hocutt  of  Clayton,  and  Miss  Annie  Myatt  of  Smithfield,  who  are  with 
us  today. 

The  church  at  that  time  was  located  on  the  other  side  of  the 
Southern  railroad,  on  East  Watson  Street. 

In  1907  the  present  church  building  was  erected,  and  the  50th 
anniversary  of  its  construction  and  Homecoming  Day  was  successfully 
observed  on  last  September  15  as  a  day  of  worship  and  fellowship  with 
six  former  pastors  present.  Members  of  our  church  now  who  were 
members  fifty  years  ago  are:  Miss  Sarah  Stancil,  Miss  Amma  Stancil, 
Miss  Dora  O'Neal,  Mrs.  S.  J.  Shuler,  Mrs.  N.  G.  Blackma.,  Mrs.  G.  A. 
Earp,  J.  M.  O'Neal,  T.  C.  Henry,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  M.  B.  Lane. 

The  Association  met  at  the  Selma  church  in  regular  session  in 
1908,  and  it  is  recorded  that  at  this  meeting  funds  were  received  to 
help  pay  for  the  beautiful  memorial  window  of  the  church  which  was 
donated  by  the  Association. 

In  1919  the  church  bought  a  lot  and  built  a  parsonage  on  North 
Pollock  Street,  and  was  first  occupied  by  the  Reverend  B.  Townsend 
and  family  in  1920 

The  25th  session  of  the  Association  was  held  with  the  church  in 
1927.  Mr.  R.  H.  Gower,  who  had  been  moderator  since  the  organization 
in  1903,  resigned  at  that  time,  and  Judge  F.  H.  Brooks  was  elected  as 
moderator.  The  speaker  was  Dr.  Livingston  Johnson,  editor  of  the 
Biblical  Recorder.  He  had  been  present  in  1903,  and  was  then  secretary 
of  the  State  Convention. 

The  church  was  damaged  by  an  explosion  on  March,  7,  1942.  A 
week  later  money  was  raised  to  repair  the  damage. 

In  1948  the  new  educational  building  was  dedicated,  and  in  1949 
the  church  building  was  renovated  and  an  electric  organ  purchased. 

On  October  25,  1950  the  Association  again  met  with  the  church. 
Present  then  who  had  been  present  in  1903  were  Mrs.  B.  H.  Edgerton 
of  Pinkney  church,  Mrs.  B.  A.  Hocutt  of  Clayton,  H.  E.  Earp  of  Selma, 
Mrs.  J.  M.  Richardson  of  Live  Oak,  and  Miss  Annie  Myatt  of  Smithfield. 

Chimes  were  presented  to  the  church  in  November  1952,  and  in 
1953  the  parsonage  was  sold  to  W.  O.  Lane,  and  a  new  one  was  begun 
on  Waddell  Street,  which  was  completed  at  an  approximate  cost  of 
$17,000,  with  Dr.  and  Mrs.  J.  D.  Hillman  the  first  to  occupy  the  building 
in  March  1954. 
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In  July  1954  a  motion  was  made  at  a  regular  business  meeting 
to  establish  a  mission  Sunday  School  in  the  W.  G.  Ricks  section.  Ser- 
vices were  first  held  in  the  Ricks  packhouse.  The  next  year  the 
mission  program  was  enlarged  and  a  building  was  started.  The  build- 
ing with  an  auditorium  seating  100  and  three  Sunday  School  rooms  was 
dedicated  Februrary  26,  1956,  and  was  named  Faith  Mission.  A  pastor 
was  called  and  began  his  duties  March  4,  1956  and  has  a  full  church 
program. 

In  1955  the  third  floor  of  the  educational  building  was  completed 
for  Sunday  School  rooms,  and  a  kitchen  was  installed  on  the  second 
floor.  In  that  year  a  Brotherhood  was  organized  with  a  large  member- 
ship. 

In  October  1955  the  present  pastor,  the  Reverend  Frank  Zedick, 
began  his  ministry.  The  next  year  a  full  time  church  secretary  was 
employed.  Air-conditioning  was  installed  the  latter  part  of  the  summer 
of  1956.  In  that  year,  too,  the  auditorium  of  the  church  was  renovated, 
memorial  windows  moored,  choir  loft  rebuilt,  and  baptistry  refinished. 

Several  Bible  study  courses  have  been  conducted  by  the  church 
department  of  training.  On  October  1,  1957  a  unified  budget  plan  was 
put  in  operation. 

To  entertain  the  Johnston  Association  in  Selma  has  been,  and  is, 
a  highlight  in  the  history  of  the  church.  Today's  meeting  marks  the 
fifth  annual  Associational  assembly  to  be  held  in  the  church,  and  the 
members  are  indeed  proud  to  be  hosts  on  this  occasion.

Adam  Whitley,  Jr.  gave  the  American  Bible  Society  report 
which  was  adopted.  He  then  spoke  of  the  importance  of  distri- 
bution of  Scriptures  and  urged  all  churches  to  contribute  to  the 
Society. 

REPORT  ON  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

If  the  people  of  the  world  are  to  know  Jesus  Christ,  the  one 

hope  of  men  and  nations,  they  must  have  the  Bible. 

Each  person  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language  because 

it  speaks  to  his  heart  as  no  other  language  can  speak. 

The  Bible  is  the  essential  tool  of  missions  and  evangelism.  The 
missionary  uses  it  in  all  his  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.  It 
can  go  where  the  human  missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay  when  he 
must  leave — and  keep  on  speaking  to  a  man's  heart. 

The  American  Bible  Society  helps  missionaries  to  translate  the 
Bible.    It  publishes  without  note  or  comment  and  distributes  without 
profit,  usually  below  cost.    It  supplies  scriptures  in  raised  letter  system 
and  talking  records  for  the  Blind. 
During  1956  the  American  Bible  Society — 

— distributed  throughout  the  world  more  than  15  million  volumes 
of  Scriptures. 

— -supplied  over  13,000  Bibles  and  other  Scriptures  to  Hungarian 
refugees  coming  to  the  U.  S.  A.  and  joined  in  supplying  many  more 
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to  refugees  in  Austria  and  other  countries. 

— donated  nearly  one  million  Scripture  volumes  for  distribution 
by  Chaplains  to  our  Armed  Forces,  as  a  vital  link  between  the  home 
churches  and  the  men  in  service. 

— and  rejoiced  in  translation  of  the  Bible  into  more  than  1,100 
languages. 

We  support  the  American  Bible  Society  because  the  Bible  Society 
serves  mission  work — and  because  Southern  Baptist  missionaries  depend 
on  the  Society  for  Scriptures  they  need  for  distribution  to  their  people. 

Remembering  Hebrews  10:24,  "Let  us  consider  one  another  to 
provoke  unto  love  and  to  good  works." 

In  1958,  Southern  Baptist  churches,  with  eight  and  one-half  million 
members,  gave  $120,732  to  the  American  Bible  Society.  Methodists, 
with  nine  one-fourth  million  members  gave  $174,447.  They  not  only 
led  in  the  total  amount  of  their  gifts;  they  even  gave  more  per  member! 
In  the  words  of  James  3:10,  "Brethren,  these  things  ought  not  so  to  be. 

Southern  Baptist  can  lead  in  support  of  the  American  Bible  Society 
if  every  church  will  give.  May  I  suggest  that  every  church  in  our 
Association  put  something  in  their  Church  Budget  for  the  American 
Bible  Society.    Here  is  a  suggested  amount  for: 

Country  and  village  churches   $10  to  25 

Churches  in  small  cities    $25  to  100 

Larger  churches   $100  to  200

some  contribution  be  it  small  or  large.  Please  send  gifts  to  your 
Baptist  state  office  marked  "for  the  American  Bible  Society."

In  an  announcement  period  Bro.  Dale  Davis  called  on  the  body 
to  stand  in  appreciation  for  Selma  Baptist  Churches's  hospitality 
and  gave  an  invitation  to  come  to  Watkins  Chapel  and  directions 
for  reaching  it. 

A  final  report  of  the  registeration  committee  showed  there 
were  177  delegates  and  175  visitors,  making  a  total  of  352  regi- 
stered persons  present.  A  hymn,  "Jesus  Calls  Us"  was  sung  by 
the  congregation  and  Bro.  Larry  Mayo  led. 

Bro.  Lowell  Robinson  presented  the  report  of  the  cooperative 
program.  The  State  Training  Union  Secretary,  James  C.  Morgan, 
spoke  to  the  report  in  the  place  of  Dr.  Lowell  Spivey  who  had  had 
an  accident  and  was  hospitalized.  He  mentioned  others  of  our 
state  leaders  who  were  ill  at  the  time.  He  pointed  out  the  need 
for  the  home  front  of  our  churches  to  support  the  battlefront  of  our 
mission  fields.  The  Cooperative  Program  does  more  than  just 
raise  money,  it  also  teaches  stewardship  and  it  undergirds  our 
whole  program.  It  can  be  one  of  our  greatest  investments.  Bro. 
Robinson's  report  was  adopted. 
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REPORT  ON  THE  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

The  Cooperative  Program  of  Southern  Baptists  was  adopted  May 
13,  1925.  Our  Convention  has  never  prospered  more  than  in  the  period 
between  1925  and  1956.  Our  membership  has  increased  over  70  per 
cent.  Gifts  have  increased  over  400  per  cent.  God  has  blessed  the 
Cooperative  Program.    One  cannot  argue  against  success. 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  a  plan  of  cooperation  between  State 
and  Southern  Baptist  Convention  which  make  available  to  every  church, 
regardless  of  size  or  location,  the  opportunity  to  share  in  the  blessings 
which  come  as  a  result  of  being  obedient  to  the  Great  Commission  as 
was  given  by  our  Saviour,  the  Lord  Jesus. 

Through  the  Cooperative  Program  each  Church  in  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  has  an  opportunity  to  have  a  part  in  the  ministry 
of  Missions  both  state  and  foreign.  It  is  amazing  to  look  at  a  Distri- 
bution Calendar  and  see  the  many  channels  into  which  our  money  is 
used.  From  a  personal  standpoint,  it  is  indeed  a  thrilling  experience  to 
share  in  the  vast  program  of  preaching,  healing  and  teaching.  It  gives 
me  great  personal  joy  to  put  my  offering  into  my  local  Church  weekly- 
because  I  know  that  I  have  traveled  beyond  the  bounds  of  my  com- 
munity, state  and  nation.  How  did  I  do  it?  through  the  Cooperative 
Program. 

Jesus  first  expects  us  to  give  Him  our  lives.  We  spend  part  of  our 
lives  earning  money  so  He  expects  us  to  use  it  wisely-so  we  should 
remember  Him  in  our  material  posessions. 

Last  year  in  Johnston  Association  there  was  only  one  church  out 
of  the  48  that  failed  to  give  to  the  Cooperative  Program.  This  is  fine, 
but  why  not  each  church  give  more  this  coming  year?  Let  us  here  and 
now  affirm  our  conviction  that  the  Cooperative  Program  is  the  funda- 
mental, effective,  indispensible,  spiritual  channel  of  providing  for  the 
needs  of  all  our  work;  and  that  we  continue  through  every  means  to 
urge  our  people  to  give  the  Cooperative  Program  our  loyal  and  in- 
dividual support. 

May  we  of  Johnston  Association  catch  a  vision  of  the  greater  needs 
of  our  world,  and  may  this  be  a  stimulus  to  cause  us  to  rally  around 
the  Cross  of  our  Lord  and  accept  the  challenge  to  do  more  this  year 
than  we  have  the  past  year.  We  can  go  beyond  anything  we  have  ever 
done  in  the  past  if  every  church  would  stress  the  importance  and  the 
greatness  of  the  Cooperative  Program.  We  need  to  have  people  face 
up  to  the  demands  of  stewardship.  We  can  all  give — we  can  all 
pray — and  we  can  teach  that  the  greatest  thing  any  person  can  do  is  to 
give  his  life  to  be  used  of  God  somewhere  in  the  Christian  life. 

I  challenge  our  churches  to  place  a  reasonable  amount  in  the  church 
budget  to  be  paid  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  world  is 
waiting  for  the  message  and  the  Master  is  waiting  for  His  Churches 
to  send  the  Gospel  into  all  parts  of  the  world. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  been  and  will  continue  to  be  among 
the  leaders  in  promoting  all  phases  of  our  work.  May  we  of  Johnston 
Association  take  our  place  among  the  leading  associations  of  our  state.

An  item  from  the  resolutions  committee  extended  thanks  to 
parking  lot  owners,  ones  in  charge  of  the  American  Legion  Hall 
and  every  one  in  Selma  who  helped  to  make  those  attending  the 
association  comfortable. 

It  was  requested  that  the  clerk  send  a  message  to  the  modera- 
tor conveying  our  regrets  for  his  illness  and  our  concern  for  his 
recovery. 

Bro.  Paul  Nix  closed  the  session  as  he  led  in  Prayer.

He  stated  that 
this  work  is  now  officially  sponsored  by  the  Brotherhood.  He 
urged  that  every  church  organize  at  least  one  Royal  Ambassador 
organization.    His  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  ROYAL  AMBASSADORS 

The  Order  of  Royal  Ambassadors  is  now  officially  a  part  of  the 
Brotherhood.  On  the  south-wide  and  state  level  the  transfer  has  been 
affected.    All  plans  and  materials   are  in  the  hands  of  the  Brotherhood. 
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Many  churches  in  the  state  hava  organized  Brotherhoods  and  taken 
over  the  sponsorship  of  the  Royal  Ambassadors.  We  are  grateful  to 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  for  sponsoring  us  for  so  long,  however 
we  believe  the  transfer  has  been  good  for  both  men  and  boys. 

Our  association  has  made  progress  in  the  Royal  Ambassador  work. 
At  present  there  are  22  organizations.  We  are  anticipating  new  organi- 
zations in  the  near  future.  There  are  approximately  350  boys  in  the 
existing  organizations.  We  believe  that  every  church  in  the  association 
could  have  at  least  one  Royal  Ambassador  organization.  It  is  our 
hope  that  in  the  near  future  every  church  in  the  association  will  have 
a  Brotherhood  and  at  least  one  Royal  Ambassador  organization. 

This  past  year  the  Royal  Ambassador  conclave  was  held  at  New 
Bethel,  with  120  boys  attending.  We  also  had  a  Counselors  Training 
Course  at  Selma.  In  that  study  we  had  eighteen  enrolled.  I  believe  the 
Counselors  Training  Course  to  be  the  most  valuable  assistance  we  can 
provide  for  the  counselors.     It  gives  us  the  opportunity  of  talking 

I  hope  we  will  experience  much  growth  in  R.  A.  work  in  our  asso- 
ciation this  year.  If  churches  without  R.  A.  organizations,  will  go  back 
home  with  the  determination  to  enlist  both  counselors  and  boys,  we 
can  double  the  effectiveness  of  this  work  this  year.  One  of  the  best 
ways  for  most  churches  to  have  all  mission  organizations  would  be  to 
organize  for  every  age  and  have  all  of  them  meet  at  the  church  the  same 
night.  We  need  to  train  our  youth  to  serve  Christ,  to  do  this  we  must 
first  organize  the  effort.

Our  only  purpose  is  to  help  the  churches  through  proper  use  of  their 
Sunday  schools  to  reach  the  lost  for  Christ  and  lead  the  saved  to  ac- 
knowledge the  Lordship  of  Christ  in  daily  living. 

This  year  our  association  is  reporting  48  churches  and  50  Sunday 
schools.  Our  Sunday  school  enrollment  this  year  is  an  increase  over 
last  year.

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2.  2  Association  wide  Sunday  School  rallies  were  held  with  an 
average  of  14  churches  being  represented  by  an  average  of  90  persons 
in  attendance.  These  rallies  were  held  in  Pine  Level  and  Smithfield 
churches. 

3.  3  Group  training  schools  were  conducted  at:  Four  Oaks,  Pine 
Level  and  Thanksgiving. 

4.  21  Churches  reported  giving  654  training  awards. 

5.  45  Sunday  schools  had  Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools  with  3,556 
pupils  in  attendance. 

6.  24  Churches  and  120  persons  participated  in  the  Daily  Vacation 
Bible  School  clinic  held  in  Smithfield. 

We  respectfully  make  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  our  Association  sponsor  two  new  Sunday  Schools  during  the 
coming  year. 

2.  That  as  many  of  our  churches  as  possible  participate  in  Preparation 
Week— September  21-28. 

3.  That  all  churches  participate  in  the  following: 

Our  next  Sunday  School  Rally  on  February  4. 
Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinic  April  8. 
Association  wide  Bible  Teaching  Clinic  in  Smithfield  during 
April  14-18.

In  speaking  to  his  report,  Bro.  Zedick  brought  out  the  fact  that 
we  know  too  little  about  each  other.  He  stated  that  we  give  too 
little  news  to  the  "Biblical  Recorder"  and  the  local  newspapers. 
He  told  us  that  information  provides  inspiration  and  promotes 
progress.    His  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  PUBLICITY  COMMITTEE 

This  is  the  first  report  of  the  committee  on  publicity  to  be  presented 
in  written  form  to  the  Association  in  annual  meeting.  The  committee 
itself  is  a  relatively  new  part  of  the  Association's  organization. 

The  purpose  of  the  committee  on  publicity  is: 

1.  To  encourage  local  churches  to  keep  their  own  members  in- 
formed concerning  all  important  church  matters. 

2.  To  strengthen  cooperation  among  the  churches  of  the  Association 
by  making  available  information  of  mutual  interest  and  concern. 

3.  To  assist  fellow  churches  by  sharing  ideas  and  know-how 
regarding  common  interests  and  problems. 

4.  To  inform  the  public  of  the  work  of  Johnston  Association  and 
its  churches. 

During  the  past  year  a  three-fold  program  has  been  placed  into 
operation  by  the  publicity  committee.  First,  through  the  office  of  the 
missionary  a  monthly  Associational  bulletin  is  sent  to  leaders  of  the 
Association.     Second,  a  monthly  program  of  local  church  publicity 
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containing  matters  of  special  interest  to  the  reading  public  has  been 
inaugurated.  Daily  and  weekly  newspapers  plus  the  Biblical  Recorder 
receive  and  print  these  stories.  Third,  general  information  of  Asso- 
ciational  meetings  and  activities  are  sent  to  the  radio  and  press  by 
the  committee  on  publicity. 

Newspaper  editors  in  the  area  of  our  Association  regularly  ask  for 
church  news  of  Baptists  in  Johnston  Association.  The  publicity  com- 
mittee stands  ready  to  assist  churches  in  using  available  public  channels 
for  extending  the  church's  and  the  Association's  work.

Bro.  Dale  Davis,  pastor  of  the  Watkin's  Chapel  Church,  wel- 
comed the  association  to  his  church  and  made  several  announce- 
ments concerning  accommodations.  He  stated  that  the  other  nine 
churches  in  the  association  were  hosts  to  the  association  with  Wat- 
kin's  Chapel  Church. 

Bro.  Davis  reported  that  120  messengers  and  135  visitors  had 
registered. 

The  moderator  recognized  new  pastors  in  the  association. 
There  were  three:  Bro.  Fred  McClure,  pastor  of  Cedar  Grove;  Bro. 
Earl  Crumpler,  pastor  of  Kenly;  and  Bro.  Lowell  Shaw,  pastor  of 
Wilson's  Mills.  Bro.  Tom  Freeman,  a  former  pastor  in  the  asso- 
ciation, was  recognized  and  welcomed  also. 

The  Digest  of  Church  Letters  was  read  by  the  clerk  and  copies 
were  distributed  to  the  messengers  and  visitors. 

After  the  Digest  of  Letters,  the  moderator  asked  the  body  to 
stand  and  sing  the  hymn  "Glory  to  His  Name."  The  hymn  was 
directed  by  Bro.  Mayo. 

After  the  singing  of  the  hymn  Mrs.  Lucille  Oliver  of  Pine 
Level  brought  the  Report  on  Christian  Education.  Mrs.  Oliver 
stated  that  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  doing  much  to  guide  our 
youth  toward  Christian  ideals  and  principles  through  our  seven 
Baptist  colleges. 

Dr.  Carlisle  Campbell  president  of  Meridith  College,  spoke 
to  the  report.  He  emphasized  the  fact  that  too  few  of  our  college 
students  are  studying  for  full-time  work  in  Christian  vocations. 
He  further  stated  that  education  ought  to  be  Christian  education 
no  matter  what  profession  the  student  planned  to  enter. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  power  of  education  in  forming  character  and  opinion  is  very 
great  and  is  very  generally  recognized.    Baptists  of  North  Carolina, 
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being  among  the  group  who  acknowledge  the  importance  of  education 
in  the  world  of  our  day,  readily  recognize  the  importance  of  their  task 
of  providing  Christian  Education  for  our  youth. — A  great  nostalgia  for 
God  is  sweeping  the  colleges  of  America  along  with  recognition  and 
realization  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  merely  factual.  We  are  told  that 
the  welfare  of  America  itself  as  well  as  the  position  which  it  maintains 
in  the  world  today  will  be  threatened  "unless  the  soul  catches  up  with 
the  brain."  It  is  impossible  to  stress  to  too  great  a  degree  the  importance 
of  placing  emphasis  upon  Christian  principles,  the  elevation  of  Christian 
ideals  and  the  exercise  of  Christian  approaches  to  all  the  situations 
with  which  life  confronts  our  youth. 

Recently  it  was  my  privilege  to  enjoy  a  sermon  by  an  eminent 
preacher  and  outstanding  personality  for  Christ.  He  used  for  the 
subject  of  his  forceful  sermon  "This  Is  America's  Hour."  The  world 
knows  our  background  and  looks  to  us  for  Christian  leadership.  Even 
though  many  may  contend  that  America  has  never  been  thoroughly 
Christian — yet  they  will  say  "God  has  been  there;  we  have  seen  His 
footprints  on  the  pages  of  your  history."  This  minister  reminds  us  that 
the  world  "will  not  excuse  our  religious  inadequacy;  that  it  will  permit 
us  no  feeling  of  irresponsibility,  and  it  will  grant  us  no  satisfaction  in 
or  excuse  for  spiritual  inferiority."  America  then,  needs  a  rebirth  of 
the  spirit  if  she  is  to  maintain  her  world  leadership.  Where  look 
for  that  rebirth  than  to  the  youth  of  our  great  land?  If  the  responsibi- 
lity of  righting  the  wrong  of  this  age  and  coping  with  the  multitude  of 
problems  which  are  on  every  side  is  to  be  the  responsibility  of  our  youth, 
then  it  is  the  definite  responsibility  of  Christians  to  give  them  the 
benefit  of  every  bit  of  Christian  training  possible  to  help  fortify  them  to 
deal  with  this  grave  task. 

Horace  Mann,  over  a  hundred  years  ago,  in  the  state  of  Massachu- 
setts claimed  that  if  we  would  send  people  to  school  we  would  cut 
down  crime  nine  tenths.  America  tried  this,  and  greatly  increased 
educational  facilities  since  that  time-but  crime  has  increased  800 
per  cent.  It  is  quite  evident  that  naked  intellect  is  not  enough  to  see 
us  through.  It  is  no  longer  simply  a  matter  of  what  our  young  people 
know,  but  more  important  still,  of  how  they  feel  and  how  they  are 
prepared  to  cope  with  life's  problems  and  temptations. 

What  have  we  as  N.  C.  Baptists  done  to  gird  our  youth  with  the 
armor  of  Christian  principles  and  ideals?  We  maintain  seven  colleges 
for  the  benefit  of  our  youths  seeking  to  continue  their  higher  education 
in  a  Christian  atmosphere.  These  are  Meredith,  Mars  Hill,  Wake 
Forest,  Gardner-Webb,  Wingate,  Campbell  and  Chowan.  These  schools 
are  located  in  different  sections  of  the  state  thereby  affording  opportuni- 
ties for  higher  education  to  Baptist  boys  and  girls  throughout  N.  C. 
In  view  of  all  that  we  have  pointed  out  concerning  the  spiritual  needs 
of  our  generation,  and  always  keeping  in  mind  the  "teaching  them  all 
things"  that  is  a  part  of  the  Great  Commission,  it  is  imperative  that 
we  lend  our  support  to  these  bulwarks  of  Christianity  and  steadily 
seek  to  advance  and  expand  their  facilities  to  meet  the  ever  growing 
needs,  in  physical  plants  as  well  as  spiritual  inspiration. 

Baptists  of  the  Johnston  Association  let  us  continue  to  take  our

place  with  other  N.  C.  Baptists  in  the  support  of  these  Christian  Col- 
leges in  a  way  that  will  be  pleasing  in  the  sight  of  God,  answering 
each  call  with  an  undying  gratitude  for  the  privilege  of  assisting  in 
this  most  worthy  and  important  phase  of  work.

Dr.  Oscar  Creech,  of  Chowan  College,  and  Dr.  R.  L.  Holt,  of 
Mars  Hill  College  were  recognized  and  welcomed  to  our  annual 
meeting. 

Following  the  Report  of  Christian  Education  the  moderator, 
Bro.  P.  E.  Jones,  asked  Bro.  Eph  Whisenhunt  to  moderate  for 
awhile. 

Bro.  Glenn  Holt  was  asked  to  come  forward  and  give  the 
Report  on  Evangelism.  Bro.  Paul  Nix,  Associational  Missionary, 
spoke  to  the  report.  He  recommended  that  every  church  have  a 
Soul-winning  Commitment  Sunday.  Sunday,  January  5,  1958  was 
suggested.    The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

George  Sweazey  says,  Evangelism  is  every  possible  way  of  reaching 
outside  the  Church  to  bring  people  to  faith  in  Christ  and  membership 
in  His  Church."  The  Madras  Foreign  Missions  Council,  in  carrying 
the  definition  further  says,  "Evangelism  is  so  to  present  Jesus  Christ 
to  the  world  in  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  that  men  shall  come  to 
put  their  trust  in  God  through  Him,  accept  Him  as  their  Savior  and 
serve  Him  as  their  Lord  in  the  fellowship  of  His  Church." 

Our  churches  today  are  falling  short  if  we  miss  this  central  em- 
phasis on  evangelism.  Evangelism  is  not  something  that  is  separate 
and  apart  from  the  organized  program  of  a  church.  Evangelism  should 
be  an  intergrated  part  of  the  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Brother- 
hood, and  W.M.U.  organizations.  An  effective  evangelistic  program 
is  dependent  on  every  organization  and  person  in  the  church.  When  the 
leadership  is  unconcerned  about  this  primary  work  of  evangelism  the 
church  suffers.  Educational  work,  visitation,  and  dynamic  evangelistic 
preaching  the  year  round  go  together  in  creating  an  effective  perennial 
program  of  evangelism. 

Last  year  in  Johnston  Association  we  had  a  total  of  506  additions 
by  baptism.  The  total  membership  of  these  churches  is  12,302.  This 
shows  an  average  of  25  church  members  for  each  baptism.  Five 
churches  in  our  association  reported  no  baptisms  for  the  entire  year. 

Our  Convention  has  approved  the  setting  aside  of  the  spring  of 
1959  as  a  time  of  Simultaneous  Revival  Effort.  If  we  are  to  reap  the 
benefits  of  a  united  Simultaneous  effort,  adequate  preparation  must  be 
made  during  the  coming  year. 

In  cooperation  with  our  state  and  South  wide  leaders,  and  with  the 
approval  of  our  association  Pastor's  Conference  we  recommend  that 
the  Dec.  31  Watchnight  Service  be  set  aside  as  a  period  of  prayer  in 
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preparation  for  our  Simultaneous  Evangelistic  effort  in  1959.  We 
further  recommend  that  January  5  be  designated  as  Soul  winning 
committment  Sunday  and  an  Associational  Evangelistic  Clinic  be  held 
on  February  24  under  the  direction  of  our  State  Secretary  of  Evange- 
lism, Julian  Hopkins. 

Of  course  just  having  a  Simultaneous  Revival  Meeting  in  our  asso- 
ciation is  not  the  sole  answer  to  a  more  effective  evangelistic  work. 
Only  when  our  churches  have  a  zealous  compassion  for  the  lost  and  a 
dedication  of  life  will  we  experience  a  fruitful  program  of  evangelism.

Willard  Baxter,  pastor  of  Bethesda,  to  return  thanks  for  the  food 
and  to  pronounce  the  benediction. 

WATKIN'S  CHAPEL 
Afternoon  Session 

The  moderator  opened  the  afternoon  session  with  the  singing 
of  the  hymn,  "Come  Thou  Fount"  led  by  Bro.  Larry  Mayo. 

The  moderator  recognized  Mrs.  Johnson,  a  member  who 
faithfully  attends  the  annual  meetings.  Mrs.  Johnson  is  confined 
to  a  wheel  chair,  but  has  been  present  each  year  for  many  years. 

The  Report  of  the  Training  Union  was  made  by  Bro.  Elvin 
Johnson.  After  the  reading  of  his  report  he  asked  Miss  Camelia 
Batten,  of  Carter's  Chapel  Church,  to  speak  to  the  report.  The 
report  was  adopted. 

TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

Twenty  seven  of  our  48  churches  and  one  of  our  missions  have 
Training  Unions,  with  an  enrollment  of  1884,  and  an  average  attendance 
of  1212. 

The  records  show  22  churches  earning  674  awards.  The  churches  are 
as  follows:  Bailey  2,  Benson  15,  Bethany  67,  Bethesda  1,  Blackmon's 
Grove  54,  Carter's  Chapel  101,  Clayton  80,  Four  Oaks  73,  Hood's  Grove 
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2,  Middlesex  11,  Mt.  Moriah  65,  New  Bethel  3,  Newton  Grove  2,  Nobles 
Chapel  46,  Pisgah  2,  Pleasant  Grove  34,  Princeton  3,  Selma  1,  Shiloh  41, 
Smithfield  14,  Thanksgiving  83,  and  White  Oak  34. 

Outstanding  events  of  the  year  were  "M"  Night,  at  Princeton, 
December  3,  with  433  attending  from  23  churches.  There  were  11 
churches  represented  at  our  Associational  Tournaments  held  at  Clay- 
ton, April  22.  There  were  seven  Junior  Memory  Work  winners.  They 
are  as  follows:  Aubrey  King,  Four  Oaks;  Al  Jones,  Charles  Clemmons, 
Mickey  Phelps;  Frankie  Gay,  Bettie  Gay,  and  Dianne  Gay  of  Mt.  Moriah. 
We  extend  our  congratulations  to  Charles  Clemmons  of  Mt.  Moriah 
and  to  Aubrey  King  of  Four  Oaks  for  being  state  winners  for  four 
years.  We  congratulate  our  other  Associational  winners,  Billie  Ann 
Johnson  of  Pisgah,  Sword  Drill,  Dan  Brown,  Selma,  Better  Speakers 
Tournament,  and  Mrs.  Grover  Creech  of  Selma,  Adult  Bible  Reading. 
Our  Leadership  School  held  at  Smithfield  the  week  of  February  11 
proved  most  helpful  to  our  departmental  leaders  through-out  the 
Association.  Six  of  our  churches  were  represented  at  our  Training  Union 
Assemblies  according  to  the  record  of  our  State  Training  Union  Secre- 
tary.

The  moderator  called  for  the  Report  on  Benevolences  which 
was  given  by  Bro.  Larry  Mayo.    He  first  gave  the  Report  on  Relief 
and  Annuity.    He  urged  all  churches  whose  pastors  were  not 
participating  in  the  protection  afforded  by  the  Annuity  Board 
to  appoint  a  committee  to  investigate  the  matter  and  report  to 
the  church.    After  speaking  to  his  report  it  was  adopted. 

RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  REPORT 

After  thirty-nine  years  the  work  of  the  Rslief  and  Annuity  Board 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  continues  to  grow.  More  than 
16,000  pastors  and  denominational  workers  are  actually  enrolled  in  one 
of  the  Retirement  Plans — an  increase  in  1956  alone  of  1,885. 

A  total  of  nearly  $2,000,000  was  paid  in  benefits  to  all  recipients 
last  year.  There  were  3,174  retired  ministers  who  received  $1,626,211.- 
59.  The  remaining  $320,443.24  went  to  1,474  aged  preachers  and  widows 
as  grants  in  direct  relief. 

The  long  range  answer  to  the  problems  in  this  field  is  being  met  by 
direct  promotion  and  enlistment.  Too  few  of  our  workers  are  availing 
themselves  of  the  wonderful  provision  for  retirement,  disability,  and 
death  provided  in  the  Retirement  Plans. 

As  of  July  31,  in  North  Carolina  we  have  311  active  participants 
in  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan — for  a  gain  during  the  year  of 
179  members.  The  North  Carolina  Ministers  Retirement  Plan  which 
was  closed  to  new  members  in  January  1,  1956,  now  has  600  active 
members  as  compared  to  737  at  this  time  last  year.  This  decrease  is 
due  to  the  transfer  of  msny  of  the  men  in  the  MRP  who  would  be

advantaged  by  going  into  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan.  Also, 
we  have  had  about  25  members  to  reach  retirement  age  and  annuities 
have  been  set  up  for  these.  About  10  members  have  died  during  the 
year  and  their  widows  are  now  drawing  benefits. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  pastor,  church,  and  Convention  co- 
operate in  the  Retirement  Plan — each  paying  one-third  of  the  cost 
it  is  difficult  to  understand  a  pastor  or  a  church  not  availing  them- 
selves of  the  security  provided.  We  look  forward  to  continued  growth 
in  this  program. 

O.  J.  Hagler  is  Secretary  for  Retirement  Plans  for  North  Carolina 
and  is  at  the  service  of  the  pastors  and  the  churches.

Bro.  Mayo  continued  with  the  Report  on  Baptist  Children's 
Homes.  After  the  report  was  read  Bro.  Morris  Grant  spoke  to 
the  report.  Bro.  Grant  stated  that  only  one-  fifth  of  the  children 
for  whom  application  was  made  could  be  admitted  to  the  homes.  He 
also  stated  that  a  children's  home  being  operated  in  the  western 
part  of  the  state  had  been  offered  to  the  Baptists  if  we  could  take 
it  over.  Bro.  Grant  reminded  us  that  the  additional  facilities  were 
urgently  needed.   This  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  N.  C.  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES 

The  year  1956  was  another  busy  one  at  the  Baptist  Children's 
Homes.  They  were  able  to  admit  to  their  care  only  one  fifth  of  the 
children  for  whom  application  was  made.  There  were  a  total  of  813 
applications.  Of  this  number  only  169  children  could  be  admitted  to 
some  phase  of  the  program. 

Careful  research  by  the  Social  Service  Department,  in  cooperation 
with  the  Pastors  who  had  signed  the  applications,  made  it  possible 
to  place  many  of  these  644  children  with  relatives  or  other  Agencies 
where  their  needs  are  being  met.  Many  others  could  not  be  placed 
and  are  still  waiting  for  someone  to  come  to  their  rescue.  Our  pastors 
have  been  most  tolerant  and  cooperative  in  trying  to  reach  the  weighty 
decisions  as  to  which  children  were  in  greatest  need  and  should  be  ad- 
mitted to  fill  the  few  vacancies. 

A  pressing  need  is  found  in  the  Indian  Orphanage  at  Pembroke. 
This  Home,  which  cares  for  fifteen  to  twenty  children,  is  located  in 
Robeson  County  in  the  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Association.  Since  this 
Home  has  not  been  and  probably  cannot  be  adequately  supported  by 
the  local  Association,  considerable  sentiment  has  developed  among 
North  Carolina  Baptists  for  admitting  it  as  a  part  of  the  Baptist  Chil- 
dren's Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.  In  view  of  this  sentiment  and 
the  pressing  need,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes 
at  their  regular  meeting  in  May,  1957,  voted  unanimously  to  recommend 
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to  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  at  its  annual  meeting  in  Novembar,  that 
the  Pembroke  Orphanage  be  made  a  part  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Child  Care  Program.  If  the  Convention  approves  this  action,  it  will 
necessitate  the  erection  of  one  Cottage  at  Pembroke  at  a  cost  of  about 
$50,000.00,  and  an  additional  operating  budget  of  about  $20,000.00  per 
year. 

The  only  possible  way  now  for  your  Children's  Homes  to  get  more 
money  to  meet  these  challenging  needs  is  through  an  increased 
Thanksgiving  Offering  in  November.  If  every  Church  will  increase  its 
Thanksgiving  Offering  ten  per  cent  this  will  give  us  the  $20,000.00 
to  support  the  children  at  Pembroke.  As  our  people  go  beyond  this 
amount  in  their  giving,  our  Baptist  Children's  Homes  will  expand  the 
Foster  Home  Program  and  care  for  some  of  the  644  Children  who  had 
to  be  turned  away  last  year. 

In  our  association  churches  gave  to  our  Children's  Homes  this 
year  a  total  amount  of  $5,971,  compared  with  a  total  of  $6,308.38  last 
year.

Colvin,  Chaplain  at  the  Baptist  Hospital,  to  speak  to  the  report. 
He  gave  a  most  interesting  report  of  the  operation  of  the  hospital. 
He  further  reviewed  his  personal  activities  as  a  member  of  the 
hospital  staff  and  gave  illustrations  of  services  performed  for 
patients.   The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  THE  N.  C.  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  is  dedicated  to  the  service 
of  those  in  need  of  medical  care,  the  education  of  young  people  in 
various  branches  of  medical  service,  and  the  bearing  of  a  Christian 
witness  throughout  North  Carolina  and  the  world. 

Once  more  it  has  set  a  new  record  in  its  ministry  to  sick  people. 
Last  year  it  provided  123,000  days  of  bed  care  for  15,784  patients.  There 
were  61,000  visits  to  the  out-patient  clinics  and  60,000  visits  to  the 
private  clinics.  Service  patients  came  from  92  of  the  100  counties  of 
our  State.  This  represents  specialized  medical  care  in  twenty-five 
different  fields  of  medicine  and  surgery.  It  represents  the  services  of 
skilled  medical  specialists  and  special  equipment  in  each  of  these  fields. 
It  represents  a  medical  staff  and  equipment  which,  because  of  the 
many  skills  and  the  large  investment  involved,  cannot  be  provided 
except  in  such  a  medical  center.  It  provides  medical  service  of  the 
highest  order  for  our  people  in  North  Carolina,  whatever  their  financial 
circumstances  may  be. 

The  new  Cobalt  machine  is  in  full  operation,  providing  treatment 
for  about  35  cancer  patients  each  day.  Our  very  fine  plastic  surgeon  is 
doing  highly  skilled  work,  and  our  heart  surgeon  has  performed  suc- 
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cessfully  some  of  the  newest  and  most  difficult  heart  operations  known. 
These  services  are  typical  of  those  offered  by  our  Baptist  Hospital. 

If  a  person  wishes  to  go  to  the  Baptist  Hospital  for  treatment,  it 
is  necessary  that  an  appointment  be  made  in  advance.  When  an 
appointment  is  requested,  accurate  information  must  be  given  as  to  the 
general  nature  of  the  patient's  problem  and  whether  he  needs  to  go 
through  the  out-patient  clinic,  rather  than  as  a  private  or  full-pay 
patient.  The  out-patient  department  is  open  to  persons  who  are  not 
able  to  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  medical  care.  In  cases  of  emergency, 
or  the  need  for  immediate  hospitalization,  a  local  physician  should  al- 
ways call  or  write  the  hospital  in  order  that  he  may  give  the  medical 
information  required  before  the  proper  arrangements  can  be  made. 
If  a  person  will  not  be  able  to  pay  his  full  hospital  bill  when  he  leaves 
the  hospital,  definite  financial  arrangements  should  be  made  when 
he  is  admitted  to  the  hospital  and  not  left  until  later.  This  can  prevent 
misunderstanding  and  unnecessary  hardship. 

It  appears  now  that  our  churches  of  the  State  have  made  their 
largest  Mother's  Day  offering  this  year.  We  are  grateful  for  this  because 
the  needs  for  help  have  been  greater  than  they  have  ever  been  before. 

In  our  association  36  out  of  the  48  churches  made  some  contribution. 
Our  total  gifts  are  far  short  of  the  amount  contributed  last  year.  Our 
total  contributions  total  $3,480.00,  compared  to  $3;923.C0  last  year. 
Let  us  share  in  the  ministry  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  by  giving  generously 
of  our  prayers,  our  love,  and  our  money.

The  Report  on  the  Homes  for  the  Aged  was  presented  by  Bro. 
Hayes,  manager  of  the  Homes,  to  speak  to  the  report.  He  gave  a 
most  interesting  report  on  the  progress  of  the  homes  and  the 
activities  of  their  occupants.   The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  HOMES  FOR  AGING 

This,  the  seventh  year  of  operation  of  the  Baptist  Homes  for  the 
Aging,  has  been  the  greatest  year  of  expansion,  thanks  to  our  Lord 
for  His  continued  favor,  and  the  North  Carolina  Baptists  for  their 
increased  support. 

The  new  Administration  and  Residential  Building  was  opened 
June  13.  All  rooms  are  now  occupied,  except  four  in  the  infirmary, 
which  are  reserved  for  residents  who  will  need  them. 

The  new  building  increased  facilities  to  112  residents,  counting 
residents  at  Resthaven  and  the  Albemarle  Home.  It  also  added  half 
a  million  dollars  to  the  value  of  the  assets  of  the  Homes  for  the  Aging. 

Another  forward  step  was  taken  in  July  when  the  General  Board 
voted  unanimously  to  accept  the  offer  of  Don  G.  Matthews,  Sr.,  Hamil- 
ton, N.  C.  to  give  $50,000  and  land  on  which  to  build  a  Home  for  the 
Aging  in  eastern  Carolina.  This  fourth  Home  will  probably  add  space 
for  approximately  forty  additional  residents,  thus  bringing  the  total 
capacity  of  all  the  Homes  to  150  residents. 
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Two  Wills  have  been  probated  in  Forsyth  County  in  which  the 
Homes  were  remembered  with  sizeable  gifts  when  received.  Word  has 
come  of  other  Wills  in  which  the  Homes  will  share. 

A  total  of  about  eighty-five  thousand  ($85,000)  dollars  has  been 
received  from  the  February  Special  Day  Offering.  This  represents  an 
average  gift  of  ten  (10c)  cents  per  Baptist — 850,000  in  number. 

The  challenge  facing  the  Homes  for  the  Aging  at  present  is  to 
finish  paying  for  the  new  building,  although  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
authorized  that  the  Homes  might  borrow  up  to  one  hundred,  seventy- 
five  thousand  ($175,000)  dollars  to  finish  paying  for  the  construction  and 
equipping  the  new  building  on  Reynolds  Park  Road.  Actually,  it  was 
not  necessary  to  borrow  but  one  hundred  thousand  ($100,000)  dollars. 
Surely,  with  all  North  Carolina  Baptists  responding  with  a  generous 
Special  Day  Offering  on  the  third  Sunday  of  February,  1958,  and  with 
continued  gifts  coming  in  from  other  sources  as  they  have  been  in  the 
past,  this  balance  of  one  hundred  thousand  ($100,000)  dollars,  should 
be  paid  within  the  year.  Accordingly,  if  every  pastor  and  superintendent 
of  the  Sunday  School  will  urge  the  members  of  each  church  to  respond 
to  this  worthy  cause,  the  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  would  be  free 
of  debt  by  the  end  of  the  year,  1958. 

The  residents,  and  all  connected  with  the  Homes  for  the  Aging,  are 
deeply  grateful  for  the  support  received  in  the  past,  and  join  with  the 
Baptists  of  our  state  in  thanking  God  for  His  favor  and  blessings  year 
by  year. 

The  state  of  health  of  the  residents  has  been  remarkably  good,  con- 
sidering their  ages  65  to  97  years.

After  the  adoption  of  the  preceeding  report,  the  moderator 
asked  Bro.  Horace  Ricks,  of  the  Princeton  Church,  to  preside  over 
the  session. 

The  acting-moderator  then  asked  the  congregation  to  stand 
and  be  led  by  Bro.  Mayo  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "Amazing 
Grace." 

The  chair  recognized  Bro.  Wayland  Jones,  Historian  of  the 
association,  to  read  the  history  of  the  Watkin's  Chapel  Church.  He 
gave  credit  and  expressed  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Coy  Duncan  for 
assembling  the  data  for  the  history  of  the  church  from  which  the 
report  was  prepared.    His  report  was  adopted. 

HISTORY  OF  THE  WATKIN'S  CHAPEL  CHURCH 

Watkins  Chapel  Baptist  Church  was  organized  on  April  20,  1924, 
with  nine  members.  Joe  Hocutt  served  as  moderator.  The  Pastor  was 
W.  D.  Stancil.  The  acting  clerk  was  W.  O.  Hocutt.  The  charter  mem- 
bers were:  Curtis  Hinton,  J.  H.  Hales,  Lester  Hales,  S.  M.  Bunn,  Mary 
Hales,  Alice  Hinton,  Nancy  Hales,  Nancy  Hinton,  and  Annie  Hinton. 

The  following  were  elected  as  deacons:  J.  H.  Hales,  Curtis  Hinton

and  S.  M.  Bunn.    Lester  Hales  was  elected  as  clerk. 

At  this  meeting,  it  was  decided  to  call  the  church  "Watkins  Chapel/' 
just  as  it  had  been  called  when  it  was  a  Methodist  Church. 

A  revival  was  held  the  first  year,  and  twelve  members  were  added 
to  the  roll.  Several  other  members  were  added  during  that  first  year. 
From  this  small  beginning,  the  church  started  growing  slowly. 

On  March  4,  1933,  almost  ten  years  after  its  organization,  the  church 
was  presented  its  deed  to  the  building  and  grounds  by  Brack  Hocutt. 
W.  D.  Stancil  was  still  pastor. 

In  June  of  1938  a  Woman's  Missionary  Society  was  organized. 

In  October  of  1940  the  church  voted  to  have  and  did  have  its 
first  Harvest  Day  Sale.  Again  on  October  31,  1941,  the  church  held 
another  Harvest  Day. 

The  minutes  for  September,  1944,  show  that  a  collection  was 
taken  and  sent  to  the  orphanage.  This  is  the  first  reference  to  any  effort 
to  be  a  part  of  Christian  work  outside  of  the  local  church. 

In  October  of  1945,  the  church  voted  to  send  $10.00  to  the  Co- 
operative Program.  During  this  month,  E.  W.  Freeman  was  called 
to  serve  the  church  as  pastor.    In  1945  a  Training  Union  was  organized. 

Rev.  Tom  Freeman  served  the  church  as  pastor  during  the  years 
1946  and  1947.    During  this  time,  classrooms  were  added  to  the  church. 

In  1947,  the  first  Vacation  Bible  School  was  held.  Also,  during  this 
year  the  church  sent  $24.00  as  its  first  gift  toward  Associational  Missions. 
In  the  Fall  of  1947,  J.  N.  Stancil  was  called  as  pastor  of  the  church. 

In  1950,  pews  were  purchased  for  the  church;  also  a  communion 
table. 

In  June  of  1951  the  church  called  E.  Dale  Davis  as  pastor. 

In  January  cf  1952  a  building  program  was  begun.  Waylon  Hinton, 
Roy  Driver  and  Avon  Creech  were  chosen  as  a  building  committee. 
In  November  of  this  year  it  was  decided  to  move  the  church  back  from 
the  highway  and  begin  remodeling  it. 

For  several  years,  the  church  had  Harvest  Day  to  raise  additional 
money  for  the  church  expenses,  but  in  1952  it  was  decided  to  have  a 
Homecoming  Day.  It  was  held  the  first  Sunday  in  December.  This 
has  proved  to  be  very  successful  and  is  now  held  on  the  first  Sundaj^ 
in  November  of  each  year. 

In  February  of  1953  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Dale  Davis  became  members  of 
this  church.  During  this  year,  construction  began  on  the  remodeling 
of  the  auditorium  of  the  church.  It  was  through  the  efforts  of  many 
members  that  several  Bar-be-cue  suppers  were  held  to  raise  money  for 
the  Building  Fund.  Donations  of  money,  lumber  and  labor  were  given 
by  many  members  of  the  church. 

In  April  of  1954  pulpit  furniture  was  given  by  Mr.  Worth  Hinton 
of  Zebulon.  Upon  completion  of  the  remodeling  of  the  church  audi- 
torium, a  gas  heating  system  was  installed  in  1954.  In  this  same  year, 
the  church  membership  voted  to  have  services  every  first  and  third 
Sunday  mornings. 

It  was  during  the  early  part  of  1956  that  another  building  com- 
mittee was  elected.  Those  serving  on  this  committee  were  R.  H.  Hales, 
A.  O.  Creech,  Roy  Driver,  W.  P.  Narron,  Worth  Creech  and  Waylon 
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Hinton,  with  Waylon  Hinton  serving  as  treasurer  of  the  Building  Fund. 
During  this  same  year,  a  steeple  was  added  to  the  church  and  the 
church  was  brick-veneered.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Raymond  Glover  donated 
an  organ  to  the  church  this  year. 

In  1957  the  church  has  added  a  new  set  of  steps  at  the  front  and 
is  in  the  process  of  installing  bathrooms. 

During  the  33  years  of  service  rendered  by  this  church,  it  has 
grown  both  spiritually  and  materially.  From  the  nine  charter  members 
it  started  with,  it  has  grown  to  a  mambership  of  164  with  111  resident 
members.  The  church  is  still  in  a  building  program  and,  with  the 
prayers  and  efforts  of  the  members  and  with  God's  blessings,  they  hope 
soon  to  have  a  debt  free  building  in  which  to  worship.

The  Moderator,  Bro.  Larry  Mayo,  appointed  several  com- 
mittees.

Mrs.  Joe  R.  Overby  was  recognized  by  the  Moderator  and 
she  proceeded  to  suggest  a  plan  whereby  the  various  organizations 
in  the  Association  would  be  assigned  meeting  places  for  their 
annual  meetings.  After  her  suggestion  the  motion  was  made  and 
passed  that  the  moderator  be  given  the  authority  to  appoint  the 
Committee  on  Meeting  Places.  The  purpose  of  this  committee  will 
be  to  bring  a  suggested  plan  for  systematic  selection  of  meeting 
placed  for  the  various  organizations  and  the  Annual  Associational 
Meeting. 

Bro.  Frank  Zedick  presented  the  proposed  change  of  the  Con- 
stitution as  recommended  by  the  Executive  Committee.  The  sug- 
gested change  read  as  follows: 

A  committee  composed  of  Rev.  Horace  W.  Ricks,  Rev.  Paul  Nix, 
and  E.  S.  Simpson  submitted  the  following  suggested  change  in  the 
Constitution  of  the  Johnston  Association  to  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Association  on  Tuesday,  October  2,  1957. 

The  committee  proposes  that  Article  IX — Executive  Committee  be 
revised  and  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Article  IX.   Executive  Committee 
The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Committee  which  shall  have 
authority  between  regular  sessions  of  the  Association  to  act  for  the 
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body  in  necessary  matters,  executing  the  plans  and  work  of  the  Asso- 
ciation in  whatever  manner  may  seem  advisable,  a  full  report  of  its 
work  being  presented  annually  with  such  recommendations  as  may 
seem  wise. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastor  and  one 
lay  member  from  each  church  in  addition  to  any  ex-officio  members 
from  the  church.  The  laymember  shall  be  elected  by  the  individual 
church  anually  and  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year  from  November  1 
to  October  31.

In  addition 
to  the  Moderator,  the  following  persons  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of 
the  Committee:  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Publi- 
city Director,  and  Historian  of  the  Association;  also,  the  Associational 
heads  of  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  and 
Brotherhood,  and  the  persons  who  are  to  make  reports  to  the  Asso- 
ciation the  following  year  on  Evangelism,  Christian  Education,  Christian 
Literature,  American  Bible  Society,  Temperance  and  Public  Morals, 
Cooperative  Program,  Benevolences  (which  shall  include  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Children's  Home,  Home  for  the  Aging,  Relief  and 
Annuity  Board),  Music  Director,  and  Associational  Missionary.  All 
ex-officio  members  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  on  all  matters.  Fifteen 
(15)  members  present  at  an  Executive  Committee  meeting  sh'all  con- 
stitute a  quorum.

The  Reverend  Charles  Spurgeon  Creech,  named  for  the  famous 
evangelist,  Charles  Haddon  Spurgeon,  was  born  October  14,  1891,  to 
Allie  Broadwell  Creech  and  Kirkm  Creech.  He  was  born  in  John- 
ston County  in  O'Neal's  Township,  now  called  Beulah  Township. 

Brother  Creech  was  reared  in  a  godly  home.  His  parents  exercised 
strict  Christian  discipline.  His  grandfather,  Worley  Creech,  also 
a  preacher,  had  been  a  staunch  advocate  of  high  Christian  standards 
that  were  perpetuated  thlroufgh  Spurgeon  Creech's  father  Kirkm 
Creech,  and  were  taught  to  young  Spurgeon. 

Brother  Creech  attended  Price  School,  a  (private  institution  in 
Johnston  County.  There  he  studied  under  the  well-known  H.  V. 
Rose.  Later  he  attended  Leaf  High  School  in  Wake  County.  In  1913, 
he  attended  King's  Business  College  in  Raleigh. 

After  his  school  days,  he  worked  as  a  Bookkeeper,  Preacher  and 
Farmer.  Following  these  occupations  he  has  lived  in  Durham,  Raleigh, 
Micro,  Selma,  Spring  Hope  and  the  Bethany  Church  Community. 

He  was  married  to  Lema  Atkinson  on  June  4,  1917.  She  died  three 
years  later — 1920.  Sometime  later  he  was  married  to  a  childhood 
sweetheart,  Jeneva  McCall. 

During  the  time  C.  S.  Creech  was  working  as  a  Bookkeeper  he 
experienced  much  dissatisfaction  of  soul.  He  could  not  get  away  from 
the  ever-recurring  impression  that  he  should  preach  the  Gospel  of 


Christ.  Feeling  that  he  could  no  longer  resist  the  leading  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  he  publicly  declared  his  heart  and  intentions  and  was  li- 
censed to  preach  by  Bethany  Church,  Johnston  Association.  As  a 
minister,  he  held  some  long  pastorates.  He  served  the  follow- 
ing churches,   all  in  Johnston  Association. 

Bethany — 19  years 

Carter's  Chapel — 4  years 

Baptist  Center — 1  year 

Hephzibah — 15  years 

Pinkney — 7  years 

Oliver's  Grove  (Twice) — 9  years 

Brother  Creech  retired  from  the  active  pastorate  due  to  ill  health 
and  he  and  Mrs.  Creech  live  on  a  farm  in  the  Bethany  Church  Com- 
munity. 

The  church  today  owes  much  to  its  older  ministers  who  have 
labored  hard  and  long.  Surely  they  have  laid  the  foundation  upon 
which  the  younger  ministers  are  now  building.  To  C.  S.  Creech  and 
co-laborers  of  his,  we  are  grateful,  and  to  him  we  of  the  Johnston 
Bapitist  Association  affectionately  dedicate  these  minutes  of  the  1958 
annual  meeting  of  the  association.

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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I.  NAME 
The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  Johnston  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation. 

ARTICLE  II.  OBJECTS 
The  object  and  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  counsel 
together  for  the  enlargement,  expansion  and  strengthening  of  the 
work  of  our  Lord;  to  promote  unity,  growth  and  fellowship  among 
the  member  churches;  and  to  further  the  spirit  of  cooperation  with 
and  in  Baptist  work  in  general  as  set  forth  by  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention. 

ARTICLE  III.  MEMBERSHIP 
The  membership  of  the  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors 
of  all  affiliated  churches  and  ordained  ministers  of  affiliating  churches 
who  are  not  active,  and  three  messengers  from  each  church  for  the 
first  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  additional 
messenger  from  each  church  for  each  additional  one  hundred  members 
or  major  fraction  thereof.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certified  in 
the  annual  letters  sent  by  the  churches  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association.  The  courtesies  of  the  floor  may  be  extended  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  body  to  representatives  of  our  denominational  interests, 
and  also  to  ministers  and  members  of  other  Christian  organizations. 

ARTICLE  IV.  NEW  CHURCHES 
The  Association  may  receive  other  Baptist  churches  into  its  fellow- 
ship on  receipt  of  letters  of  dismission  from  other  like  organizations. 
It  may  also  receive  newly  constituted  churches  whose  articles  of  faith 
harmonize  with  the  generally  accepted  Articles  of  Faith  among  South- 
ern Baptists.  Any  newly  organized  church  applying  for  admission  to 
the  fellowship  of  the  Association  shall  be  received  under  the  watch- 
care  of  the  Association  for  one  year,  after  which,  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee,  it  may  be  voted  into  full  fellowship 
of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V.  MEETINGS 
The  Association  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place  as  it 
may  decide  at  the  preceding  annual  meeting.  The  Executive  commit- 
tee, hereinafter  provided  for,  shall  have  the  authority  to  change 
the  place  and  time  of  meeting  in  the  event  a  sudden  emergency  shall 
make  such  change  advisable. 

ARTICLE  VI.  AUTHORITY 
The  Association  shall  be  clothed  with  authority  only  to  advise  the 
churches  touching  all  things  pertaining  to  their  interest,    but  shall  in 
no  case  control  or  direct  them  with  reference  to  their  own  government 
or  internal  policy. 

ARTICLE  VII.  ORGANIZATION 
The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  moderator,  whose

term  of  office  shall  be  limited  to  two  one  year  periods,  and  who  shall 
not  be  eligible  to  succeed  himself  after  such  two  year  period;  a  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Historian;  these  officers  shall  be 
elected  each  year  by  the  Association  at  its  annual  meeting  and  shall 
hold  office  for  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  The 
Moderator  shall  be  elected  at  the  Association  at  its  annual  meeting 
held  in  1955,  and  annually  thereafter;  the  Moderator  to  preside  over 
the  sessions  of  the  body,  the  Vice-Moderator  to  preside  in  his 
absence;  the  Clerk  to  record,  print  and  distribute  the  minutes  of  the 
body,  and  to  keep  on  file  these  and  all  other  important  papers;  the 
Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse  all  funds  of  the  Association  sub- 
ject to  its  order;  the  Auditor  to  examine  the  Treasurer's  books  at 
the  close  of  each  session  and  to  render  a  report  before  adjournment; 
the  Historian  to  report  to  the  Association  each  year  at  the  annual  ses- 
sion and  to  keep  an  accurate  history  of  the  work. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  COMMITTEES 
The  Moderator  shall   appoint  the  following  committees   at  the 
general  meeting  of  the  Association. 

(a)  To  nominate  the  officers  of  the  Association; 

(b)  On  Order  of  Business  and  to  prepare  associational  programs; 

(c)  On  Time,  Place  and  Preacher  for  the  next  session; 

(d)  On  Resolutions; 

(e)  On  Memorials; 

(f)  Such  other  Committees  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

ARTICLE  IX.  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 
The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Committee  which 
shall  have  authority  between  regular  sessions  of  the  Association  to 
act  for  the  body  in  necessary  matters,  executing  the  plans  and  work 
of  the  Association  in  whatever  manner  may  seem  advisable,  a  full 
report  of  its  work  being  presented  annually  with  such  recommenda- 
tions as  may  seem  wise. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastor  and 
one  lay  member  from  each  church  in  addition  to  any  ex-officio  mem- 
bers from  the  church.  The  lay  member  shall  be  elected  by  the  in- 
dividual church  annually  and  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year  from 
November  1  to  October  31.  The  Moderator  of  the  Association  shall  be  an 
ex-officio  member  of  the  committee,  and  shall  act  as  its  chairman.  In 
addition  to  the  Moderator,  the  following  persons  shall  be  ex-officio  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee:  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor, 
Publicity  Director,  and  Historian  of  the  Association;  also,  the  As- 
sociational heads  of  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  and  Brotherhood,  and  the  persons  who  are  to  make  re- 
ports to  the  Association  the  following  year  on  Evangelism.  Christian 
Education,  Christian  Literature,  American  Bible  Society,  Temperance 
and  Public  Morals,  Cooperative  Program,  Benevolences  (which  shall 
include  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes,  Hospital,  Home  for  the 
Aging,  Relief  and  Annuity  Board),  Music  Director,  and  Associational 
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Missionary.  All  ex-officio  members  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  on  all 
matters.  Fifteen  (15)  members  present  at  an  Executive  Committee 
meeting  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  X.    GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

(a)  This  Association  shall  not  have  power  to  annul  the  dis- 
cipline or  exercise  authority  over  any  church  connected  with  it  but 
may  advise  with  and  sever  its  connection  with  any  church  that  neg- 
lects to  preserve  Gospel  order. 

(b)  Each  church  shall  send  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Asso- 
ciation a  letter  (the  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Asso- 
ciation), carefully  filled  as  per  blank  suggestions,  stating  the  full 
work  of  the  church  for  the  year  ending  the  last  Sunday  in  September. 

(c)  The  Association  shall  foster  Associational  Missions,  State  Mis- 
sions, Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Education,  the 
Ministers'  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Or- 
phanage, Hospital,  Home  for  the  Aging,  and  the  American  Bible 
Society,  and  each  church  shall  be  encouraged  to  contribute  to  the 
support  of  these  objects  regularly  and  systematically. 

(d)  The  Proceedings  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be 
recorded  as  a  part  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  XI.  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 
There  shall  be  a  Missions  Committee.  It  shall  consist  of  the  heads 
of  the  departments:  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union 
Director,  W.  M.  U.  President,  and  Brotherhood  chairman.  Also  there 
shall  be  three  nominated  along  with  the  other  Associational  officers 
and  elected  annually  by  the  Association  to  serve  with  these  depart- 
ment heads.    Their  duties  shall  be  too: 

(1)  Plan  the  Associational  Calendar  of  Activities; 

(2)  Coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Association; 

(3)  Aid  in  the  promotion  of  the  missions  program 

The  chairman  shall  be  elected  from  among  themselves  by  the 
committee  at  its  first  session  following  their  annual  election. 

ARTICLE  XII.    ADOPTION  AND  REVISION 
This  Constitution  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its  adoption 
and  shall  supercede  any  and  all  Constitutions  previously  adopted. 

The  same  may  be  revised  at  any  annual  session  of  the  Associa- 
tion upon  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  and 
voting,  provided  the  proposed  revision  shall  have  been  presented 
in  writing  to  the  Executive  Committee  prior  to  the  annual  meeting 
for  information  only;  and  provided  that  the  proposed  revision  shall  be 
presented  at  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association, 
but  shall  not  be  voted  on  until  the  second  day  of  such  annual  meet- 
ing at  such  time  the  Moderator  may  designate  by  public  announce- 
ment. 

RULES  OF  ORDER 
1.    All  meetings  of  the  body  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 
devotional  services. 
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2.  Representatives  from  ten  churches  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

3.  Messengers  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches 
designating  them  as  such. 

4.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  shall  use  the  term  "brother,"  or  "sister,"  as  the  case  may 
be,  in  speaking  to  each  other  and  shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject 
more  than  twice  without  permission. 

5.  The  roll  of  members  shall  be  called  at  least  once,  and  absentees 
marked. 

6.  Corresponding  messengers  and  visiting  brethren  shall  be  invited 
to  seats  with  the  privilege  of  speaking,    but  not  voting. 

7.  A  copy  of  the  minutes  shall  be  sent  to  each  of  the  following: 
the  General  and  Statistical  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  the  State 
Mission  Board,  Librarian  of  Wake  Forest  College,  Librarian  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky.,  Secretary  of 
Survey  and  Statistics,  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn., 
Samuel  Colgate  Historical  Collection,  Colgate  University,  Hamilton, 
N.  Y.;  American  Baptist  Society,  Crozer  Seminary,  Chester,  Pa.;  South- 
western Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Fort  Worth,  Texas;  and  to 
Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Wake  Forest,  N.  C. 

8.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided 
by  Kerfoot's  Parliamentary  Law.

With  the  theme  "New  Life  for  You"  the  Fifty-Six  Annual 
Session  of  the  Johnston  Association  was  begun  by  the  use  of  the 
hymn  "O  Worship  the  King."  The  moderator,  Bro.  Larry  Mayo, 
called  on  Bro.  Lacy  Oliver  to  lead  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn 
A  welcome  and  several  announcements  were  made  by  the  pastor  of 
the  host  church,  Bro.  A.  D.  Parrish. 

The  devotional  was  conducted  by  Bro.  Parrish. 

The  moderator  recognized  Bro.  Troy  Jones  to  report  for  the 
Committee  on  Order  of  Business.  The  report  was  amended  as 
suggested  and  the  amended  report  was  adopted. 

The  visitors  were  recognized  and  welcomed  to  the  association. 

The  moderator  asked  Bro.  Nix  to  recognize  the  new  pastors. 
The  are  as  follows:  Bro.  Joe  Monte  Bishop,  Bailey;  Bro.  Fred 
King,  Baptist  Center;  Bro.  Dan  Silver,  Baptist  Tabernacle;  Bro. 
C.  L.  Corbett,  Jr.,  Calvary;  Bro.  Eugene  Deese,  Clayton;  Bro. 
Guy  Helms,  Hales'  Chapel;  Bro.  Bobby  Coats,  Micro;  Bro.  Leo 
Stanis,  Newton  Grove;  Bro.  H.  L.  Duke,  Pleasant  Grove  and 
Shiloh;  Bro.  Aubrey  McLellan,  Thanksgiving;  Bro.  James  Watkins, 
Faith  Mission;  and  Bro.  Leo  Stroup,  Johnston  Memorial  Mission. 

The  clerk  was  recognized  and  asked  to  read  the  Report  of 
the  Executive  Committee.    The  report  was  approved  as  read. 

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee 

Five  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Johnston  Bap- 
tist Association  were  held  this  associational  year.  In  addition  to  the 
four  regularly  scheduled  meetings,  there  was  one  called  session. 
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THE  FIRST  REGULAR  MEETING  was  held  January  2,  1958.  The 
lay  member  representatives  nominated  by  the  churches  were  elected 
to  serve  on  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Committee  changed  its 
policy  regarding  the  choosing  of  a  secretary.  Rather  than  elect  one  from 
its  membership,  it  was  decided  that  the  clerk  of  the  Association  should 
automatically  fill  that  (position.  The  Hocutt  Memorial  Church  was 
welcomed  into  the  fellowship  of  the  Association  and  its  representatives 
welcomed  to  the  Executive  Committee.  It  was  decided  that  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Executive  Committee  would  be  held  at  8:00  p.m.  in  order 
to  allow  the  Missions  Committee  to  meet  at  7:00  o'clock  before  each 
Executive  Committee  Meeting.  By  common  consent,  the  Executive 
Committee  asked  the  Missions  Committee  to  choose  a  date  for  the  Jan- 
uary meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  inasmuch  as  the  present 
date  conflicts  with  January  Bible  Study  Week. 

THE  SECOND  REGULAR  MEETING  was  held  April  1, 
1958.  Bro.  S.  T.  Anderson,  Jr.  gave  a  financial  report.  Bro. 
Glen  Holt,  Chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee,  reported  that  work 
on  the  Allen's  Crossroads  Project  was  moving  ahead.  Inasmuch  as 
Bro.  Nix  needed  only  two  semester  hours  to  qualify  for  seminary  grad- 
uation, the  Missions  Committee  recommended  that  his  salary  be  raised 
to  the  level  previously  agreed  upon  when  he  should  no  longer  be  a 
seminary  student.  The  Executive  Committee  approved  this  recom- 
mendation. The  committee  voted  to  have  a  new  map-cut  made  for  the 
Association  and  that  it  include  the  churches  and  missions  not  shown 
on  the  one  already  in  use. 

THE  THIRD  REGULAR  MEETING  was  held  July  1,  1958.  Four 
Associational  promotional  officers  were  approved.  Bro.  Lowell  Robin- 
son, Vice  Moderator  of  the  Association,  and,  by  virtue  of  his  offce, 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  announced  that  he  planned  to 
leave  the  association,  and  thus  tendered  his  resignation.  Bro.  Willard 
Baxter  was  then  elected  Vice  Moderator  and  thus  automatically  be- 
came Chairman  of  Finance.  Bro.  S.  T.  Anderson,  Jr.,  Associational 
Treasurer,  presented  a  financial  report.  The  missions  Committee,  by 
request  of  the  Executive  Committee  that  it  study  our  meeting  time, 
recommended  that  the  Executive  Committee  meet  the  last  Tuesday  in 
each  quarter  instead  of  the  first  Tuesday — its  present  meeting  time. 
This  was  approved.  It  was  announced  that  Bro.  A.  B.  Bumgarner  had 
agreed  to  lead  our  1959  Simultaneous  Crusade. 

ON  AUGUST  5,  1958,  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MET  IN 
SPECIAL  SESSION.  In  the  absence  of  the  Moderator,  the  meeting 
was  presided  over  by  Bro.  Willard  Baxter  who  also  by  virtue  of  his  office 
of  Vice  Moderator  and  Chairman  of  Finance  presented  the  proposed 
budget.  With  the  budget  proposal  were  four  recommendations  which 
read  as  follows:  (1)  That  the  budget  be  accepted.  (2)  That  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Simultaneous  Crusade  be  shared  among  the  participating 
churches.  (3)  That  80  cents  per  resident  member  be  given  for  Associa- 
tional Missions.  (4)  That  $900.00  State  Aid  be  applied  for  to  supple- 
ment the  Associational  Budget.    The  Missions  Committee  was  granted 
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permission  to  print  500  calendars  showing  the  dates  of  our  work  if 
if  could  find  the  funds  in  the  1957-58  budget. 

THE  FOURTH  REGULAR  MEETING  was  held  October  7,  1958. 
Bro.  Sanford  Smith  of  the  Selma  Church  presented  a  request  on  behalf 
of  Faith  Mission  for  State  Aid  amounting  to  $675.00,  The  request  was 
approved.  The  Chairman  on  Order  of  Business  for  the  Association's 
Annual  Meeting  made  his  report.  The  report  was  presented  for  infor- 
mation only.  The  Moderator  announced  the  plans  of  the  New  Bethel 
Church  to  withdraw  from  the  Association  at  the  Annual  Meeting 
that  it  may  unite  with  the  Raleigh  Association.  The  Missions  Com- 
mittee recommended  that  the  Associational  Calendar  be  printed  from 
January  to  January  instead  of  from  October  to  October  as  recom- 
mended in  the  August  5  meeting.  After  discussion,  a  substitute 
motion  was  made  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Association  for 
consideration.  That  motion  was  approved.  The  Missions  Committee 
made  the  recommendation  that  $600.00  in  State  Aid  be  requested  to 
help  with  the  salary  of  the  pastor  of  the  West  Smithfield  Mission. 
The  Missions  Committee  also  recommended  that  State  Aid  be  requested 
to  purchase  a  lot  for  a  proposed  church  in  the  Allen's  Crossroads  Sec- 
tion. A  motion  that  the  recommendation  be  approved  was  made, 
seconded,  and  passed.  Bro.  Nix  presented  for  information  a  report 
from  the  Committee  on  Meeting  Places.  The  Executive  Committee 
approved  the  securing  of  time  on  Station  WMPM  for  the  Baptist 
Hour  for  a  thirteen  week  period  beginning  January,  1959.  This  time  to 
be  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $15.00  per  week  and  is  to  be  paid  for  by 
individual  church  subscriptions.  It  was  agreed  to  change  the  dates  for 
the  Associational  School  of  Missions  from  February  of  1960  to  Sept. 
6-11,  1959.  A  motion  was  made  that  the  Executive  Committee  recom- 
mend to  the  Association  that  the  Hocutt  Memorial  Church  be  received 
as  a  full  cooperating  member  of  the  Johnston  Association  of  Churches. 
The  motion  passed.  Bro.  S.  T.  Anderson,  Jr.  made  the  motion  and  the 
committee  approved  it  that  $900.00  State  Aid  be  requested  to  help  pay 
the  Missionary's  salary. 

With  a  possible  attendance  exceeding  100,  there  were  seldom  more 
than  28  members  present.  It  is  hoped  that  attendance  will  increase  in 
the  coming  year.

The  Hocutt  Memorial  Church  was  accepted  as  a  member  of 
the  Johnston  Association.  The  moderator  extended  a  welcome 
to  the  church  on  behalf  of  the  association. 

New  Bethel  Church  notified  the  association  by  letter  of  its 
plans  to  withdraw  from  Johnston  Association  that  it  may  unite 
with  the  Raleigh  Association. 

They  asked  for  a  letter  of  dismissal.    A  motion  was  made 
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that  the  letter  of  dismissal  be  granted  and  that  it  be  effective  at 
the  close  of  the  annual  meeting.    The  motion  was  approved. 

The  members  of  the  Hocutt  Memorial,  our  newest  church,  and 
New  Bethel  churches  were  asked  to  stand  for  recognition. 

The  moderator  asked  Bro.  Lacy  Oliver  to  lead  the  congrega- 
tion in  the  singing  of  the  hymn  "Amazing  Grace." 

Bro.  Frank  Zedick  announced  that  this  is  the  first  time  we  have 
had  the  privilege  of  having  a  photographer  present  for  an  annual 
meeting. 

Several  announcements  of  committee  meetings  and  business 
meetings  were  made. 

Bro.  Paul  Nix,  Associational  Missionary,  was  asked  to  make 
his  report.  The  moderator  recognized  Bro.  Nix  to  speak  to  his 
report.  The  Missionary  urged  the  churches  to  enter  more  whole- 
heartedly into  the  program  of  the  association.  The  report  was 
adopted  as  read. 

Report  of  the  Missionary 

As  I  give  my  report  for  the  year  I  would  like  to  express  my  ap- 
preciation for  the  wonderful  co-operation  that  you  have  given  me, 
and  for  the  many  kindness  shown  me.  Your  missionary  and  his  wife 
have  been  happy  to  be  in  the  midst  of  such  fine  people.  I  believe  that 
I  see  signs  of  awakening  among  our  churches.  Let  me  urge  you  to 
continue  the  good  work  that  has  already  begun.  Again  I  would  say 
that  the  greatest  need  among  us  is  more  careful  planning  of  the  Lord's 
work  and  more  enthusiastic  participation  in  it.  It  is  so  easy  to  get  in 
a  rut  and  just  plod  along.  God's  people  should  never  be  willing  to 
do  this,    they  should  always  be  striving  to  go  forward. 

The  coming  year  will  offer  many  opportunities.  This  will  be  the 
first  year  of  the  Third  Year  Jubilee  Advance  Program,  a  program  which 
is  designed  to  lead  Baptists  on  the  American  continent  to  celebrate  in 
a  worthy  manner  150  years  of  organized  Baptist  work  on  this  continent. 

The  emphases  this  year  will  be  "Witnessing  Through  Evangelism." 
It  is  the  hope  of  your  leaders  that  each  organization  will  follow  through 
on  this.  The  plans  call  for  an  Evangelistic  Clinic  on  December  8,  a 
Watch-Night  Prayer  Meeting  December  31,  Soul-Winning  Commit- 
ment Day  Jan.  4,  Soul-Winning  Study  Courses  and  Religious  Census 
in  February  and  Associational  Simultaneous  Evangelistic  Crusade  in 
March  and  April.  The  dates  for  the  Crusade  for  us  are  April  12-16. 
To  date  only  17  churches  have  indicated  that  they  iplan  to  participate. 
It  seems  to  me  that  this  would  be  one  program  that  every  church 
could  cooperate  in.  If  your  church  has  not  considered  this  matter  let 
me  urge  you  to  do  so  and  notify  your  missionary  immediately. 

Another  opportunity  for  us  to  work  together  is  in  the  Simultane- 
ous Schools  of  Missions  which  are  planned  for  Sept.  6-11.  Already 
30  churches  have  committed  themselves  to  participate  in  this  great 
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missionary  endeavor.  Five  more  churches  can  enter  with  the  present 
commitment  of  missionaries.  If  more  than  five  decide  to  participate 
I  will  seek  to  iget  additional  missionaries.

Bro.  Otis  Lanning  was  recognized  that  he  may  present  the 
report  on  Christian  Education.  Bro.  Oscar  Creech,  of  Chowan 
College,  was  asked  to  speak  to  the  report.  He  stated  that  it  was 
60  years  ago  that  the  association  met  with  Antioch  church.  He 
related  his  joy  for  the  privilege  of  coming  back  to  his  home  church 
for  an  associational  meeting. 

In  speaking  to  the  report  Bro.  Creech  stated  that  the  purpose 
of  Christian  education  is  to  help  young  people  find  a  greater 
love  for  Christ  and  a  higher  dedication  through  the  knowledge 
they  gain.  Isaiah  13:12,  "He  made  a  man  more  precious  than  fine 
gold,"  was  the  text  for  the  statements  of  Dr.  Creech.  Young  people 
at  the  Christian  college,  he  said,  are  taught  to  seek  the  spiritual 
things  of  life  more  than  they  do  the  material  things.  Bro.  Creech 
stated  that  the  chief  aim  of  Christian  education  must  be  to  train 
young  people  to  serve  Christ  better. 

Dr.  L.  E.  Massey  was  asked  to  speak  to  the  Report  on  Chris- 
tian Education.  He  stated  that  N.  C.  Baptists  have  two  senior  col- 
leges and  five  junior  colleges.  It  was  said  that  if  all  Christian  col- 
leges of  N.  C.  closed  that  N.  C.  could  not  educate  its  young  people. 
We  were  reminded  that  Baptist  Colleges  were  largely  dependent 
upon  the  Cooperative  Program  for  its  steady  financial  support.  Dr. 
Massey  stated  that  a  Baptist  College  charges  about  half  of  the 
cost  of  a  students  education.  The  Report  on  Christian  Education 
was  adopted. 

Report  on  Christian  Education 

In  presenting  information  to  our  Baptist  people  on  the  work  in 
our  seven  Baptist  colleges  we  are  never  sure  that  we  answer  those 
questions  uppermost  in  their  minds.  We  are  happy  to  report  that  all 
seven  of  our  Baptist  colleges  are  fully  accredited  by  our  North  Caro- 
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lina  College  Conference  and  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and 
that  they  are  basically  liberal  arts  colleges,  preparing  their  graduates 
for  entering  certain  general  professional  occupations  or  transferring 
to  other  colleges  and  universities  for  further  study.  The  costs  for  the 
student  are  comparable  to  those  in  other  colleges  of  like  standing  with 
generous  provisions  for  various  types  of  financial  assistance  in  grants 
as  well  as  work  scholarships. 

Seven  outstanding  marks  of  a  Christian  college  are: 

1.  Christian  Ownership — These  seven  colleges  are  owned  by  the 
over  800,000  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  who  delegate  their  operation 
to  trustees  elected  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

2.  Christian  Administration — The  Christian  men  and  women  who 
are  elected  as  trustees  select  others  as  administrators  who  are  dedi- 
cated to  the  advance  of  the  Kingdom  through  the  training  of  young 
men  and  young  women  for  Christian  leadership. 

3.  A  Christian  Faculty — More  than  400  competent  Christian  men 
and  women  are  employed  as  teachers.  They  are  chosen  for  their 
personal  Christian  dedication,  their  intellectual  honesty,  their  educa- 
tional preparation,  and  their  ability  to  teach.  The  Christian  faculty 
constitutes  the  first  imperative  in  a  Baptist  College. 

4.  Christian  Students — A  Christian  College  campus  provides  the 
finest  educational  environment  for  young  people  coming  from  a  Chris- 
tian background.  In  such  a  climate  young  Christians  develop 
more  completely  and  non-Christians  are  more  readily  helped  educa- 
tionally and  personally. 

5.  Christian  Ideals — Christian  education  takes  total  knowledge 
and  translates  it  into  practical,  workable,  durable  pattern  of  personal 
living  for  a  purpose;  service  to  God  and  mankind. 

6.  Christian  Teachings — The  basic  interpretation  that  flows  from 
Christian  truth  enhances  every  subject  taught  in  our  Baptist  colleges. 

7.  Christian  Service — The  end  product  of  a  Christian  College  is 
to  be  found  in  the  Christians  who  are  actively  at  work  in  every  area 
of  life. 

Father's  Day  is  designated  as  Christian  Education  day  and  on  this 
day  every  church  is  urged  to  take  a  special  offering  for  this  worthy 
cause,  because  it  is  through  such  offerings  that  worthy  students  are 
given  the  needed  assistances  which  enables  them  to  attend  a  Baptist 
college. 

We  are  aware  of  the  need  for  keeping  our  people  informed  about 
their  colleges.  This  is  being  done  through  the  Biblical  Recorder,  Char- 
ity and  Children  and  student  retreats.  Our  association  has  been 
keeping  the  matter  of  our  Baptist  Colleges  before  our  young  people 
through  our  associational  retreat  held  yearly.  This  year  our  meeting 
was  held  at  the  Hephzibah  Baptist  church  with  49  in  attendance.  Mr. 
Nix,  our  associational  missionary  together  with  others  led  out  in  the 
planning  and  executing  of  the  meeting. 

Aside  from  these  efforts,    we  need  parents  and  church  leaders

who  will  keep  before  young  people  the  plus  in  education  that  is 
offered  through  their  attendance  upon  a  Baptist  institution.

The  moderator  announced  that  there  were  363  people  present 
for  the  meeting. 

Bro.  Parrish,  pastor  of  the  host  church,  made  announce- 
ments relative  to  the  noon  meal.  He  also  spoke  for  Antioch  to 
express  appreciation  to  other  churches  that  assisted  with  the 
dinner. 

The  moderator  recognized  the  Antioch  Choir  that  it  may 
render  music  in  preparation  for  the  worship  period.  The  annual 
sermon  was  preached  by  Bro.  Joe  Sumner,  pastor  of  Pisgah  Church. 
Bro.  Willard  Baxter,  pastor  of  Bethesda  church,  read  the  Scrip- 
ture. He  read  from  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount.  Bro.  Sumner 
preached  on  the  theme  "The  Living  of  Our  Faith." 

After  the  sermon  the  blessing  for  the  food  and  the  benediction 
were  pronounced  by  Bro.  Baxter. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION 
Antioch  Baptist  Church 

The  afternoon  session  was  begun  by  the  singing  of  "We're 
Marching  to  Zion."    Bro.  Earl  Crumpler  led  in  prayer. 

The  Report  of  the  American  Bible  Society  was  given  by  Bro. 
J.  F.  Daughtry.    After  the  reading  he  spoke  to  his  report. 

Report  of  the  American  Bible  Society 

The  Bible  is  a  "must"  in  missions  and  evangelism.  If  the  people 
of  the  world  are  to  know  Jesus  Christ,  the  one  hope  of  men  and  nations, 
they  must  have  the  Bible.  It  is  the  one  basic  source  of  knowledge  of 
Him.  The  Bible  is  the  missionary's  chief  tool;  he  uses  it  in  all  his  work. 
The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.  It  can  go  where  the  human  missionary 
cannot  go.  It  can  stay  when  he  must  leave — and  keep  on  speaking  to 
a  person's  heart. 

Every  man  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language,  but  in  most 
countries  the  people  cannot  afford  even  the  cost  of  printing  the  Scrip- 
tures. 

The  American  Bible  Society  helps  to  translate  the  Bible,  publishes 
without  note  or  comment  and  distributes  without  profit,  usually  below 
cost,  for  world-wide  mission  work.  For  the  Blind,  it  supplies  Scrip- 
tures, at  a  small  fraction  of  cost,  in  raised-letter  systems  and  on 
Talking  Book  records.   The  Bible  Society  in  an  active  partner  of  South - 
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ern  Baptists  and  serves  every  form  of  Southern  Baptist  Mission  work 

at  home  and  abroad. 

The  Bible  Society  must  expand  its  ministry  because: 

The  one  hope  of  our  fear-wrecked,  sin-ridden  world  is  the  gospel 

of  Christ. 

The  Gospel  is  known  only  as  men  have  in  their  hand  the  one  pri- 
mary source  for  knowledge  of  it  and  for  contact  with  Him. 

The  great  masses  of  people  in  the  world  do  not  have  the  Bible,  do 
not  even  know  of  it. 

Over  vast  areas  of  the  world  the  Scriptures  cannot  be  secured 
except  from  an  agent  of  the  Bible  Societies  or  a  Christian  missionary 
supplied  by  a  Bible  Society. 

The  distribution  today  is  hardly  keeping  pace  with  the  annual  in- 
crease in  the  literate  population  of  the  world. 

There  is  now  an  open  readiness  of  people  to  hear  about  the  Scrip- 
tures and  to  buy  them  far  beyond  the  (present  resources  of  the  Society 
to  meet. 

The  distribution  of  Scriptures  reaches  hundreds  of  thousands  of 

persons  whom  no  other  Christian  effort  will  reach. 

During  1957  the  American  Bible  Society  did  the  following  things: 
It  distributed  nearly  15  million  volumes  of  Scriptures  throughout 

the  world. 

It  donated  more  than  one  million  Scripture  volumes  for  distribu- 
tion by  chaplains  to  our  Armed  Forces. 

It  introduced  the  Finger  Phone,  a  new  feather-weight  plastic 
phonograph,  operated  by  one  finger.  These  are  being  supplied  with 
Scripture  recordings  in  the  languages  needed. 

It  accepted  a  new  joint  responsibility,  with  the  British  and  For- 
eign Bible  Society,  for  the  work  in  India,  France  and  the  Congo  Basin 
of  Africa.  In  India  alone,  90  million  Scripture  volumes  are  needed. 

Because  the  Bible  Society  serves  mission  work — and  because 
Southern  Baptist  missionaries  depend  on  the  Society  for  Scriptures 
they  need  for  distribution  to  their  people — Southern  Baptist  churches 
give  to  the  American  Bible  Society.  In  1957,  Southern  Baptists  gave 
$118,815  to  the  Society,  however  it  stood  in  second  place — the  Meth- 
odist gifts  amounting  to  $136,499. 

The  help  of  every  Southern  Baptist  church  is  needed.  The  follow- 
ing schedule  of  giving  is  suggested: 

Country   and   village   churches    $10  to  $25 

Churches  in  small  cities   $25  to  $100 

Larger  Churches    100  to  200 

Great  city  churches    200  to    500  or  more 

I  heartily  recommend  that  every  church  in  Johston  Association 
make  a  gift  of  some  denomination  to  the  work  of  the  American  Bible 
Society  this  year.

The  moderator  recognized  Mrs.  J.  R.  Overby  to  make  the 
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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Meeting  Places.  The  work  of  this 
committee  was  to  arrange  for  all  the  meetings  of  the  association 
and  prevent  such  meetings  from  working  a  hardship  on  any  church. 
A  motion  was  made  and  passed  that  the  chart  of  meeting  places  pre- 
sented by  Mrs.  Overby  be  adopted  as  our  official  plan  for  finding 
meeting  places  in  the  association. 

Mrs.  Otis  Lanning,  associational  president  of  the  W.  M.  U., 
was  recognized  to  give  the  report  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 
Before  her  report  she  recognized  the  others  members  of  the  W. 
M.  U.  Executive  Committee.  She  stated  that  there  were  24  members 
on  that  committee.  After  reading  the  report,  she  made  the  motion 
that  the  report  be  adopted.  She  then  was  recognized  to  speak  to 
her  report.  The  churches  were  urged  by  her  to  give  to  the  Cooper- 
ative Program  that  our  world  program  may  be  undergirded  and 
that  the  ladies  in  the  chuches  may  indicate  in  their  reports  that  they 
were  giving  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  churches  were 
urged  to  make  the  Lottie  Moon  and  Heck-Jones  Offerings  church- 
wide  offerings.  She  also  urged  churches  not  having  Royal  Am- 
bassador organizations  to  plan  an  organization  for  the  boys.  Mrs. 
Lanning  asked  us  to  pray  that  God  may  call  young  people  from 
our  churches  that  they  may  enter  the  mission  fields  of  the  world. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Associational  W.  M.  U. 

A  warrior  faces  the  world,  and  swayed  by  ambition,  bends  his 
talents  to  a  task  of  glory.  A  statesman  faces  the  world  and  swayed 
by  loyalty,  bends  his  talents  to  a  task  of  organization.  A  king  faces 
the  world,  and  swayed  by  power,  bends  his  talents  to  a  task  of  victory. 
But  a  minister  of  the  Gospel  faces  the  world,  and  swayed  by  obedi- 
ence to  the  commands  of  his  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  bends  his 
talents  to  a  task  of  world-wide  evangelization.  It  is  the  earnest  hope 
of  members  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  Johnston  Association 
that  we  are  the  helpers  so  badly  needed  for  so  great  a  task. 

During;  the  past  year  our  women  and  young  people  have  been 
busy  about  the  matter  of  making  Christ  known.  This  has  been  evident 
by  the  splendid  reports  coming  from  our  societies  stating  their  con- 
tinued interest  in  community  missions — the  ultimate  aim  of  which  is  to 
bring  men  to  the  foot  of  the  cross.  Many  societies  have  had  regular 
visitation  programs  in  the  interest  of  the  lost.  Prayer  groups  have 
been  organized  and  in  some  societies  circles  have  been  formed  by 
those  who  could  not  attend  meetings  regularly,  but  who  could  pray 
regularly.  All  of  these  signs  are  encouraging,  and  because  of  our 
organizational  efforts  we  have  shown  increases  in  work  done.  Our 
special  offerings  have  reached  the  ten  thousand  dollar  mark.  Stirring 
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appeals  and  stories  of  sacrificial  giving  have  been  manifest  among  our 
young  people  as  well  as  our  women. 

Our  women  have  manifest  their  desire  to  know  about  the  mission 
fields  which  we  have  studied  by  their  splendid  attendance  at  two  mis- 
sion study  institutes.  One  being  held  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  E. 
W.  Howard  last  spring  and  more  recently  helps  were  given  about 
Southwest  Asia,  which  our  churches  will  be  studying  this  fall.  We  are 
happy  to  announce  that  Mrs.  Eugene  Deese  of  Clayton  has  been  secured 
to  serve  as  mission  study  chairman  after  Mrs.  Howard  moved  from  the 
association. 

Last  spring  with  the  Four  Oaks  church  as  hostess,  our  annual  ses- 
sion was  held.  This  meeting  was  characterized  by  the  very  fine  at- 
tendance. Forty  out  of  our  49  churches  being  represented.  In  addi- 
tion to  having  had  Miss  Margie  Shumate  of  Tiwain  as  our  special 
missionary  guest  speaker,  we  also  heard  Miss  Sara  Ann  Hobbs  of  our 
state  office  point  out  the  need  for  training  our  young  people.  This 
meeting  was  of  special  significance,  because  it  was  at  this  meeting 
we  paid  tribute  to  a  faithful  loyal  member  of  50  years  or  more.  You 
will  recall  that  last  year  our  women  gave  sufficient  funds  to  furnish  a 
room  at  the  Baptist  Hospital  in  honor  of  Mrs.  B.  A.  Hocutt  of  Clayton. 
This  year  we  expressed  our  thanks  to  God  for  His  bountiful  blessings 
by  doing  likewise  for  Mrs.  D.  B.  Oliver  of  Pine  Level.  $800.00  was 
given  toward  the  furnishing  of  a  room  at  the  Home  for  the  Aging 
at  Winston-Salem.  Others  have  served  long  and  well,  but  these 
two  have  been  outstanding  in  their  long  terms  of  service  as  associational 
officers.  In  thus  expressing  our  love  through  special  gifts,  we  paid 
homage  to  other  dear  women  who  have  gone  before  us  and  served 
well.  We  have  kept  in  mind  always  that  God's  love  and  mercy  and 
His  wonderful  blessings  have  made  such  over-and-above  gifts  possible. 

A  well  attended  leadership  conference  has  been  held  this  fall  with 
36  churches  being  represented. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  women  and  young  people  who  have 
read  mission  study  books  and  attended  mission  study  classes.  This 
is  encouraging,  because  it  is  only  as  our  vision  is  enlarged  that  we 
give  of  our  money  and  ourselves. 

Our  young  people's  directors  have  been  busy  enlisting  and  en- 
couraging young  people.  This  has  been  manifest  by  the  fine  attend- 
ance at  our  G.  A.  rally  last  June  when  the  New  Bethel  Church  served 
as  hostess.  In  August  Pine  Level  church  was  hostess  to  a  Sunbeam 
rally  and  earlier  this  fall  Thanksgiving  church  was  hostess  to  our 
Y.  W.  A.'s.  Phyllis  Austin,  a  mission  volunteer  of  Four  Oaks  was 
elected  as  associational  YWA  president. 

The  Business  Women's  federation  has  continued  to  meet  regularly 
for  dinner  meetings  and  discuss  means  and  way  of  putting  their 
talents  to  the  best  possible  use.  They  have  come  to  a  practical  way 
in  so  doing  by  furnishing  equipment  for  a  mission  school  in  Nigeria 
West  Africa. 

Though  we  continue  in  our  efforts,    of  teaching,   training,  giv- 
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ing  and  witnessing,  we  are  the  first  to  proclaim,  that  we  are  only 
touching  the  hem  of  the  garment  and  much  remains  to  be  done.  In 
Johnston  association  alone,  despite  the  fact  we  show  impressive  gains 
in  our  figures,  there  are  more  women  and  young  people  who  remain 
unenlisted,  than  there  are  those  who  are  actively,  engaged  in  the 
world  mission  cause.  Hence  we  bring  to  you,  the  most  interested  of  our 
lay  leaders  and  pastors  an  urgent  plea: — help  us  in  this  task. 

We  as  Southern  Baptists  are  planning  and  looking  forward  to  a 
third  Jubilee  in  1964.  Woman's  Missionary  Union  has  adopted  certain 
goals  and  aims.  To  attain  them  requires  the  prayerful  cooperation  of 
every  member  of  every  church.  We  shall  seek  to  enrich  the  lives  of 
our  women  and  young  people  through  cooperative  witnessing,  being 
faithful  stewards,  and  enlarging  our  vision  of  a  world  in  need. 

It  is  only  as  we  have  missionary-minded  pastors,  deacons  and  Sun- 
day School  superintendents  that  our  organizational  efforts  flourish  and 
our  abilities  used  to  the  fullest. 

We  give  praises  to  God  for  work  done,  but  in  humility  seek  a  closer 
walk  with  God  and  our  co-workers  as  we  enter  another  year  of  service.

The  moderator  recognized  Bro.  Oliver  to  lead  in  the  singing 
of  the  hymn,  "Loyalty  to  Christ." 

Several  announcements  were  made  concerning  the  second 
days'  meeting  and  the  literature  provided  by  the  associational 
missionary. 

The  moderator  asked  the  vice  moderator,  Bro.  Willard  Baxter, 
to  preside  over  part  of  the  afternoon  session. 

Bro.  Baxter  recognized  Bro.  Hugh  Upchurch  to  give  the  Report 
on  Temperance  and  Public  Morals.  Bro.  Upchurch  deplored  the  high 
rate  of  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages  among  our  service 
officers  and  enlisted  men.  He  stated  Dr.  I.  G.  Greer  once  said 
that  83  percent  of  the  children  in  N.  C.  Baptist  homes  were  there 
due  to  drinking  in  the  homes.  He  said  that  at  the  present  rate  of 
consumption  one  person  in  ten  in  the  United  States  will  be  a 
problem  drinker  in  ten  years.  Bro.  Upchurch  spoke  of  the  nations 
that  had  decayed,  partially  because  they  drank  themselves 
to  moral  and  spiritual  wretchedness.  Dancing  was  deplored  as  a 
great  moral  evil  and  he  declared  that  the  majority  of  people  are 
demanding  that  dancing  be  a  part  of  their  social  life.  It  was  stated 
that  75  percent  of  all  college  students  drink. 

The  motion  was  made  and  approved  that  the  report  be  adopted. 

Report  on  Temperance  and  Public  Morals 

1.    Financial  status  of  alcohol  sales  in  America.  Spent  for  ad- 
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vertising  per  year  over  325  million  dollars.  Thousands  of  church  mem- 
bers help  by  drinking  and  buying  the  magazines  in  which  they  ad- 
vertise. They  therefore  become  a  partner  in  it.  Over  10  billion  dol- 
lars worth  is  sold  every  year  plus  other  billions  by  bootleggers.  Sales 
of  legal  liquor  in  North  Carolina  total  over  100  million  dollars  per 
year.  This  is  enough  to  build  a  new  million  dollar  school  building,  and 
staff  it  with  teachers  each  year.  According  to  the  Survey  Bulletin 
enough  is  spent  in  the  U.  S.  each  year  to  build  and  maintain  a  city 
of  one  million  people  equipping  with  schools,  libraries,  railway  and  air 
port  facilities,  post  offices,  and  would  build  30  banks,  40  office  build- 
ings, 10  department  stores,  10  hotels,  40  churches,  200  thousand  homes 
and  a  new  car  for  each.  They  then  would  have  a  billion  dollars  left 
over.  But  the  biggest  loss  would  be  the  loss  of  man  hours  of  work 
which,    if  it  could  be  estimated  would  stagger  the  mind. 

2.  Drinking  has  increased  from  practically  none  in  1930,  when  all 
Keely  Institutes  had  closed  for  lack  of  inmates,  to  over  68  million. 
65%  of  women  and  girls  and  70%  of  men  and  boys  over  twelve  and 
75%  of  college  students  are  drinking  today.  Over  75%  of  soldiers  and 
sailors  drink  and  most  all  officers 

3.  Causes  for  this  condition  are,  first:  political.  In  1928  Al  Smith 
and  then  Roosevelt  ran  for  president  with  the  promise  of  prosperity  if 
people  would  vote  to  legalize  the  liquor  industry.  And  now  the  legis- 
latures of  all  states  are  controlled  by  the  liquor  and  beer  manufac- 
turers and  our  right  to  vote  as  a  state  is  denied  us  by  their  slaves. 
Social  pressure.  Inasmuch  as  America  has  become  subservient  con- 
trol society  follows  their  lead  instead  of  God's.  Because  father  and 
mother  have  gone  to  drinking  the  children  naturally  follow  their  lead, 
there  the  home  has  been  broken  down.  Dr.  I.  G.  Greer,  who  for  seven- 
teen years  was  head  of  our  orphanages,  says  that  83%  of  the  children 
come  from  homes  ruined  by  the  use  of  alcohol  beverages.  Again,  our 
schools  are  failing  because  children  are  not  taught  to  obey  and  do  not 
obey  because  of  loss  of  respect  for  their  parents  and  therefore  the 
teachers  cannot  do  effective  teaching. 

At  the  present  rate  of  increase  one  out  of  five  persons  in  ten 
years,  will  be  problem  drinkers  and  alcoholics-  All  the  old  empires 
were  destroyed  primarily  by  alcohol  beverages  and  their  results. 
America  has  become  drunken  faster  than  any  nation  in  all  history. 

Public  morals.  Morals  of  course  keep  pace  and  go  hand  in  hand 
with  the  drink  problem.  We  have  witnessed  a  terrific  decline  in  morals 
in  the  home,  in  society,  in  the  market  place,  in  government  and  even 
in  the  churches.  According  to  records  one  out  of  four  marriages  end 
in  divorce.  Most  of  them  re-marry  and  the  government  legalizes  it  but 
God  says,  "The  adulterer  shall  not  enter  the  Kingdom  of  heaven." 
(I  Cor.  6:9-10)  In  Society  the  public  dance  has  become  almost  manda- 
tory for  social  acceptance.  The  main  effect  of  the  dance  is  to  inflame 
the  passions  which  leads  to  adultery.  This  now  begins  in  the  schools 
with  the  lower  grades  and  is  now  even  bombarding  our  Christian  schools 
and  demanding  entrance  and  approval,  and  with  drinking  by  75%  of 
college  pupils  drinking  there  are  no  holds  barred. 
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There  is  but  one  remedy  and  that  is  full  surrender  to  God  through 
faith  in  Christ  as  a  personal  Saviour,  with  the  power  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  in  full  control.  Formalistic  religion  will  not  suffice.  There  must 
be  a  new  creature  born  of  the  Spirit,  who  grows  up  into  the  "full- 
ness and  stature  of  Christ"  so  that  when  we  see  him.  we  shall  be  like 
him.

The  moderator  recognized  Bro.  Frank  Zedick  to  give  the 
Report  of  the  Publicity  Committee.  The  report  was  given  and  a 
motion  was  made  that  the  report  be  adopted.  Bro.  Zedick  spoke 
briefly  to  his  report.  He  stated  that  we  are  obligated  to  inform 
four  publics.  They  are:  the  local  church  public,  the  denominational 
public,  the  other-denominations  public,  and  the  non-Christian  pub- 
lic. His  report  was  adopted. 

Report  of  Publicity  Committee 

The  program  of  the  Publicity  Committee  reported  at  the  1957 
meeting  of  the  Association  continues  to  be  the  essential  basis  for  its 
work  in  the  area  of  publicity. 

During  the  past  two  years,  the  committee  on  publicity  has  en- 
deavored to  handle  much  of  the  actual  work  necessary  in  giving  to  the 
publics  of  the  general  area  of  the  Association  a  coverage  of  the  activi- 
ties and  matters  of  interest  relating  to  the  Johnston  Association  and  its 
churches. 

Since  the  work  of  the  Pubilicity  Committee  is  growing  and  enter- 
ing new  areas  of  work,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  committee  to  assume 
a  new  roll.  This  new  work  will  be  one  of  enlargement  and  promotion 
as  over  against  the  actual  dispensing  of  publicity  information  and  news. 
The  new  area  of  work  referred  to  is  the  concept  found  in  the  Southern 
Baptist  program  of  public  Relations.  In  this  program  public  rela- 
tions is  publicity  plus. 

With  this  purpose  in  mind  the  committee  on  publicity  will  instruct 
and  encourage  each  associational  organization  and  each  church  to 
conduct  its  own  program  of  publicity  and  public  relations  according  to 
plans  and  procedures  set  forth  by  the  Baptist  program  of  public  re- 
lations. 

To  achieve  this  purpose  the  Publicity  Committee  has  adopted  a 
two-fold  program  to  be  projected  into  the  next  associational  year. 

1.  A  promotional  program  to  encourage  each  church  to  establish 
a  public  relations  committee  and  each  associational  organization  to 
appoint  an  organizational  chairman  of  publicity. 

2.  An  associational  public  relations  clinic  to  instruct  public  re- 
lations committee  members  and  members  of  the  organizational  publicity 
committees  in  the  purposes,    duties,  and  techniques  of  their  work.

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The  moderator  recognized  Bro.  Clyde  Luther  to  give  the 
Report  of  Visual  Education.  He  read  his  report  and  moved  its 
adoption.  Bro.  Nix  made  known  to  us  that  he  has  some  visual  aids 
in  the  associational  office  that  may  be  used  by  the  churches.  They 
are  available  to  the  churches  free.  The  report  was  adopted. 

Report  on  Visual  Education 

Since  the  program  of  Audio-Visual  Aids  in  our  Baptist  churches 
is  relatively  new,  this  report  will  be  in  the  form  of  opportunities  and 
services  available,  rather  than  of  work  accomplished  or  programs  pro- 
jected during  the  past  associational  year. 

Our  churches  should  use  every  proven  method  of  pedagogy  to  teach 
Christian  Truths  and  Doctrines,  and  to  promote  our  total  Baptist 
Program. 

Toward  this  end,  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  established  the 
Radio  Commission  which  produces  a  weekly  radio  program,  The  Bap- 
tist Hour;  a  weekly  television  program,  This  Is  The  Answer;  and  pub- 
lishes a  monthly  magazine,  The  Beam.  These  programs  are  available  for 
sponsorship  by  associations  and  local  churches. 

For  the  purpose  of  helping  the  local  churches  promote  a  more  effec- 
tive program,  the  Baptist  State  Convention  has  established  a  depart- 
ment to  promote  the  use  of  Audio-Visual  Aids  in  the  churches  of  our 
convention.  Mr.  L.  J.  Morris  is  director  of  this  department,  and  there 
are  various  film-strips,  slides,  and  16MM  sound  movies  available  to 
aid  the  local  churches  in  developing  their  own  methods  of  effective  Bib- 
lical Worship;  Christian  Teaching;  and  promotion  of  the  World  Wide 
Baptist  Program.  A  descriptive  bulletin  is  sent  to  each  pastor  advising 
him  of  these  aids  which  are  availble  free  of  charge.  Mr.  Morris  is  also 
willing  to  advise  each  church  as  to  the  type  of  equipment  needed,  and 
the  most  effective  methods  of  using  Audio-Visual  Aids  in  their  local 
situations. 

In  our  own  Johnston  Association,  efforts  are  being  made  to  grow 
an  Audio-Visual  Aids  library.  At  the  present,  some  materials  are 
available,  and  our  Associational  Missionary  will  gladly  assist  any 
church  that  desires  to  use  these.  Our  executive  Committee  also  voted 
at  its  last  meeting  to  sponsor  13  programs  (one  quarter  year)  of  The 
Baptist  Hour  on  the  local  radio  station. 

It  is  suggested  that  each  church  of  our  association  prayerfully  study 
the  needs  of  its  local  program;  obtain  the  needed  equipment;  elect  a 
director  of  Audio-Visual  Aids  to  be  in  charge  of  the  equipment;  and 
develope  a  library  of  materials  that  will  effectively  present  the  "Old, 
Old  Message  of  Christ"  to  this  "Ultra  Modern  Age." 

At  this  time  only  three  of  our  churches  are  known  to  be  promoting 
this  program:  The  First  Baptist  of  Clayton;  Selma  Baptist;  and  The 
First  Baptist  of  Smithfleld.  These  churches  are  to  be  commended, 
and  the  other  churches  are  challenged  to  "go  thou  and  do  likewise." 

Clyde  Luther, 

Pastor  of  Pine  Level  Baptist  Church 
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Bro.  Aaron  Phipps  made  the  motion  that  the  association  take 
an  offering  both  days  of  the  annual  meeting  for  the  purpose  of 
buying  a  16MM  projector  for  the  association. 

Bro.  P.  E.  Jones  suggested  that  the  association  take  steps  to 
further  the  financial  arrangement  to  buy  a  projector  if  sufficient 
money  was  not  given  through  the  two-day  offerings. 

The  motion  to  take  the  offerings  to  buy  the  projector  was  ap- 
proved. 

Bro.  Robert  Smith,  Pastor  at  Middlesex,  was  recognized  to 
give  the  Report  of  Christian  Literature.  After  reading  his  report 
he  recognized  Bro.  L.  D.  Holt  to  speak  to  the  report.  Bro.  Holt 
stated  that  Communism  by  proclaiming  its  half  truth  had  won 
more  converts  in  a  few  years  than  Christians  with  the  whole  truth 
had  won  in  their  half-hearted  way  of  proclaiming  it.  It  was  stated 
that  approximately  15  percent  of  the  members  attend  the  services 
of  our  churches  regularly.  By  "regular"  he  meant  weekly  attend- 
ance at  morning  and  evening  services  on  Sunday  and  Prayer  service 
during  the  week.  He  said  that  God  never  had  and  never  will  place 
a  premium  on  ignorance.  God  depends  on  informed  people  for 
progress.  Baptists  must  read  if  they  are  to  grow  and  be  used 
effectively  in  the  service  of  Christ.  It  was  stated  that  wholesome 
literature  must  be  distributed  to  counteract  the  false  material 
being  distributed  today.  "My  people  are  destroyed  for  lack  of 
knowledge"  said  Bro.  Holt,  quoting  an  O.  T.  Prophet.  The  Report  on 
Christian  Education  was  adopted. 

Report  on  Christian  Literature 

Baptists  have  historically  been  a  people  of  the  word.  We  have 
been  singularly  devoted  to  the  Word  of  God  and  have  encouraged  all 
men  to  study  and  interpret  it  for  themselves.  In  this  end  we  have 
promoted  its  publication  and  translation.  This  is  the  first  line  of  in- 
terest that  Baptists  have  in  Christian  literature,  promoting  the  read- 
ing and  study  of  the  Bible. 

Baptists  have  also  been  historically  active  in  using  literature  as  a 
means  of  presenting  the  gospel  and  the  Christian  way  of  life  to  the 
world.  During  the  early  days  of  our  history  we  were  often  misunder- 
stood, as  we  often  are  today,  and  it  was  necessary  to  present  our  Baptist 
beliefs  in  a  written  form  of  defense  and  explanation.  Out  of  these 
days  came  some  of  the  finest  contributions  that  we  have  been  able 
to  make  to  the  realm  of  Christian  literature.  We  remind  you  of  one 
outstanding  example  in  Bunyan's  Pilgrims  Progress.  This  was  also  the 
time  when  John  Rippon,  a  Baptist,  enlarged  on  Perronet's  hymn,  "All 
Hail  the  Power  of  Jesus  Name"  and  added  the  stanza

Let   every   kindred,  every  tribe 

On  this  terrestrial  ball, 

To  Him  all  majesty  ascribe, 

And  crown  Him  Lord  of  all! 
This  hymn,  along  with  his  "How  Firm  a  Foundation,"  are  two  of  the 
most  widely  used  expressions  of  Baptist  thought  in  literature. 

When  our  own  Southern  Baptist  Convention  was  formed  in  1865 
it  was  immediately  recognized  that  the  convention  should  be  active 
in  the  field  of  Christian  literature.  Thus  in  January  1866  a  monthly 
paper,  Kind  Words  for  the  Sunday  School  Children,  was  begun. 
From  this  first  publication  our  Sunday  School  Board  has  developed 
into,  among  other  things,  a  modern  and  efficient  publishing  house  pro- 
viding us  with  attractive,  informative,  Christian  literature.  Added  to 
the  publications  of  the  Sunday  School  Board  through  the  Broadman 
Press  and  the  Convention  Press  are  the  magazines  and  periodicals 
from  our  mission  boards,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  and  the  various 
other  denominational  agencies. 

On  a  state  level  the  Biblical  Recorder  has  an  outstanding  history 
as  a  spokesman  for  North  Carolina  Baptists.  Charity  and  Children 
has  rendered  a  valuable  service  to  our  state  and  our  denomination 
through  its  clear  and  forceful  presentation  of  news  and  information  of 
interest  to  Baptists. 

We  can  be  justly  proud  of  our  denominational  literature,  but  we 
must  be  aware  that  the  forces  of  evil  also  know  the  value  of  the  writ- 
ten word.  We  are  confronted  each  day  with  literature  that  is  filled 
with  "the  lust  of  the  flesh,  the  lust  of  the  eyes,  and  the  pride  of  life." 
To  counteract  this  ungodly  tide  we  must  become  better  acquainted  with 
Christian  literature  available  to  us  and  we  must  use  it  more  effectively.

Bro.  Lacy  Oliver  was  recognized  to  give  the  Report  on  Evan- 
gelism. He  read  his  report  and  moved  its  adoption.  Bro.  Oliver 
spoke  to  his  report.  He  stated  that  Christ  came  into  the  world  to 
open  the  way  for  man  to  meet  God.  He  said  also  that  the  mission 
of  Christ  was  the  mission  of  the  church — that  of  reaching  the  lost 
with  the  Gospel.  Bro.  Oliver  recommended  that  $200.00  be  ap- 
propriated in  the  Associational  Budget  to  finance  the  1959  Simul- 
taneous Crusade. 

Report  on  Evangelism 

Evangelism  is  the  heart  of  God's  work  on  earth.  It  must  ever  be 
in  the  foreground  of  all  our  endeavors  in  the  churches  and  in  the  asso- 
ciation if  we  follow  the  New  Testament  pattern.  Every  Christian's 
greatest  privilege  and  responsibility  is  to  let  Jesus  Christ  work  in  and 
through  us  to  evangelize  the  world.  This  is  the  Great  Commission 
and  to  carry  out  the  Great  Commission  is  to  do  the  work  of  evangelism. 
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What  are  we  doing  in  response  to  this  high  call  from  God?  Let  us 
look  briefly  at  the  record. 

All  churches  in  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  last 
year  had  a  ratio  of  baptisms  to  membership  of  1  to  25.  This  means  that 
on  an  average  last  year  it  took  25  church  members  a  whole  year  to 
win  one  person  to  Christ.  This  record  isn't  anything  that  it  should  be, 
but  it  does  represent  an  increase  in  baptisms  of  4%  over  the  preceding 
year.  Total  baptisms  reported  in  the  state  in  1956  we're  32,468,  and  in 
1957  they  were  33,796. 

In  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association  last  year  the  ratio  of  baptisms 
to  membership  was  1 — 244  (get  this  information  from  the  booklet  '"Aids 
for  Pastors  in  the  Work  of  Evangelism,"  which  was  mailed  to  all  pas- 
tors a  few  months  ago).  Total  baptisms  reported  in  our  association  in 
1957  were  506.  This  year  the  churches  reported  439  baptisms.  This 
represents  a  loss  of  67  under  1957. 

The  number  of  people  won  to  Christ  and  baptized  into  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  churches  gives  only  a  partial  picture  of  the  work  of  evan- 
gelism in  the  churches.  The  remainder  of  the  picture  is  seen  in  what 
happens  to  the  converts  after  baptism.  Here  statistics  are  not  so  easily 
compiled,  but  the  number  who  will  be  won  to  Christ  and  baptized  in 
the  future  is  dependent  upon  the  maturing  of  those  being  baptized  now. 
A  Christian  grows  only  as  he  participates  in  witnessing  for  Christ.  Thus 
the  program  of  evangelism  in  a  church  consists  of  winning  people  to 
Christ  and  keeping  them  enlisted  in  the  total  work  of  redemption. 

Next  year  we  face  an  unparalleled  opportunity  to  lead  all  the 
people  in  the  churches  to  engage  in  the  total  work  of  redemption  by 
going  all-the-way  in  cooperation  in  the  continent-wide  Simultaneous 
Evangelistic  Crusade.  This  Crusade  will  be  the  biggest  concerted 
effort  ever  made  to  win  the  North  American  continent  to  Christ  and  to 
experience  new  depths  of  dedication  to  Christ  on  the  part  of  all  church 
members.  Seven  major  Baptist  conventions  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada  are  cooperating  in  this  Crusade.  These  conventions  are  com- 
posed of  75,000  churches  which  have  19,000,000  members.  Here  is  an 
opportunity  like  we  have  never  faced  before  to  get  into  the  stream  of 
God's  redeeming  purpose.  Surely  every  church  in  this  association  will 
want  to  be  a  part  of  this  great  effort!

The  substitute  mo- 
tion was  approved. 

Bro.  Baxter  appointed  some  men  to  receive  the  offering  to  be 
used  for  the  purchase  of  a  16mm  projector. 

Bro.  Oliver  led  the  congregation  in  the  singing  of  "Rescue  the 
Perishing." 
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Special  mention  was  made  of  Bro.  A.  D.  O'Neal  who  served  for 
many  years  as  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School  in  the  Antioch 
Church.    He  died  this  past  year. 

Bro.  Edward  Jones,  a  member  of  the  Four  Oaks  Church, 
rendered  a  solo  as  a  part  of  the  worship  period. 

Bro.  Eugene  Deese,  Pastor  of  the  First  Church,  Clayton, 
preached  the  doctrinal  sermon.  He  preached  on  the  theme  "The 
New  Testament  Doctrine  of  Evangelism." 

The  motion  was  made  and  approved  that  we  adjourn.  Bro. 
Lacy  Oliver  pronounced  the  benediction. 

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  SECOND  DAY 

Held  With 
First  Baptist  Church,  Clayton 

The  moderator  called  the  session  to  order  and  recognized  Bro. 
Lacy  Oliver  to  lead  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn  "Holy,  Holy,  Holy." 

Bro.  Douglas  Stephenson  read  the  Scripture  and  led  in  prayer. 

In  the  absence  of  Bro.  Eph  Whisenhunt,  the  moderator,  recog- 
nized Bro.  Jimmy  Little  to  give  the  Report  on  Benevolences.  His 
report  included  the  Report  on  Relief  and  Annuity,  Homes  for  the 
Aging,  Baptist  Hospital,  and  Baptist  Children's  Homes.  The  Re- 
port on  Relief  and  Annuity  was  read  and  adopted. 

Report  on  Relief  and  Annuity  Board 

When  a  minister  answers  the  Call  of  God,  it  is  a  lifetime  commit- 
ment. The  churches  should  match  his  lifetime  commitment  to  the 
ministry  with  lifetime  support.  Forty  years  ago,  the  Relief  and  An- 
nuity Board  was  established  in  order  to  supply  some  social  security  for 
our  messengers  of  the  Cross.  In  1  Cor.  9:14,  we  are  told,  "Even  so 
hath  the  Lord  ordained  that  they  which  preach  the  Gospel  should  live 
of  the  Gospel."  During  its  40  years,  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board 
has  paid  out  benefits  totaling  approximately  $27  million.  During  1957, 
more  than  5,000  retired  or  disabled  ministers  and  denominational  lead- 
ers and  widows  received  $2,245,861.18. 

On  July  1,  1958,  there  were  553  members  of  the  Ministers'  Retire- 
ment Plan  in  North  Carolina.  At  present,  there  are  190  annuitants 
receiving  benefits  from  this  plan.  Two  of  these  are  retired  ministers  in 
the  Johnston  Association. 

The  Ministers'  Retirement  Plan  has  been  closed  and  the  Southern 
Baptist  Protection  Plan  takes  its  place.  There  are  435  members  in  this 
plan  in  our  state. 

North  Carolina  has  in  both  plans  1,026.  This  is  only  approximately 
35%  of  our  possibilities. 

We  need  to  enlist  more  of  our  pastors  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Pro- 
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tection  Plan.  Old  Age  will  overtake  all  who  do  not  die  young.  We 
should  encourage  our  churches  and  pastors  to  cooperate  in  this  work.

Bro.  Little  read  the  Report  on  the  Homes  for  Aging  and 
moved  its  adoption. 

Bro.  Jimmy  Hayes  was  recognized  to  speak  to  the  report.  He 
stated  that  "Uncle  John  Holt"  of  the  Johnston  Association  is  the 
oldest  resident  of  the  Homes.  Bro.  Hayes  presented  a  bronze 
plaque  to  Mrs.  D.  B.  Oliver  prepared  in  her  honor  for  a  room  fur- 
nished at  the  Homes  for  the  Aging  by  the  W.  M.  U.  ladies  of  John- 
ston Association. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Report  on  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  Aging 

On  September  11,  1958,  our  Homes  for  the  Aging  had  101  residents. 
The  three  Homes  have  facilities  for  119,  counting  residents  and  helpers. 
The  need  for  space  to  care  for  the  growing  number  is  increasing  year 
by  year. 

The  Homes  are  supported  through  the  Cooperative  Program, 
Special  Day  Offerings,  and  other  sources.  The  Special  Offering  in 
February  was  $84,166.92.  The  amount  received  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  in  1957  was  $55,805.75. 

It  costs  $150,00  per  month.  The  Convention  is  paying  $25.00  more 
than  it  costs  to  care  for  a  resident  each  month.  The  salaries  and  wages 
paid  in  1957  was  $68,111.14. 

A  campaign  has  been  launched  to  raise  money  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  Home  in  Eastern  North  Carolina  at  Hamilton.  Mr.  Don  Ham- 
ilton has  contributed  $50,000  to  the  goal  of  $150,000  for  this  Home. 
As  the  number  of  men  and  women  over  65  increases,  there  will  be  a 
demand  for  other  homes  to  be  erected.  There  are  now  approximately 
4,800  in  the  353  licensed  homes  for  the  aging  in  North  Carolina.  Six- 
teen of  the  homes  are  non-profit  homes  and  337  are  privately  operated. 

A  person  65  years  of  age  or  over,  of  good  character  and  with  favor- 
able recommendation  by  the  pastor  of  the  church  of  which  the  appli- 
cant is  a  member,  may  be  admitted.  In  the  Hamilton  Home,  twenty- 
five  percent  of  the  residents  may  be  members  of  churches  other  than 
Baptist. 

The  purpose  of  the  Homes  is  to  add  years  to  life  and  life  to  years. 
To  this  end,  the  Baptist  Homes  are  dedicated  to  carry  out  a  four-fold 
ministry  to  the  Aging:  Security,  Comfort,  Congeniality,  and  a  Christian 
ministry. 

Let  us  remember  that  our  main  giving  should  be  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  Sunday  by  Sunday,  which  (gives  support  to  all 
institutions  and  departments  of  our  work.  The  Homes  received  1.4 
percent  of  the  Cooperative  Program  in  1957.  Larger  gifts  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  mean  larger  gifts  to  the  Homes  for  the  Aging. 
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Then,  there  is  the  Special  Day  in  February  when  we  have  an  opportunity 
to  make  special  gifts  to  the  Homes.  When  we  give,  we  are  supported 
by  the  words  of  the  Master  who  said,  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it 
unto  one  of  the  least  of  these,  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me."

Bro.  Little  read  the  Report  on  the  Baptist  Hospital.  He  moved 
its  adoption.  Bro.  Little  recognized  Dr.  C.  C.  Carpenter,  Dean  of 
the  Medical  School  of  Wake  Forest  College,  to  speak  to  the  report. 
Dr.  Carpenter  mentioned  that  a  room  in  the  hospital  was  furnished 
by  the  ladies  of  the  Johnston  W.  M.  U.  in  honor  of  Mrs.  B.  A.  Ho- 
cutt.  Bro.  Carpenter  said  the  purpose  of  the  hospital  is  to  minister 
to  "the  total  man."  He  spoke  of  the  Speech  Clinic,  the  School  of 
Pastoral  Care,  the  School  of  Nursing,  the  ministry  to  organic  ills 
and  other  types  of  services.  It  costs  over  two  million  dollars  each 
year  to  operate  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Only  about  half  of  the  pa- 
tients are  able  to  pay  in  full  for  their  services.  The  report  was 
adopted. 

Report  on  Baptist  Hospital 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  has  had  another  full  and  fruitful  year.  In 
the  past  few  years,  its  facilities  to  care  for  the  sick  have  been  greatly 
increased.  This  is  true  for  both  those  who  do  not  have  the  money 
to  pay  for  complete  hospital  care  and  those  who  have  complicated  af- 
flictions which  the  hospitals  and  doctors  in  most  communities  are  not 
prepared  to  care  for. 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  operates  one  of  the  best  schools  of  Nursing 
in  the  South.  Our  student  nurses  are  the  finest  young  women, 
mentally,  physically,  and  spiritually,  to  train  for  a  Christian  ministry 
of  healing.  It  invites  young  women  from  our  Baptist  homes  and 
churches  who  are  interested  in  giving  their  lives  to  this  important  pro- 
fession to  consider  going  there  for  their  training. 

Last  year  the  Hospital  provided  bed  care  for  16,000  patients.  There 
were  120,000  visits  to  the  clinics  and  offices  of  the  medical  staff  and 
chaplains.  Service  patients  come  from  92  of  the  100  countries  of  the 
State.  The  Hospital  spent  more  than  a  half-million  dollars  in  provid- 
ing free  care  for  them  beyond  what  they  were  able  to  pay.  The  Hos- 
pital received  $119,912  through  the  Cooperative  Program  in  1957.  This 
was  approximately  four  percent  of  the  Cooperative  Program.  It  re- 
ceived $207,284.21  from  the  Mother's  Day  Offering.  The  Hospital  re- 
ceived $130,375.82  from  other  agencies  for  service  rendered  to  indi- 
viduals certified  for  assistance  there  through  various  agencies.  Special 
gifts  to  the  amount  of  $185,367.27  were  received  from  various  sources. 
The  Hospital  received  no  Government  Grants.  We  spent  on  free 
services  $572,411.09.  The  total  cost  of  operation  was  $2,712,200.30. 
There  was  a  deficit  at  the  close  of  the  year  of  $62,569.53.    This  was 
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caused  by  free  services  beyond  the  Mother's  Day  Offering,  Duke  Foun- 
dation, and  Health  and  Welfare  Agencies. 

The  free  professional  service  provided  all  service  patients  would 
amount  to  well  above  a  half-million  dollars.  This  means  that  for  every 
dollar  given  in  Mother's  Day  Offering  which  we  used  for  our  free 
work,  the  Hospital  was  able  to  provide  more  than  $5.00  in  free  service 
to  our  people. 

Thirty-five  churches  of  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association  and  the 
Associational  W.  M.  U.  gave  $2,002.92  to  the  Hospital  on  Mother's  Day 
in  May.    This  was  $812.49  less  than  the  amount  given  in  1957.

Bro.  Little,  continuing  the  Report  on  Benevolences,  read  the 
Report  on  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes.  After  the  reading, 
he  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report. 

Dr.  W.  C.  Reid,  a  former  superintendent  of  the  Children's 
Homes,  was  recognized  to  speak  to  the  report.  He  stated  that 
Dr.  W.  R.  Wagoner  was  perhaps  one  of  the  best  qualified  superin- 
tendents of  the  Children's  Homes.  Bro.  Reed  said  that  26  children 
from  Johnston  Association  are  now  in  the  Homes.  He  stated  that 
the  Howell  Brothers,  both  fine  Christian  doctors — specialists 
in  their  fields — were  the  sons  of  parents  who  were  reared  in  the 
Children's  Homes  by  N.  C.  Baptists.  North  Carolina  Baptists  were 
the  first  to  operate  foster  homes,  the  first  to  care  for  children  in 
homes  with  their  own  mothers  and  have  maintained  social  workers 
with  the  homes.  He  expressed  concern  that  the  Thanksgiving 
Offering  for  the  Homes  will  be  a  worthy  one. 

All  the  ladies  of  the  Johnston  W.  M.  U.  were  asked  to  stand  in 
recognition  of  their  having  furnished  a  room  in  the  Baptist  Hos- 
pital and  one  in  the  Homes  for  the  Aging.  The  report  on  the  Chil- 
dren's Homes  was  adopted. 

Report  on  the  Baptist  Children's  Home 

Our  Baptist  Children's  Home  is  now  in  its  74th  year.  The  past 
year  has  been  a  fruitful  one  in  expanding  services.  Since  October 
1,  1957,  the  Home  has  directly  served  a  total  of  753  children.  The 
Home  has  been  able  through  the  social  workers  to  place  more  than 
200  children  with  relatives  or  other  Agencies.  During  the  year,  the 
Home  was  able  to  accept  about  one-fourth  of  the  applicants  as  com- 
pared with  one-fifth  accepted  in  1956.  The  social  workers  were  able 
to  re-establish  many  homes  while  others  were  saved  from  breaking. 

We  now  have  a  new  unit  for  Indian  children  at  Pembroke.  This 
home  is  known  as  the  Odum  Home.  There  are  16  children  in  this 
Home.    Money  has  been  set  aside  to  build  a  new  cottage  at  Pembroke. 
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During  the  year,   the  Home  has  endeavored  to  expand  our  Foster  Homes. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  give  through  two  sources  in  supporting 
the  Children's  Homes.  The  Homes  were  placed  in  the  Cooperative 
Program  some  years  ago.  Some  churches  preferred  the  Once-A-Month 
offering  and  continued  to  support  the  Homes  this  way.  By  vote  of  the 
Convention,  the  amount  received  through  combination  plan  is  fixed. 
The  Home  received  $168,443  or  5.3%  of  the  total  Cooperative  Program 
in  1957. 

The  second  source  of  income  is  the  Thanksgiving  Offering.  The 
Thanksgiving  Offering  in  1957  showed  an  increase  of  15  percent  in 
1957.  It  was  this  increase  that  enabled  the  Homes  to  support  the  Indian 
Home  at  Pembroke. 

The  Homes  plan  to  erect  a  cottage  at  Mills  Home  for  boys  and 
a  cottage  at  Kennedy  Home  for  girls.  This  has  been  made  possible 
through  special  gifts  and  bequests. 

The  time  has  come  to  give  special  consideration  for  more  adequate 
care  for  children  whose  emotional  stability  has  been  seriously  dam- 
aged. Baptists  are  able,  if  willing. 

Several  churches  in  our  Association  receive  Charity  and  Children. 
This  paper  is  fast  becoming  an  informative  periodical  concerning  all 
phases  of  Baptist  work.  All  pastors  and  superintendents  may  receive 
a  weekly  copy  free  by  sending  their  names  to  the  editor. 

Rev.  W.  C.  Reid,  Superintendent  of  Kennedy  Home  seven  years 
and  General  Superintendent  eight  years,  resigned  June  30,  1958, 
and  moved  to  Kinston.  This  period  was  noted  for  his  progressive  lead- 
ership. 

Dr.  W.  R.  Wagoner  was  elected  by  the  trustees  to  succeed  Mr. 
Reid.

Bro.  S.  T.  Anderson,  Jr.  reported  that  the  offering  for  the 
purchase  of  a  16MM  projector  for  the  association  the  first  day 
of  the  Annual  Meeting  amounted  to  $70.84. 

(At  this  point  in  the  program  another  offering  toward  the 
purchase  of  a  projector  was  received. 

The  moderator  recognized  Bro.  Oliver  to  lead  in  the  singing  of 
the  hymn  "Jesus  Shall  Reign." 

Bro.  Baxter  was  asked  to  come  forward  to  give  the  Report  on 
the  Cooperative  Program.  After  the  reading  he  moved  the  adop- 
tion of  the  report. 

Bro.  Baxter  recognized  Bro.  M.  A.  Huggins  to  speak  to  the 
report.  Dr.  Huggins  stated  that  the  Cooperative  Program  is  the 
best  plan  yet  discovered  for  the  undergirding  of  our  total  program. 
Our  religion  began  with  a  gift,  stated  Dr.  Huggins.  He  said  when 
Christians  quit  giving  they  quit  growing.    "The  key  word  of  our 
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generation  is  interdependence,"  he  said.  Cooperation  is  the  key 
to  the  understanding  of  our  times.  Dr.  Huggins  called  for  25  peo- 
ple to  stand  across  the  front — twelve  people  represented  the 
objects  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  thirteen  peo- 
ple represented  the  objects  in  the  N.  C.  Baptist  State 
Convention.  By  this  means  he  illustrated  the  division  of  the  Co- 
operative Program  dollar  to  the  different  objects  in  both  con- 
ventions. 

Dr.  Huggins  handed  out  a  digest  of  the  gifts  of  the  churches 
in  our  association.  He  especially  pointed  out  our  gifts  through  the 
Cooperative  Program.  It  was  stated  that  if  all  Baptist  Churches 
in  N.  C.  would  increase  their  gifts  to  the  Cooperative  Program  by 
two  percent  that  the  gifts  to  the  program  would  amount  to  800,000 
to  1,000,000  dollars  more  this  year  than  last.  The  report  on  the 
Cooperative  Program  was  adopted. 

Report  on  the  Cooperative  Program 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  a  plan  of  cooperation  between  the 
local  church,  the  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention which  makes  available  to  every  church,  regardless  of  size 
or  location,  the  opportunity  to  share  in  the  blessings  which  come  as 
a  result  of  being  obedient  to  the  Great  Commission. 

The  Cooperative  Program  of  Southern  Baptists  was  adopted  May 
13,  1925.  Since  the  time  of  its  adoption  much  progress  has  been  made 
in  the  field  of  missionary  activity.  Many  new  phases  of  work  have  been 
added  as  a  result  of  the  good  response  which  our  churches  have  made 
to  the  Cooperative  Program. 

The  Cooperative  Program  igives  each  church  an  opportunity  to 
have  a  part  in  the  ministry  in  both  State  and  Foreign  Missions.  It  is  en- 
lightening to  look  at  a  Distribution  Calendar  and  see  the  many  chan- 
nels into  which  our  money  goes.  It  goes  into  such  uses  as  the  support 
of  Christian  education,  the  ministry  of  healing  through  our  hospitals, 
help  in  taking  care  of  the  orphans  of  our  State,  and  in  preaching  the 
Gospel  to  the  lost.  When  one  earnestly  seeks  to  go  beyond  the  bounds 
of  his  own  community,  State,  and  nation,  he  can  do  so  through  his 
gifts  to  the  Cooperative  Program. 

I  believe  that  Jesus  first  expects  us  to  give  our  lives,  and  when 
our  lives  are  fully  dedicated  to  the  cause  of  the  Master  it  is  only  reason- 
able to  believe  that  He  expects  a  part  of  our  finances.  Inasmuch  as  our 
Creator  gives  to  us  the  material  blessings  of  life,  is  it  not  reasonable  to 
assume  that  a  small  part  of  our  blessings  should  be  passed  on  to  others 
through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

The  majority  of  the  churches  in  the  Johnston  Association  make 
some  contribution  to  the  Cooperative  Program,  but  most  of  our  churches 
make  a  very  small  contribution.  Let  us  here  and  now  affirm  our  con- 
viction that  the  Cooperative  Program  is  the  fundamental,  effective,  in- 
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dispensible,  spiritual  channel  of  providing  for  the  needs  of  all  our  work. 

May  we  of  Johnston  Association  get  a  vision  of  our  work,  and  may 
this  be  a  stimulus  to  cause  us  to  rally  around  the  cross  of  our  Lord 
in  order  that  we  may  accept  the  challenge  to  do  more  this  year  than 
we  have  in  bygone  days.  We  can  go  beyond  anything  we  have  done 
in  the  past  if  your  church  and  my  church  would  stress  the  importance 
of  real  Christian  stewardship. 

May  this  be  a  challenge  to  all  of  our  churches  to  place  a  reasonable 
amount  in  the  church  budget  to  be  paid  through  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram. The  world  is  waiting  for  the  message  of  Christ,  and  the  Master 
is  waiting  for  His  churches  to  send  the  Gospel  to  this  waiting  world.

Bro.  Zedick  announced  that  the  photographer  took  12  pictures 
at  the  first  day's  session.  He  said  that  orders  could  be  made  for 
prints. 

Bro.  Deese  called  attention  to  the  financial  report  of  the  stare 
Executive  Committee  soon  to  appear  in  the  Biblical  Recorder. 

Special  music  was  rendered  by  Mrs.  Larry  Mayo,  after  which 
Bro.  Orvil  W.  Reid,  Missionary  to  Mexico,  delivered  the  mis- 
sionary sermon.  He  reported  that  work  in  Mexico  was  made  much 
harder  by  the  opposition  from  Catholic  inspired  mobs.  He  stated 
that  Mexican  people  are  very  poor  but  when  they  become  Christians 
they  tithe  their  income,  small  though  it  be.  He  made  a  plea  for 
Christians  to  give  more  to  missions  and  to  churches  to  send  more 
of  their  present  gifts  to  missions.  He  lamented  the  fact  that  we 
keep  too  much  money  at  home  to  spend  on  ourselves. 

At  the  close  of  the  sermon,  Bro.  Reid  offered  thanks  for  the 
food  and  pronounced  the  benediction.  We  adjourned  for  lunch 
hour. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION 
SECOND  DAY 
Clayton  First  Baptist  Church 

The  afternoon  session  was  begun  by  the  singing  of  the  hymn 
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"We'll  Work  Till  Jesus  Comes." 

Bro.  Upchurch  led  in  prayer. 
In  the  absence  of  Bro.  Elvin  Johnson,  the  moderator  recognized 
Bro.  Troy  Jones  to  present  the  Report  of  the  Training  Union. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

Bro.  Nix  was  asked  to  speak  to  the  Training  Union  Report. 
He  reminded  us  that  most  churches  had  not  properly  organized 
their  unions.  A  personal  testimony  of  the  value  of  the  Training 
Union  in  his  life  was  given  by  Bro.  Nix. 

Report  of  the  Training  Union 

With  51  churches  and  missions  in  our  association  we  have  31  with 
Training  Unions.  Total  enrollment  for  the  31  unions  is  2,367,  with  an 
average  weekly  attendance  of  1,264. 

Twenty-one  of  our  churches  earned  614  Training  Union  Awards. 
They  were  as  follows:  Baptist  Tabernacle  1,  Bethany  122,  Bethesda  2, 
Blackmon's  Grove  23,  Carter's  Chapel  85,  Clayton,  First,  51,  Four 
Oaks  39,  Hales  Chapel  20,  Hood's  Grove  2,  Kenly  4,  Micro  25,  Middlesex 
2,  Mt.  Moriah  42,  New  Bethel  51,  Noble's  Chapel  30,  Parrish  Memorial 
30,  Pleasant  Grove  8,  Smithfield,  First  33,  Thanksgiving  5,  Wilson's 
Mills  19,  Faith  Mission  10. 

Our  "M"  Night,  held  at  Smithfield  First  Church,  with  a  near  capac- 
ity crowd,  was  the  outstanding  event  of  our  Training  Union  year.  Dr. 
Charles  Howard,  Professor  at  Campbell  College,  brought  a  very  in- 
spiring message  for  Training  Union  members  at  this  meeting. 

Youth  night  was  observed  for  the  first  time  at  Clayton's  First 
Church  as  a  part  of  our  Training  Union  program.  Only  a  few  at- 
tended this  meeting,  but  the  ground  work  was  laid  for  what  promises 
to  he  a  very  vital  part  of  our  associational  Training  Union  program. 

We  gained  three  new  Training  Unions,  with  an  increased  enroll- 
ment in  the  association  of  343  new  members.

He  stated  that  the 
Sunday  School  should  support  the  church,  the  teaching  and  the 
soul-winning  ministry.  He  said  the  Sunday  School  should  minister 
to  the  home,  but  the  home  must  attend  and  give  it  their  financial, 
moral  and  spiritual  support.    His  report  was  adopted. 

Sunday  School  Report 

It  is  with  heartfelt  gratitude  that  we  come  to  make  this  annual 
report  to  the  association. 

On  behalf  of  the  entire  staff  of  associational  Sunday  school  officers, 
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let  me  pledge  our  adherence  to  the  ideal  that  our  task  is  one  of  service. 
Our  only  purpose  is  to  help  the  churches  through  proper  use  of  their 
Sunday  schools  to  reach  the  lost  for  Christ  and  lead  the  saved  to 
acknowledge  the  Lordship  of  Christ  in  daily  living. 

This  year  our  association  is  reporting  49  churches  and  51  Sunday 
schools.    Our  Sunday  school  enrollment  this  year  is  10,444. 

Achievements  this  past  year  include: 

44  Vacation  Bible  schools  and  mission  Vacation  Bible  schools  were 
held. 

0  new  Sunday  schools  were  started. 

24  churches  reported  466  training  awards. 

1  Sunday  school  achieved  the  Standard  of  Excellence — Mt.  Moriah. 
We  respectfully  make  the  following  suggestions: 

1.  That  we  adopt  for  this  year  the  theme,  "That  They  Might  Have 
Life." 

2.  That  the  Sunday  school  leadership  of  each  church  in  our 
association  be  urged  to: 

Determine  to  gain  a  minimum  of  5%  in  enrollment  and  10%  in 
attendance. 

Move  up  the  pattern  of  organization  by  starting  new  classes  and 
departments. 

Start  2  new  Sunday  schools  this  year. 
Follow  a  weekly  visitation  plan. 

Provide  a  training  program  which  would  include  January  Bible 
Study  Week,  Preparation  Week,  and  Operation  Home  Study. 

Hold  a  Vacation  Bible  school  and  conduct  a  mission  Vacation  Bible 
School. 

Give  priority  to  personal  witnessing. 
Encourage  all  Sunday  school  workers  to  participate  in  the  regular 
associational  Sunday  school  meetings  and  programs  in  order  that  our 
own  work  may  be  strengthened  and  that,  through  co-operation,  all 
churches  may  carry  out  their  divine  commission. 

Summary  of  Activities: 

1.  During  the  year,  members  of  the  Sunday  School  Executive  Com- 
mittee held  three  planning  sessions. 

2.  An  Association- wide  Rally  was  held  at  Pisgah  Church. 

3.  One  central  training  school  was  conducted  in  Smithfield. 

4.  Forty-four  churches  conducted  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School 
within  the  Association  with  4,000  students  participating. 

Recommendations : 

1.  Four  Associational  Sunday  School  Meetings  to  be  held  during 
the  year. 

2.  Full  participation  in  the  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinic  March  24 
in  Smithfield  with  52  Sunday  Schools  participating. 

3.  A  goal  of  three  standard  Sunday  Schools  during  the  coming 
year. 

3.  That  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Sunday  School  association 
appoint  a  nominating  committee  three  or  more  months  in  advance  of  the 
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annual  association  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  nominating  an  associa- 
tional  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee for  approval  and  that  the  newly  elected  superintendent  be  given 
authority  to  select  and  enlist  the  other  officers  to  be  presented  for  ap- 
proval to  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Sunday  School  Association. 
This  procedure  is  suggested  in  order  to  have  the  Sunday  School  or- 
ganization completed  and  ready  to  function  at  the  beginning  of  the 
associational  year.

Bro.  Ricks,  Royal  Ambassador  Counselor,  presented  the  Re- 
port of  the  Royal  Ambassadors.    His  report  was  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Royal  Ambassadors 

The  Order  of  Royal  Ambassadors  is  now  a  full-fledged  member  of 
the  Brotherhood.  All  plans  and  materials  are  in  the  hands  of  the 
Brotherhood  and  are  obtained  only  from  the  Brotherhood  Commission. 
We  are  glad  to  see  the  upsurge  of  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Brother- 
hood in  our  association.  This  has  resulted  in  a  greater  knowledge  of 
the  work  of  the  Royal  Ambassadors  and  consequently  is  fostering  the 
work  among  the  boys.  Through  the  promotional  activities  of  both  the 
associational  Brotherhood  president  and  the  Royal  Ambassador  Coun- 
selor more  churches  are  taking  a  more  serious  look  at  the  possibilities 
among  the  boys. 

Our  association  has  made  progress  in  the  Royal  Ambassador  work. 
At  present  there  are  24  organizations  with  approximately  350  members. 
We  are  anticipating  new  organizations  in  the  near  future.  We  could 
hope  that  every  church  in  the  association  would  organize  at  least  one 
Royal  Ambassador  organization  and  that  these  will  be  sponsored  by 
Brotherhoods. 

Some  of  the  best  help  available  to  the  counselors  is  the  annual 
Counselors  Training  Course.    Last  year  the  course  was  held  at  Bethes- 
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da.  There  were  about  fifteen  enrolled  in  the  course.  Extremely  cold 
weather  kept  others  away  who  might  have  come. 

Practically  all  the  materials  used  by  the  Royal  Ambassadors  have 
been  revised  and  made  more  attractive.  We  heartily  recommend  the 
magazine  AMBASSADOR  LIFE  to  the  boys  and  would  urge  that  par- 
ents see  that  their  boy  has  his  own  subscription.  The  newest  help 
available  is  a  magazine  entitled  AMBASSADOR  LEADER.  As  the 
name  implies,  it  is  designed  to  offer  guidance  to  the  counselors  and  thus 
improve  the  quality  of  the  work.  At  the  same  time  it  will  make  the 
work  easier  and  more  enjoyable. 

I  trust  we  will  experience  much  growth  in  the  R.  A.  work  this  year. 
If  churches  without  organizations  would  organize  just  one  organization 
we  could  double  our  work  in  one  year.  Pastors  and  Brotherhoods  must 
search  diligently  until  they  have  found  a  counselor  to  begin  the  work. 

The  youth  in  our  churches  will  serve  Christ,  but  they  must  have 
the  love,  care  and  help  of  the  elder,  more  mature  Christians.  Through 
the  work  of  the  Royal  Ambassadors  many  young  men  may  be  chan- 
neled into  the  stream  of  fulltime  workers  for  Christ  that  are  needed  in 
an  ever  increasing  number.

The  moderator  recognized  Bro.  Ricks  to  read  the  history  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Clayton  inasmuch  as  the  Historian,  Bro. 
Niles  Compton  could  not  be  present. 

History  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Clayton 

The  church  was  organized  in  1811  by  Regdon  Johnson  and  Sallie 
Avera  as  the  Johnston  Liberty  Meeting  House.  It  was  located  then  near 
what  is  now  Bartex  Mill,  and  Regdon  Johnson  served  as  the  first 
pastor. 

The  records  show  that  eight  members  had  been  received  up  to  1816, 
but  there  are  no  further  records  until  1839. 

In  this  year  as  a  result  of  revival  services  48  members  were  added, 
and  the  church  began  a  vigorous  growth.  This  growth  was  apparent 
in  that  the  following  year  the  Baptist  State  Convention  was  extended 
a  three  year  invitation  to  meet  with  them. 

In  September  of  1882  the  Church  voted  to  move  to  the  village  of 
Clayton  just  about  a  mile  away,  and  the  name  was  changed  to 
Clayton  Baptist  Church.  To  accommodate  this  move  a  fine  building 
was  built  on  Whitaker  Street  with  adequate  rooms  for  the  Sunday 
School.  This  progress  continued  so  that  in  1909  the  property  included 
a  nine  room  parsonage  with  a  total  value  of  $8,000.00.  Improvements 
were  added  from  time  to  time  to  the  church  building. 

In  the  building  of  the  baptistry  came  before  the  town  had  any 
water  works,  and  in  order  to  take  care  of  this  lack,  they  arranged  a 
hook  up  with  the  gutter  pipes  to  fill  the  pool.  As  Mr.  Talton  says  in 
his  history  of  the  church,  "You  could  get  religion  any  time  you  wanted 
to,  but  you  had  to  wait  for  it  to  rain  to  get  baptized." 
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By  1913  the  growth  called  for  a  new  building  and  plans  were  made 
which  ended  in  a  total  indebtedness  amounting  to  about  $30,000.  The 
old  building  was  moved  and  later  sold.  The  indebtedness  was  a  heavy 
burden  to  the  church  until  a  move  was  made  to  clear  the  whole  debt. 
Through  an  amazing  effort  the  total  amount  was  raised  in  ten  days  and 
the  debt  payed  off. 

In  1942  the  name  of  the  church  was  changed  to  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Clayton. 

In  February  of  1957  the  growth  of  the  church  called  for  another 
Educational  Building,  and  one  was  erected  by  October  of  that  year 
at  the  cost  of  $95,000. 

This  church  is  reported  to  be  the  oldest  church  in  the  Association. 
The  church  has  come  a  long  way  and  has  made  great  progress  since 
1811.  It  has  progressively  reached  out  into  the  community  to  win  lost 
souls  to  the  Kingdom.  Its  membership  has  climbed  to  594  resident 
members  with  31  baptisms  reported  in  the  last  minutes  of  the  Asso- 
ciation.   The  church  has  a  current  budget  of  $34,859.74. 

According  to  the  records,  Dr.  Eph  Whisenhunt,  who  retired  last 
year,  served  the  church  for  the  longest  period  of  time — 1943  to  1957. 
The  present  pastor  is  the  Reverend  F.  Eugene  Deese.

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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I.  NAME 
The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  Johnston  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation. 

ARTICLE  II.  OBJECTS 
The  object  and  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  counsel 
together  for  the  enlargement,  expansion  and  strengthening  of  the 
work  of  our  Lord;  to  promote  unity,  growth  and  fellowship  among 
the  member  churches;  and  to  further  the  spirit  of  cooperation  with 
and  in  Baptist  work  in  general  as  set  forth  by  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention. 

ARTICLE  III.  MEMBERSHIP 
The  membership  of  the  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastors 
of  all  affiliated  churches  and  ordained  ministers  of  affiliating  churches 
who  are  not  active,  and  three  messengers  from  each  church  for  the 
first  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  additional 
messenger  from  each  church  for  each  additional  one  hundred  members 
or  major  fraction  thereof.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certified  in 
the  annual  letters  sent  by  the  churches  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association.  The  courtesies  of  the  floor  may  be  extended  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  body  to  representatives  of  our  denominational  interests, 
and  also  to  ministers  and  members  of  other  Christian  organizations. 

ARTICLE  IV.  NEW  CHURCHES 
The  Association  may  receive  other  Baptist  churches  into  its  fellow- 
ship on  receipt  of  letters  of  dismission  from  other  like  organizations. 
It  may  also  receive  newly  constituted  churches  whose  articles  of  faith 
harmonize  with  the  generally  accepted  Articles  of  Faith  among  South- 
ern Baptists.  Any  newly  organized  church  applying  for  admission  to 
the  fellowship  of  the  Association  shall  be  received  under  the  watch- 
care  of  the  Association  for  one  year,  after  which,  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee,  it  may  be  voted  into  full  fellowship 
of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V.  MEETINGS 
The  Association  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place  as  it 
may  decide  at  the  preceding  annual  meeting.  The  Executive  commit- 
tee, hereinafter  provided  for,  shall  have  the  authority  to  change 
the  place  and  time  of  meeting  in  the  event  a  sudden  emergency  shall 
make  such  change  advisable. 

ARTICLE  VI.  AUTHORITY 
The  Association  shall  be  clothed  with  authority  only  to  advise  the 
churches  touching  all  things  pertaining  to  their  interest,    but  shall  in 
no  case  control  or  direct  them  with  reference  to  their  own  government 
or  internal  policy. 

ARTICLE  VII.  ORGANIZATION 
The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  moderator,  whose 
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term  of  office  shall  be  limited  to  two  one  year  periods,  and  who  shall 
not  be  eligible  to  succeed  himself  after  such  two  year  period;  a  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Historian;  these  officers  shall  be 
elected  each  year  by  the  Association  at  its  annual  meeting  and  shall 
hold  office  for  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  The 
Moderator  shall  be  elected  at  the  Association  at  its  annual  meeting 
held  in  1955,  and  annually  thereafter;  the  Moderator  to  preside  over 
the  sessions  of  the  body,  the  Vice-Moderator  to  preside  in  his 
absence;  the  Clerk  to  record,  print  and  distribute  the  minutes  of  the 
body,  and  to  keep  on  file  these  and  all  other  important  papers;  the 
Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse  all  funds  of  the  Association  sub- 
ject to  its  order;  the  Auditor  to  examine  the  Treasurer's  books  at 
the  close  of  each  session  and  to  render  a  report  before  adjournment; 
the  Historian  to  report  to  the  Association  each  year  at  the  annual  ses- 
sion and  to  keep  an  accurate  history  of  the  work. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  COMMITTEES 
The  Moderator  shall   appoint  the  following   committees   at  the 
general  meeting  of  the  Association. 

(a)  To  nominate  the  officers  of  the  Association; 

(b)  On  Order  of  Business  and  to  prepare  associational  programs; 

(c)  On  Time,  Place  and  Preacher  for  the  next  session; 

(d)  On  Resolutions; 

(e)  On  Memorials; 

(f)  Such  other  Committees  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

ARTICLE  IX.  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 
The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Committee  which 
shall  have  authority  between  regular  sessions  of  the  Association  to 
act  for  the  body  in  necessary  matters,  executing  the  plans  and  work 
of  the  Association  in  whatever  manner  may  seem  advisable,  a  full 
report  of  its  work  being  presented  annually  with  such  recommenda- 
tions as  may  seem  wise. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastor  and 
one  lay  member  from  each  church  in  addition  to  any  ex-officio  mem- 
bers from  the  church.  The  lay  member  shall  be  elected  by  the  in- 
dividual church  annually  and  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year  from 
November  1  to  October  31.  The  Moderator  of  the  Association  shall  be  an 
ex-officio  member  of  the  committee,  and  shall  act  as  its  chairman.  In 
addition  to  the  Moderator,  the  following  persons  shall  be  ex-officio  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee:  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor, 
Publicity  Director,  and  Historian  of  the  Association;  also,  the  As- 
sociational heads  of  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  and  Brotherhood,  and  the  persons  who  are  to  make  re- 
ports to  the  Association  the  following  year  on  Evangelism.  Christian 
Education,  Christian  Literature,  American  Bible  Society,  Temperance 
and  Public  Morals,  Cooperative  Program,  Benevolences  (which  shall 
include  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes,  Hospital,  Home  for  the 
Aging,  Relief  and  Annuity  Board),  Music  Director,  and  Associational 
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Missionary.  All  ex-officio  members  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  on  all 
matters.  Fifteen  (15)  members  present  at  an  Executive  Committee 
meeting  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  X.    GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

(a)  This  Association  shall  not  have  power  to  annul  the  dis- 
cipline or  exercise  authority  over  any  church  connected  with  it  but 
may  advise  with  and  sever  its  connection  with  any  church  that  neg- 
lects to  preserve  Gospel  order. 

(b)  Each  church  shall  send  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Asso- 
ciation a  letter  (the  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Asso- 
ciation), carefully  filled  as  per  blank  suggestions,  stating  the  full 
work  of  the  church  for  the  year  ending  the  last  Sunday  in  September. 

(c)  The  Association  shall  foster  Associational  Missions,  State  Mis- 
sions, Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Education,  the 
Ministers'  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Or- 
phanage, Hospital,  Home  for  the  Aging,  and  the  American  Bible 
Society,  and  each  church  shall  be  encouraged  to  contribute  to  the 
support  of  these  objects  regularly  and  systematically. 

(d)  The  Proceedings  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be 
recorded  as  a  part  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  XI.  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 
There  shall  be  a  Missions  Committee.  It  shall  consist  of  the  heads 
of  the  departments:  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union 
Director,  W.  M.  U.  President,  and  Brotherhood  chairman.  Also  there 
shall  be  three  nominated  along  with  the  other  Associational  officers 
and  elected  annually  by  the  Association  to  serve  with  these  depart- 
ment heads.    Their  duties  shall  be  too: 

(1)  Plan  the  Associational  Calendar  of  Activities; 

(2)  Coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Association; 

(3)  Aid  in  the  promotion  of  the  missions  program 

The  chairman  shall  be  elected  from  among  themselves  by  the 
committee  at  its  first  session  following  their  annual  election. 

ARTICLE  XII.    ADOPTION  AND  REVISION 
This  Constitution  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its  adoption 
and  shall  supercede  any  and  all  Constitutions  previously  adopted. 

The  same  may  be  revised  at  any  annual  session  of  the  Associa- 
tion upon  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  and 
voting,  provided  the  proposed  revision  shall  have  been  presented 
in  writing  to  the  Executive  Committee  prior  to  the  annual  meeting 
for  information  only;  and  provided  that  the  proposed  revision  shall  be 
presented  at  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association, 
but  shall  not  be  voted  on  until  the  second  day  of  such  annual  meet- 
ing at  such  time  the  Moderator  may  designate  by  public  announce- 
ment. 

RULES  OF  ORDER 
1.    All  meetings  of  the  body  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 
devotional  services.

2.  Representatives  from  ten  churches  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

3.  Messengers  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches 
designating  them  as  such. 

4.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  shall  use  the  term  "brother,"  or  "sister,"  as  the  case  may 
be,  in  speaking  to  each  other  and  shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject 
more  than  twice  without  permission. 

5.  The  roll  of  members  shall  be  called  at  least  once,  and 
absentees  marked. 

6.  Corresponding  messengers  and  visiting  brethren  shall  be 
invited  to  seats  with  the  privilege  of  speaking,    but  not  voting. 

7.  A  copy  of  the  minutes  shall  be  sent  to  each  of  the  following: 
the  General  and  Statistical  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  the  State 
Mission  Board,  Librarian  of  Wake  Forest  College,  Librarian  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky..  Secretary 
of  Survey  and  Statistics,  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board.  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  Samuel  Colgate  Historical  Collection,  Colgate  University,  Ham- 
ilton, N.  Y;  American  Baptist  Society,  Crozer  Seminary,  Chester. 
Pa.;  Southwestern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Fort  Worth,  Texas; 
and  to  Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Wake  Forest,  N.  C.

October  21,  22,  1959 

Morning  Session 

With  the  theme  "UNTO  A  FULL  GROWN  CHRISTIAN"  the 
Fifty-Seventh  Annual  session  of  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association 
was  begun.  The  session  was  opened  with  the  singing,  "Come 
Thou  Almighty  King,"  led  by  Bro.  Blake  Thomas. 

Bro.  Aubrey  McLellan  read  the  Scripture  and  led  us  in 
prayer. 

The  roll  was  called  and  it  was  determined  that  a  quorum  was 
present.  The  motion  was  made  that  those  present  constitute  the 
body  for  the  order  of  business. 

Bro.  Jimmy  Little  was  recognized  to  present  the  order  of 
business.   His  report  was  amended  and  then  accepted  as  amended. 

The  moderator  paused  to  recognize  the  visitors  present  and 
welcome  them. 

Bro.  Paul  Nix,  associational  missionary,  was  asked  to  intro- 
duce the  new  pastors  in  the  association.  On  behalf  of  the  asso- 
ciation, the  moderator  welcomed  them  into  our  fellowship. 

Vice  moderator,  Bro.  Willard  Baxter,  was  asked  to  preside 
that  Bro.  Mayo  may  present  a  memorial  gavel  to  the  association 
on  behalf  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Smithfield.  Bro.  Baxter 
accepted  the  gavel  on  behalf  of  the  association.  It  seems  an  appro- 
priate memorial  of  the  life  of  Bro.  J.  M.  Beaty,  who  served  long 
and  faithfully  among  Johnston  Baptists.  Bro.  Mayo  made  a  tribute 
to  the  life  of  Bro.  Beaty  and  then  made  a  motion  that  the  tribute 
be  incorporated  into  the  minutes  of  the  association.  The  motion 
passed. 

Tribute  to  the  Life  of  Bro.  J.  M.  Beaty 

This  gavel  is  being  presented  to  Johnston  Baptist  Association  by 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Smithfield  in  memory  of  Mr.  J.  M.  Beaty 
(1858-1922)  who  was  an  outstanding  layman  of  our  Association.  He 
was  a  faithful  member  of  the  Smithfield  church  but  because  of  his 
great  influence  and  contribution  to  our  Association  the  deacons  of  our 
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church  feel  that  it  is  appropriate  that  a  gift  in  his  memory  be  presented 
to  the  Association. 

Brother  Jim  Beaty  was  active  in  associational  work  for  many 
years  when  this  Association  was  a  part  of  the  old  Raleigh  Association. 
He  became  the  first  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  newly 
formed  Johnston  Association  shortly  after  the  turn  of  the  century  and 
served  in  this  position  with  the  exception  of  four  years  until  his 
death.    Even  during  those  four  years  he  was  honorary  chairman. 

When  the  history  of  Smithfield's  First  Church  was  reviewed  at 
its  125th  anniversary  in  1955  it  was  pointed  out  that  to  J.  M.  Beaty 
should  go  a  major  share  of  the  credit  for  the  growth  of  the  Baptist 
movement  in  Johnston  County  near  the  close  of  the  19th  Century  and 
in  the  early  years  of  the  20th  Century.  He  helped  establish  an  untold 
number  of  churches  in  the  county.  Not  only  did  he  give  much  of  his 
time  to  this  missionary  work  but  also  he  gave  money  liberally  to  sup- 
port of  the  churches.  He  made  it  possible  for  ministerial  students  to 
preach  at  Baptist  churches  in  the  county  at  a  time  when  the  churches 
found  it  difficult  to  employ  or  support  regular  pastors.  He  boarded 
them  at  his  home  in  Smithfield  and  bore  other  expenses  incurred  by 
these  young  preachers. 

We  can  be  thankful  for  a  layman  such  as  J.  M.  Beaty  and  only 
eternity  will  reveal  his  Christian  influence  in  this  Association  which 
we  are  sure  reaches  out  into  all  the  world. 

The  clerk  was  recognized  to  give  the  Report  of  the  Executive 
Committee.   His  report  was  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee 

Four  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Johnston  Bap- 
tist Association  were  held  this  year.  The  committee  met  the  last 
Tuesday  in  each  quarter  of  the  year.  All  meetings  were  held  in  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Smithfield. 

THE  FIRST  REGULAR  MEETING  was  held  December  30,  1958. 
The  Lay  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  were  elected.  At 
this  meeting  it  was  reported  that  the  Hocutt  Memorial  church  had 
made  plans  to  begin  a  full  time  program.  In  view  of  that  fact, 
they  made  the  request  for  $1,000.00  in  state  aid  to  be  applied  to  the 
pastor's  salary.    The  request  was  approved. 

THE  SECOND  REGULAR  MEETING  of  the  committee  was  held 
March  31,  1959.  At  this  meeting  the  committee  authorized  the  asso- 
ciational Music  Committee  to  plan  a  School  of  Music  for  October, 
1959.  The  Committee  elected  Bro.  Nix,  Associational  Missionary,  to 
serve  as  Director  of  the  School  of  Missions.  The  Missions  Committee 
recommended  that  the  association  consider  the  possibility  of  having 
only  one  major  emphasis  a  year,  rather  than  attempting  more  than 
one  major  program.  Bro.  Glen  Holt,  Chairman  of  the  Missions 
Committee,  made  a  motion  that  the  major  emphasis  next  year  be  a 
Simultaneous  Training  Union  Revival.    The  motion  was  approved. 

THE  THIRD  REGULAR  MEETING  of  the  Executive  Committee 
was  held  June  30,  1959.    In  the  June  meeting  the  proposed  budget  for 
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1959-60  was  presented  by  the  finance  committee.  The  budget  was 
approved.  After  approval  of  the  proposed  budget,  a  motion  was 
made  that  the  moderator  and  chairman  of  Finance  confer  as  to  ways 
whereby  an  effective  effort  may  be  made  to  raise  the  funds  needed  to 
meet  the  1958-59  budget.  The  motion  was  approved.  It  was  agreed 
upon  by  common  consent,  that  the  Finance  Committee  would  send  out 
regular  reports  informing  the  churches  of  the  amount  of  their  gifts  to 
the  association.  The  Missions  Committee  recommended  that  the 
association  plan  a  Visual  Aids  Workshop  for  October,  1959.  The  com- 
mittee gave  its  approval.  At  this  point  we  make  mention  that  Bro. 
Lynwood  Hobbs,  a  friend  of  the  Missionary,  gave  a  dictaphone  to 
the  association  to  be  used  by  the  missionary.  Due  expression  of  grati- 
tude was  made  on  behalf  of  the  association.  The  Newton  Grove 
Church  asked  the  association  to  approve  its  request  for  state  aid  "in 
any  amount  obtainable."  The  request  was  approved. 

THE  FOURTH  REGULAR  MEETING  was  held  September  29, 
1959.  The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  was  pre- 
sented for  information  only.  The  usual  reports,  along  with  the 
missionary's  report  of  the  Schools  of  Missions  were  given.  The 
Hocutt  Memorial  Church  presented  a  request  for  state  aid  amounting 
to  $960.00.  The  request  was  approved.  The  committee  voted  to  apply 
for  state  aid  for  the  association  in  the  sum  of  $900.00.  The  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Smithfield  made  a  request  for  $960.00  in  state  aid  for  its 
West  Smithfield  Mission.    The  request  was  approved. 

With  a  possible  attendance  of  approximately  90  to  100  people, 
there  were  seldom  more  than  25  people  present.  It  is  hoped  that 
churches  will  send  lay  members  who  will  attend  the  meetings  and 
represent  their  churches  in  the  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  represent  the  association  in  this  local  church.

Blake  Thomas  was  recognized  to  lead  the  body  in  the 
singing  of,  "I  Love  to  Tell  the  Story." 

The  moderator  recognized  Mrs.  H.  O.  Lanning,  Associational 
W.  M.  U.  President,  to  give  the  Report  of  the  W.  M.  U.  She 
made  a  motion  that  her  report  be  accepted.  It  was  approved. 
She  spoke  briefly  to  her  report.  Mrs.  Lanning  had  some  children 
and  young  people  to  tell  what  their  mission  organizations  mean  to 
them.  Mrs.  S.  T.  Anderson,  Jr.  was  asked  to  tell  us  what  it  means 
to  her  to  be  a  Junior  G.  A.  Counselor.  Mrs.  Lanning  reminded 
us  that  as  yet  Johnston  Association  has  not  yet  sent  out  a  mission- 
ary. However,  there  are  some  young  people  who  have  volunteered 
for  mission  service. 

Report  on  Woman's  Missionary  Union 

It  is  always  hard  for  me  to  make  an  adequate  report  on  Kingdom 
work  because  I  realize  too  well  that  some  of  the  finest  work  can  never 
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be  expressed  and  all  our  consecrated  leaders  cannot  be  mentioned. 
With  this  in  mind,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  work  of  every  person 
who  has  made  it  possible  through  the  leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
for  the  Johnston  Baptist  Associational  W.M.U.  to  show  the  progress 
for  which  I  am  grateful. 

Our  women  have  worked  long  and  tirelessly  in  their  efforts  of 
promoting  missions  throughout  the  association  and  around  the  world. 
Our  efforts  have  been  rewarded  by  an  increase  in  our  gifts  through 
our  four  special  offerings,  namely  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  offering, 
Annie  Armstrong  offering  for  Home  Missions,  the  Heck-Jones  offering 
for  objects  dear  to  the  hearts  of  all  North  Carolina  W.M.U.  members 
and  state  mission  offering.  The  largest  gain  was  shown  in  our  Lottie 
Moon  Christmas  offering  and,  though  we  did  not  fully  meet  our  goal 
of  an  eleven  percent  increase,  we  did  surpass  our  gifts  of  last  year. 

Visible  gains  are  not  always  as  impressive  as  we  would  like  for 
them  to  be,  yet,  we  are  aware  that  a  trend  toward  an  enlarged  vision 
and  deeper  concern  is  manifest.  For  the  first  time,  this  past  summer 
our  association  sponsored  a  Sunbeam  Band  day  camp  instead  of  a 
rally  previously  held.  This  was  well  attended  and  plans  are  in  the 
making  for  an  enlarged  camping  program  for  the  coming  summer.  It 
is  our  hope  that  a  camping  program  for  our  G.A.'s  can  be  worked  out 
also. 

We  feel  keenly  our  responsibility  toward  the  young  people  in  our 
local  churches  and  thus  we  have  striven  to  get  these  organizations 
functioning  in  churches  where  there  are  none.  The  task  is  by  no  means 
completed  though  some  gains  have  been  reported. 

Though  reports  do  not  tell  the  complete  story  of  work  done,  our 
women  have  been  faithful  in  their  reporting.  Seldom  does  a  quarter 
pass  that  we  are  not  100%  in  our  reporting.  Because  of  the  faithful- 
ness of  our  women  in  this  effort,  we  keep  a  check  on  ourselves  and  the 
aims  gained  through  our  plan  for  advancement  in  missionary  endeavor. 
We  are  happy  to  report  that  a  total  of  2,512  women  and  young  people 
are  busily  engaged  in  a  missionary  organization.  There  is  a  total  of 
897  missionary  periodicals  going  into  our  homes.  This  does  not  include 
the  "Commission,"  "Home  Missions  or  the  "Biblical  Recorder."  More 
than  1,170  women  and  young  people  read  a  mission  study  book  and 
were  in  attendance  at  a  mission  study  class.  We  show  a  report  1,463 
women  giving  through  the  cooperative  program.  We  hope  the  figure 
far  exceeds  those  reported. 

Several  of  our  societies  have  achieved  recognition  as  approved, 
advanced  and  one  society  has  become  an  honor  society — this  is  quite 
difficult  to  achieve.  We  anticipate  other  churches  receiving  this 
recognition  in  the  near  future. 

We  rejoice  that  Mrs.  Paul  Nix  has  felt  led  to  assume  the  leadership 
for  our  G.A.'s  in  the  association.  This  post  has  been  vacant  since  last 
spring,  so  we  are  grateful  for  the  acceptance  of  Mrs.  Nix  to  this 
important  phase  of  our  work. 

Many  of  our  societies  are  becoming  aware  that  more  concentrated 
work  can  be  done  through  the  organizational  plan  of  circles.  Thus 
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some  of  our  smaller  societies  have,  during  the  past  year,  enlarged  their 
membership  and  their  scope  of  work  through  the  circle  plan. 

As  we  enter  this  another  church  year  of  planning,  giving  and 
working  together,  we  covet  the  prayers  of  every  church  member.  It 
is  our  earnest  hope  that  our  visions  will  be  enlarged,  our  gifts  increased 
and  our  prayer  life  more  earnest.

Miss  Jean  Poston  was  recognized  to  give  the  Report  on 
Christian  Education.  She  made  a  motion  that  her  report  be 
adopted.  We  were  reminded  that  there  are  71  colleges  maintained 
by  Southern  Baptists.  Miss  Poston  gave  excerpts  from  a  progress 
report  sent  by  Mars  Hill  College.    Her  report  was  approved. 

Report  on  Christian  Education 

"There  can  be  no  wisdom  that  does  not  include  God."  Such  is  the 
summary  of  a  theory  I  have  heard  recently,  and  as  its  meaning  is 
pondered,  the  truth  startles  us!  Thus,  our  institutions  of  learning 
take  on  added  significance  and  we  realize  how  challenging  is  Christian 
education. 

The  most  important  step  forward  during  the  past  year  in  North 
Carolina  Baptist's  program  of  Christian  Education  was  the  action  by 
convention  in  accepting  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  25 
that  in  the  near  future  some  of  our  junior  colleges  take  steps  toward 
becoming  senior  institutions,  and  plans  are  in  process  for  the 
strengthening  of  all  seven  of  our  colleges.  Much  expansion  will  be 
needed  also  that  we  may  admit  more  worthy  students  since  the  trend 
toward  college  education  is  swinging  upward.  Wake  Forest  College 
is  preparing  to  offer  post-graduate  work  leading  to  the  Master's  degree. 

In  our  own  association,  our  emphasis  upon  Christian  Education 
included  the  annual  student  retreat  in  August.  All  rising  high  school 
seniors  and  all  college  students  were  invited  to  attend  an  inspiring 
and  challenging  program  of  activities  that  included  a  discussion  panel 
and  a  message.  The  theme  "Captivated  for  Christ"  featured  an  em- 
phasis on  B.S.U.,  making  the  most  of  college  life,  and  a  commitment 
of  the  total  life  to  Christ.  Approximately  50  young  people  shared  in 
the  activities  on  August  21,  5:30  until  9:00  p.m.,  at  Nobles  Chapel 
Church. 

By  1963  Southern  Baptists  will  need  over  30,000  new  workers  for 
denominational  vocations.  It  is  up  to  us  to  challenge  our  young  people 
to  examine  the  possibility  of  such  work  as  they  seek  God's  will  for 
their  lives.  It  is  up  to  us  also  to  instill  a  strong  personal  faith  so 
that  their  education  can  be  Christian,  no  matter  where  they  attend 
college.  It  is  up  to  us  to  guide  them  in  finding  true  wisdom,  not  just 
trite  knowledge,  and  true  wisdom  is  founded  upon  God  and  begins 
with  a  right  relation  with  Him.

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Bro.  J.  E.  Lewis  was  asked  to  give  the  Report  on  Christian 
Literature.  He  made  a  motion  that  his  report  be  adopted.  He 
recognized  Bro.  L.  D.  Holt  to  speak  on  behalf  of  the  report  and 
the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER,  our  state  paper.  Bro.  Holt  an- 
nounced that  Bro.  Marse  Grant  has  been  chosen  to  be  the  new  edi- 
tor of  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER.  He  said  that  Bro.  Grant 
and  Bro.  C.  W.  Bazemore  will  serve  as  a  team  in  preparing  the 
state  paper.  The  crux  of  a  plea  made  by  Bro.  Holt  was  a  challenge 
to  Baptists  to  read  good  Christian  literature  and  to  provide  it  for 
the  children  in  our  homes.  THE  COMMISSION,  HOME  LIFE 
and  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  should  be  in  every  Baptist  home 
stated  Bro.  Holt.    The  Christian  Literature  report  was  adopted. 

Report  on  Christian  Literature 

In  1946  I  made  a  report  on  Christian  Literature.  In  that  report. 
I  stated  that  I  had  made  a  survey  on  my  mail  route  and  in  that  survey 
I  found  that  all  organizations  of  any  kind  that  I  know  about  were 
sending  their  magazines  to  their  members  with  the  exception  of  the 
Free  Will  Baptists  and  Missionary  Baptists.  I  have  made  another 
survey  and  I  find  the  same  thing  is  true  again.  I  am  embarrassed  to 
report  the  number  of  Biblical  Recorders  that  I  am  delivering  today  on 
my  mail  route.  However,  it  is  not  all  that  dark.  We  have  34 
churches  in  the  association  which  use  the  club  plan,  and  12  of  these 
churches  have  the  Every  Family  Plan,  making  a  total  of  1625  Biblical 
Recorders  in  the  association  and  62,000  in  the  State. 

The  Biblical  Recorder,  the  Charity  and  Children,  the  Home  Life 
Magazine,  and  our  mission  periodicals  for  every  age  group  should 
be  in  every  Baptist  home. 

"Give  attention  to  reading,"  said  the  Apostle  Paul,  in  writing  tc 
Timothy.  In  that  day,  the  people  had  no  newspapers,  no  magazines, 
no  printing  presses.  But  they  had  to  read  to  find  truth.  Never  before 
has  there  been  so  much  to  read  as  we  have  today.  Much  of  this  flood 
of  reading  matter  is  bad;  so  Christian  people  must  continually  cast 
aside  the  evil  and  turn  to  that  which  is  good.  The  Bible,  of  course, 
occupies  first  place  always  as  we  read  in  search  for  truth.  All  Chris- 
tian literature  must  forever  be  dedicated  to  the  furtherance  of  the 
Gospel,    or  it  fails  in  its  noble  purpose. 

The  flood  of  obscene,  degrading  literature  has  become  so  heavy  on 
news  stands  and  in  the  mails,  that  the  U.  S.  Post  Office  Department  has 
cracked  down  in  its  nation-wide  efforts  to  break  it  up.  The  printed 
page  has  great  power  for  good;  and  also  great  power  for  evil.  Money 
hungry  publishers  without  Christian  motives  are  pouring  out  obscene 
printed  matter  like  a  stream  of  poison  to  capture  the  minds  of  all  who 
will  stop,  look  and  read.  Baptists  have  no  need  to  buy  or  read 
such  literature,  for  they  have  an  immense  volume  of  clean,  uplifting 
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Christian  literature  coming  from  Baptist  presses  and  other  sources  to 
suit  every  age  and  need.

J.  Monte  Bishop  was  recognized  to  give  the  Report  of 
the  American  Bible  Society.  He  made  a  motion  and  it  was 
seconded  that  his  report  be  adopted.  The  motion  passed.  Bro. 
Bishop  spoke  to  his  report  that  he  may  further  acquaint  us  with 
the  nature  and  scope  of  the  ministry  of  the  Bible  Society. 

Report  of  the  American  Bible  Society 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  a  world  wide  missionary  organi- 
zation founded  in  1816.  The  society  serves  every  form  of  Southern 
Baptist  mission  work  at  home  and  abroad. 

Its  works  consist  of: 

1.  Aiding  in  Bible  translation 

2.  Publishing  the  scripture  without  note  or  comment. 

3.  Distributing  without  profit. 

For  the  blind,  it  supplies  scriptures  at  a  small  fraction  of  their 
cost,  in  Braille  and  other  raised-letter  systems  and  on  talking  book 
records. 

Normally  a  small  fee  is  charged  for  the  Bibles  distributed  since 
it  is  felt  that  people  appreciate  the  book  more  when  they  invest  in 
it.    In  case  of  special  need  they  are  given. 

During  1958  the  American  Bible  Society: 

1.  Distributed  around  the  world  a  record  total  of  I6V2  million 
volumes  of  scriptures. 

2.  Donated  more  than  one  million  scripture  volumes  for  distribu- 
tion by  the  chaplains  to  our  Armed  Forces. 

3.  Enlarged  the  ministry  of  the  finger  phono,  a  phonograph 
operated  by  one  finger,  now  being  supplied  with  scripture  recordings 
in  the  languages  needed. 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  supported  by  gifts  from  churches 
and  individuals.  Because  Southern  Baptist  Missionaries  depend  on 
the  society  for  scripture  they  need  for  distribution  to  their  people, 
Southern  Baptist  Churches  gave  to  the  American  Bible  Society  in 
1958  $162,199.00  and  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Society 
Southern  Baptists  stood  first  among  all  denominations  in  contributions. 
Southern  Baptists  can  continue  to  lead  in  support  of  the  society  if 
every  church  will  give.  Here  are  suggestions  based  on  what  many 
churches  are  doing: 

Country  and  Village    $  10—$  25 

Churches  in  Small  Cities    $  25— $100 

Larger   Churches   ...  $100— $200 

Great  City  Churches    $200 — $500  or  more

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The  moderator  announced  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  G.  Willie  Lee 
have  attended  both  days  of  every  annual  session  of  the  associa- 
tion since  1928.  This  record  seemed  unparalleled.  However,  it 
was  learned  that  Miss  Annie  Myatt  has  attended  all  but  four 
days  of  all  sessions  since  1904.  These  people  were  commended 
for  their  faithfulness  to  the  association. 

At  the  announcement  period,  Bro.  Nix,  told  us  that  several 
churches  in  our  association  have  had  good  publicity  in  the  Bib- 
lical Recorder  in  the  past  year. 

Bro.  Baxter  reminded  us  that  last  year  we  voted  to  purchase 
some  projection  equipment  to  be  used  in  the  churches  in  the 
association.  He  stated  that  we  have  not  given  enough  money 
to  pay  in  full  for  the  equipment.  He  made  a  motion  that  we 
take  an  offering  to  complete  that  payment.  The  motion  was 
passed  and  an  offering  was  taken.  It  was  later  reported  that  the 
offering  amounted  to  $65.66. 

The  worship  service  was  begun  with  the  singing  of  "O  For  A 
Thousand  Tongues,"  led  by  Bro.  Thomas.  The  Scripture  was  read 
by  Bro.  Clyde  Luther  and  the  annual  sermon  was  delivered  by 
Bro.  Hugh  Upchurch.  The  Four  Oaks  Choir  presented  a  message 
in  music  just  prior  to  the  sermon. 

At  the  close  of  the  sermon  Bro.  Eph  Whisenhunt  pronounced 
the  benediction  and  gave  thanks  for  the  food.  We  then  ad- 
journed for  the  lunch  hour. 

Afternoon  Session 

The  moderator  called  the  session  to  order  and  asked  the 
congregation  to  sing,  "We  are  Marching  to  Zion." 

Bro.  A.  H.  Lanier,  was  recognized  to  lead  the  devotional. 

The  moderator  recognized  Bro.  Sanford  Smith  to  give  the 
history  of  the  Four  Oaks  Church.  He  read  the  report  and  then 
moved  its  adoption.    The  history  was  adopted  as  read. 

History  of  Four  Oaks  Baptist  Church 

The  Four  Oaks  Baptist  Church  was  organized  April  29,  1891, 
with  eight  charter  members,  three  by  letter  and  five  by  baptism. 
Those  by  letters  were:  Laura  Creech,  Sudie  Stephenson  and  Nancy 
Strickland.  Those  by  baptism  were:  C.  J.  Stephenson,  Lillian  Oliver, 
Cornie  C.  Oliver,  E.  Wright  Baker  and  Atha  Baker. 

The  church  experienced  wonderful  growth  from  the  year  1904 
to  1916.  In  1904  the  roll  showed  ten  members.  In  1916,  104  members. 
In  1930  the  roll  listed  191  members. 
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When  the  church  was  organized  a  lot  was  purchased  from  the 
Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  where  the  first  church  build- 
ing and  also  the  present  building  stand. 

The  following  ministers  have  served  the  church  as  pastors:  Rev- 
erend J.  W.  Rose,  Reverend  F.  H.  Poston,  Reverend  C.  L.  Stringfield, 
Reverend  J.  W.  Suttle,  Reverend  J.  D.  Bowden,  Reverend  D.  F.  Putman, 
Reverend  T.  D.  Justice,  Reverend  W.  T.  Hurst,  Reverend  J.  M.  Duncan, 
Reverend  Rogers,  Reverend  R.  M.  Van  Miller,  Reverend  C.  E.  Stevens, 
Reverend  M.  P.  Davis,  Reverend  James  A.  Ivey,  Reverend  A.  L.  Brown, 
Reverend  C.  A.  Upchurch,  Reverend  J.  L.  Councleman,  Reverend  Hugh 
F.  Harrill,  Reverend  J.  W.  Davis,  Reverend  Fletcher  Ford,  and  the 
present  pastor,  the  Reverend  Troy  E.  Jones,  who  has  served  the 
church  since  November,  1953. 

In  January,  1916  the  church  voted  unanimously  to  erect  a  new 
church  building.  The  church  has  continued  to  make  progress  along 
with  the  town  and  community.  In  1943,  a  parsonage  was  purchased 
and  improvements  were  made  upon  it. 

A  note  from  the  record  in  1947  shows  a  Sunday  School  enrollment 
of  243 — a  church  membership  of  217  and  total  gifts  contributed  to 
all  causes  $5,512.11.  The  church  also  purchased  a  Hammond  Organ, 
and  installed  a  tower  chime  system  costing  approximately  $7,000.00 

The  history  of  the  Four  Oaks  church  displays  an  example  for 
the  statement — "one  planting,  another  watering  and  God  giving  the 
increase."

Charlie  Berchet  to 
speak  on  behalf  of  the  Homes  for  the  Aged,  though  he  was  not 
speaking  to  a  report. 

At  the  miscellaneous  Business  and  Announcement  period  the 
moderator  informed  the  association  of  the  plans  of  Mount  Moriah 
Church  to  join  with  the  Raleigh  Association.  The  moderator  ex- 
pressed our  regret  over  the  loss  of  their  fellowship.  A  motion 
was  made  that  we  send  an  appropriate  commendation  of  the  Mt. 
Moriah  Church  to  the  Raleigh  Association.    The  motion  passed. 

Bro.  Baxter  reported  that  the  offering  for  the  projection 
equipment  amounted  to  $65.66.  He  announced  that  an  offering 
would  be  taken  for  the  same  purpose  on  the  second  day  of  this 
annual  session. 

The  moderator  asked  Bro.  Glen  Holt,  Chairman  of  the  Mis- 
sions Committee,  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the  entire  reporting 
period  for  the  section  of  the  program  designated  "Associational 
Missions." 

Chairman  Holt  recognized  Bro.  E.  S.  Simpson  to  give  the 
Report  of  the  activities  of  the  Sunday  School.    After  giving  part 
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of  his  report,  Bro.  Simpson  recognized  Mrs.  Nix  to  report  on  the 
Vacation  Bible  School  which  is  a  part  of  the  Sunday  School  minis- 
try. Mrs.  Nix  stated  that  60  conversions  were  reported  through 
the  Vacation  Bible  Schools  last  year.  Churches  were  advised  to 
elect  their  principals  now  that  they  may  make  early  preparation 
for  their  church's  Vacation  Bible  School.  Bro.  Simpson  moved 
the  acceptance  of  his  report.    It  was  adopted. 

Sunday  School  Report 

It  is  with  heartfelt  gratitude  that  we  come  to  make  this  annual 
report  to  the  Association. 

On  behalf  of  the  entire  staff  of  Associational  Sunday  School  Officers, 
let  us  pledge  our  adherence  to  the  ideal  that  our  task  is  one  of  service. 
Our  only  purpose  is  to  help  the  churches  through  proper  use  of  their 
Sunday  Schools  to  reach  the  lost  for  Christ  and  lead  the  saved  to 
acknowledge  the  Lordship  of  Christ  in  daily  living. 

This  year  our  Association  is  reporting  48  churches  and  3  missions. 

Achievements  this  year  include: 

1.  One  new  mission  Sunday  School 

2.  Three  Association-wide  Rallies  were  held  with  an  average  of 
20  churches  being  represented  by  an  average  of  85  persons  in  attend- 
ance. These  rallies  were  held  in  Selma,  Smithfield  First,  and  Clayton 
First. 

3.  Eighteen  churches  reported  receiving  267  training  awards. 
Report  of  Nominating  Committee  will  be  made  by  James  Little.

Vacation  Bible  School  Report 

Provisions  were  made  this  year  for  two  Vacation  Bible  Clinics 
to  be  held  in  our  Association.  The  feeling  was  that  we  could  reach 
more  of  our  churches  by  having  two  clinics.  March  21 — Antioch  Bap- 
tist Church — 14  churches — 65  present.

Report  of  Audio  Visual  Aids  Committee 

Our  Audio  Visual  program  has  made  some  progress  during  its 
second  year  as  a  department  of  our  association. 

Acting  on  a  motion  approved  by  the  1958  Association,  Mr.  Paul 
Nix  was  able  to  obtain  a  very  complete  visual  aid  library,  including 
all  projecting  equipment.     This   equipment  was   inspected   and  ap- 
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proved  by  several  competent  men  and  has  been  in  extensive  use  all  year. 
Mr.  Nix  and  the  Visual  Aids  department  examined  the  films  for  subject 
materials  and  potential  uses.  The  films  were  checked  for  wear  and  de- 
fects. Mrs.  Nix  catalogued  the  films  for  quick  reference.  These  films 
are  available  to  use  free  of  charge,  as  are  the  projectors,  however,  the 
projectors  must  be  operated  by  trained  personnel.  (We  need  to  have 
a  school  for  operators  soon). 

This  committee  was  well  pleased  with  the  full  use  of  audio  visuals 
during  the  week  of  mission  study.  We  would  like  to  say  "thank  you" 
to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Paul  Nix  for  operating  projectors  and  to  the  Selma 
Baptist  Church  for  the  loan  of  their  projector  during  the  week. 

Visual  Aids  is  within  the  means  of  even  the  smallest  churches,  and 
to  help  the  leader  to  become  acquainted  with  these  helps,  a  Visual  Aids 
Workshop  was  held  at  the  Clayton  First  Baptist  Church.  Mr.  L.  J. 
Morris,  Director  of  the  State  Audio  Visual  Department,  conducted  the 
workshop.    Several  churches  were  represented  by  their  leaders. 

We  have  made  progress,  you  can  help  your  Visual  Aids  Commit- 
tee make  more  progress  next  year.  How?  Use  them.  You  have  a  diffi- 
cult point  that  you  wish  to  make  clear  when  you  teach  your  Sunday 
School  Class  next  Sunday?

Report  on  Publicity  Committee 

Publicity,  according  to  the  dictionary,  is  "the  state  of  being 
made  public."  The  committee  on  Publicity  for  the  Johnston  Baptist 
Association  is  in  complete  agreement  that  "a  light  hid  under  a  bushel 
cannot  be  seen."  Using  this  in  statement  for  the  purpose  of  our  com- 
mittee, we  have  determined  that: 

1.  Publicity  in  the  local  church  keeps  all  members  informed  of 
all  church  activities  and  special  events. 

2.  Publicity  keeps  Baptists  informed  of  vital  church  information 
concerning  all  important  church  matters. 

3.  Publicity  tends  to  strengthen  the  doctrinal  ties  of  all  church 
members. 

4.  Publicity  makes  information  available  to  all  churches  in  the 
Association. 

5.  Publicity  assists  fellow  churches  in  that  we  share  ideas  re- 
garding common  interests  and  problems. 

6.  Publicity  is  a  means  whereby  we  can  recognize  the  efforts  of 
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individuals,  committees  and  churches,  thus  to  them  publicly  saying, 
"Well  done." 

7.  Publicity  is  necessary  to  obtain  the  cooperation  of  many  church 
members  who  may  not  otherwise  be  informed  of  programs  promoted 
by  the  church  and  Association. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Johnston  Association  has  received  very 
good  publicity  through  the  newspapers  and  radio.  Last  year's  Associa- 
tion meetings  were  written  up  in  five  newspapers  with  information  items 
broadcast  on  the  radio.  There  has  been  a  very  good  increase  in  the 
number  of  people  who  receive  the  monthly  Associational  Bulletin  from 
the  office  of  the  Associational  Missionary,  Brother  Paul  Nix. 

There  are  churches  who  are  now  using  the  monthly  "newsletter" 
to  keep  their  members  informed  of  church  happenings.

Report  on  Evangelism 

Jesus'  command  to  us  is,  "Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations, 
baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost:  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have 
commanded  you:  and  lo,  I  am  with  you  always,  even  unto  the  end 
of  the  world."  Here  Jesus  summed  up  God's  purpose  in  the  world 
and  the  objective  toward  which  God's  people  must  ever  move  in  full 
dedication  if  they  are  to  be  in  His  will. 

The  purpose  of  God  in  which  He  uses  His  people  is  the  evangeliza- 
tion of  the  world.  In  every  church  or  associational  program,  soul-win- 
ning must  be  in  the  forefront  of  its  total  program. 

During  the  years  1959-64,  in  the  Jubilee  Advance,  Baptists  of 
North  America  are  making  an  effort  to  be  obedient  to  the  Great  Com- 
mission by  putting  soul-winning  in  the  foreground  of  their  respective 
programs.  There  appears  to  have  been  real  progress  in  1959.  Reports 
received  in  the  office  of  Evangelism  in  Raleigh  indicate  that  the  Simul- 
taneous Evangelistic  Crusades  over  the  state  were  the  most  fruitful 
ever.  With  one  exception,  every  association  in  the  state  participated. 
Figures  in  the  Raleigh  office  show  about  15,000  baptisms,  20,000  total 
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additions,  and  more  than  2,000  young  people  offered  their  lives  for 
full-time  Christian  vocations. 

In  the  Johnston  Association,  twenty-nine  churches  participated 
in  the  Simultaneous  Crusades  and  reported  227  baptisms,  63  transfer 
of  letter,  and  total  additions  of  290  for  the  Crusade  period.  On  an  asso- 
ciational  level,  the  steering  committee  met  monthly  to  coordinate  the 
activities  of  each  committee  chairman.  Other  than  the  general  co- 
operation from  churches  and  the  increase  of  membership  to  them,  two 
other  important  results  came  out  of  the  Crusades.  First  was  an  abun- 
dance of  good  publicity  in  our  association  and  over  the  state  due  to 
the  effective  job  of  our  publicity  chairman,  the  Reverend  Frank  Ze- 
dick.  The  other  benefit  was  the  unity  and  spiritual  atmosphere  devel- 
oped among  the  pastors  at  the  five  fellowship  breakfasts  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Larry  Mayo.

Report  of  the  Royal  Ambassadors 

The  Order  of  the  Royal  Ambassadors  has  become  the  sole  re- 
sponsibility of  the  men  in  our  churches.  All  plans  and  materials  are 
in  the  hands  of  Brotherhood  Commission  and  are  to  be  put  into  use 
through  the  local  Brotherhoods.  The  progress  of  the  Royal  Ambassa- 
dors proceeds  with  about  the  same  speed  of  Brotherhood  progress  in 
the  association.  This  progress  has  been  slow  for  not  enough  churches 
have  organized  their  men  and  provided  for  the  boys  in  their  midst. 
We  would  suggest  that  both  Brotherhoods  and  churches  take  a  fresh 
look  at  the  young  manhood  which  looks  to  them  for  the  development 
of  their  talents  and  missionary  interest. 

At  present  there  are  24  organizations  with  approximately  350 
members.  We  are  anticipating  new  organizations  in  the  near  future. 
We  could  hope  that  every  church  in  the  association  would  organize 
at  least  one  Royal  Ambassador  unit  and  that  these  will  be  sponsored 
by  Brotherhoods. 

Some  of  the  best  help  available  to  the  counselors  is  the  annual 
Counselors  Training  Course.  Last  year  the  course  was  held  at  Wil- 
son's Mills.    There  were  about  12  enrolled  in  the  course. 

Practically  all  the  materials  used  by  the  Royal  Ambassadors 
have  been  revised  and  made  more  attractive.  We  heartily  recommend 
the  magazine,  AMBASSADOR  LIFE  to  the  boys  and  would  urge  that 
parents  see  that  their  boys  have  their  own  subscriptions.  It  is  also 
recommended  that  the  AMBASSADOR  LEADER  be  used  by  those  in 
places  of  leadership. 

I  trust  we  will  experience  more  growth  in  the  R.  A.  work  this 
year.  If  churches  without  organizations  will  organize  just  one  unit, 
we  could  double  our  work  in  one  year.  Pastors  and  Brotherhoods 
must  search  diligently  until  they  have  found  a  counselor  to  begin  the 
work. 

"The  youth  to  today  will  be  the  adults  of  tomorrow,"  so  we  have 
often  heard.  That  may  be  true,  but  they  don't  have  to  wait  until  the 
adulthood  of  tomorrow  before  they  can  render  service  to  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  One  of  the  great  challenges  of  our  churches  in  general 
and  of  our  men  in  particular  is  to  provide  NOW  for  our  boys.

Baxter  reminded  us 
that  the  per  capita  giving  has  been  raised  to  85  cents  in  an  effort 
to  meet  the  1959-60  associational  budget.  We  were  reminded  that 
subscriptions  to  the  new  budget  are  far  short  of  the  budget  total. 
The  budget  was  presented  in  today's  session  for  information  only. 
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Chairman  Holt  called  our  attention  to  the  Report  of  the  Mis- 
sionary's Activities.  He  deemed  it  wise  to  read  that  report  though 
it  was  included  in  the  book  of  reports.  He  moved  the  adoption 
of  the  report.  It  was  adopted. 

The  Message  and  Report  of  Your  Associational  Missionary 

Your  missionary  has  now  been  on  the  field  for  two  and  one-half 
years.  These  have  been  happy  years  for  Mrs.  Nix  and  myself  and 
we  are  grateful  for  them.  Your  continuing  cooperation  is  deeply 
appreciated. 

As  your  missionary,  I  have  tried  to  observe  the  work  here  ob- 
jectively and  would  like  to  point  out  some  of  our  strong  points  and  some 
of  our  weaknesses. 

Among  our  strong  points  are  the  following: 

A  great  host  of  wonderful  young  people. 

A  friendly  spirit. 

A  growing  number  of  churches  projecting  progressive  programs. 

An  economy  that  will  support  a  strong  Christian  endeavor.  This 
seen  in  the  fact  that  we  have  done  the  great  work  in  our  Association 
with  only  y3  of  the  tithe.  Surely,  the  other  2/3  would  give  adequate 
support  to  the  local  church  program,  the  association,  state  and  south- 
wide  causes. 

Among  our  weaknesses,  I  have  found: 

Lack  of  faith  in  God  and  in  ourselves. 

A  counselling  with  our  fears.  This  is  the  result  of  the  lack  of 
faith. 

Allowing  past  failures  to  hinder  present  progress.  This  is  seen 
in  the  statement  I  so  often  hear,  "we  tried  that  once  and  it  didn't  work 
here."  Who  knows  but  that  circumstances  have  changed  and  it  might  be 
that  it  would  work  now. 

A  tendency  to  let  group  differences  hinder  the  work  of  the  Lord. 

Too  many  churches  in  which  a  small  group  or  an  individual  has 
and  practices  the  philosophy  of  "rule  or  Ruin."  This  leads  to  unde- 
veloped church  members,  an  unhappy  situation  for  pastor  and  people 
and  weakening  of  the  Kingdom  work  in  our  Association. 

A  failure  in  our  stewardship,  as  evidence  by  the  fact  that  we  give 
only  V3  of  the  tithe  to  the  Lord  through  our  churches  and  so  few 
of  our  young  people  in  the  service  for  the  Master. 

I  would  like  to  challenge  each  one  of  us  to  recognize  the  potential 
in  our  young  people  and  pray  and  work  to  not  only  win  them  to 
Christ  but  to  train  and  enlist  them  in  service  for  Christ.  Let  us  continue 
our  friendly  spirit  and  let  us  pledge  to  channel  our  wealth  into  our 
churches  so  that  the  Gospel  of  Christ  may  be  carried  to  the  ends  of 
the  earth.  It  is  our  prayer  that  the  number  of  churches  projecting 
a  progressive  program  may  continue  to  grow.  Let  us  no  longer  doubt 
God  or  ourselves  but  seek  to  find  God's  will  and  no  matter  how  im- 
possible it  may  seem  to  us,  let  us,  in  faith,  launch  out  to  do  His  will. 
Let  us  no  longer  counsel  with  our  fears  and  be  afraid  for  God  does  not 
ask  us  to  do  more  than  we  are  able  by  His  Grace  to  accomplish. 
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In  the  future,  let  us  not  be  so  quick  to  refuse  new  methods  and 
ideas  and  let  us  study  them  carefully  and  prayerfully  so  that  we  may  be 
able  to  know  God's  will  in  this  also.  May  we.  in  the  days  ahead,  use 
the  '•democracy'*  of  which  Baptists  are  so  fond  in  the  Spirit  of  Christ, 
recognizing  that  while  the  majority  may  not  be  right,  the  minority  ought 
to  be  willing  to  work  with  them  in  love  until  they  are  proven  wrong. 
It  is  our  firm  conviction  that  the  Holy  Spirit  can  and  will  lead  us  into 
God's  will  if  given  the  opportunity.  This  rules  out  serving  for  honor 
and  ruling  for  selfish  reasons.  On  the  other  hand,  it  will  give  every 
member  of  the  church  an  opportunity  to  develop  in  his  Christian  ex- 
perience. In  fact,  every  church  ought  to  seek  earnestly  to  enlist  every 
member  of  its  congregation  in  a  place  of  service  within  the  church 
organization.  This  is  one  of  the  values  of  the  multiple  organization 
suggested  by  our  leaders.  If  this  is  done,  the  church  will  not  suffer 
from  over-organization  as  it  now  suffers  from  under-manning. 

We  said  above  that  our  economy  was  sufficient  to  support  a  strong 
church  endeavor.  We  believe  that  this  is  true  and  we  base  our  belief 
on  facts  and  Figures.  According  to  the  best  figures  available,  the  people 
of  our  churches  give  approximately  %  of  the  tithe  potential,  which 
means  that  if  we  had  the  other  2  3  of  the  tithe  potential,  plus  "offer- 
ings." not  a  single  church  in  our  association  would  be  handicapped 
financially;  the  association  program  could  be  properly  financed,  and 
our  gifts  to  the  work  of  the  Lord  beyond  our  association  multiplied 
many  times.    Jesus  said,  "all  things  are  possible,  only  believe." 

Will  you  join  us  as  we  prayerfully  seek  God's  will  for  the  work  of 
this  association,   individually  and  collectively.

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Report  of  Music  Ministry 

"Sing  aloud  unto  God  our  strength:  Make  a  joyful  noise  unto  the 
God  of  Jacob. — Psalms  81:1.  In  I  Corinthians  14:15  and  Colossians 
3: 16  we  are  told  told  how  to  sing:  "What  is  it  then?  I  will  pray  with  the 
spirit  and  I  will  pray  with  the  understanding  also:  I  will  sing  with 
the  spirit  and  I  will  sing  with  the  understanding  also."  "Let  the  word 
of  Christ  dwell  in  you  richly  in  all  wisdom;  teaching  and  admonishing 
one  another  in  psalms  and  hymns  and  spiritual  songs,  singing  with 
grace  in  your  hearts  to  the  Lord." 

The  Scriptures  abound  in  references  to  the  place,  purpose,  and 
power  of  music.  Through  music  Christians  experience  love  and  joy 
followed  by  a  renewed  desire  to  serve  our  Lord.  Sorrowing  Christians 
find  peace  and  comfort.  The  weak  experience  repentance  and  a  desire 
to  return  to  fellowship  and  service.  The  unsaved  feels  conviction,  his 
rebellion  melts  and  he  yields  to  Christ. 

Recognizing  this  power,  your  music  education  committee  mem- 
bers have  met  faithfully  and  planned  diligently  toward  the  promotion 
of  the  music  ministry  in  the  churches  of  Johnston  Baptist  Association. 

In  line  with  the  requirements  for  standardization,  a  carol  sing  was 
planned  and  held  at  Pine  Level  Baptist  Church  on  December  21.  This 
was  followed  by  a  coffee  hour  in  the  church  parlor.  Over  a  hundred 
people  attended  and  enjoyed  this  occasion. 

A  most  enjoyable  and  successful  school  of  music  was  held  at 
Pisgah  Baptist  Church  in  March,  under  the  leadership  of  Don  Hinshaw, 
Minister  of  Music,  First  Baptist  Church,  Wilson,  N.  C.  Forty-two  people 
received  awards  for  attending  80%  of  the  classes  and  doing  the  required 
class  work  from  convention  adopted  texts. 

A  Hymn  Sing  was  held  in  Kenly  Baptist  Church  in  June  and  an 
Associational  Music  Conference  was  held  at  Thanksgiving  Baptist 
Church  August  4.

We  would  be  happy  to 
have  a  representation  from  every  church  in  the  association  and  an 
especially  large  group  from  the  churches  in  that  area. 

Pastors,  encourage  potential  church  musicians,  (instrumentalists, 
singers  and  song  leaders)  to  attend  your  Association  sponsored  School 
of  Music.  The  Music  Committee  has  assisted  in  planning  music  for 
the  associational  meetings  and  for  "M"  night. 

Some  of  the  churches  had  representatives  at  the  Church  Music 
Conference  at  Caswell  this  summer  and  one  church  conducted  a  study 
course  during  the  summer. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  30%  of  all  worship  services  are  given  to 
music,  can  we  settle  for  less  than  the  best?  Let  us  work  for  a  good 
attendance  at  our  forthcoming  School  of  Music.

The  moderator  called  an  Bro.  Adam  Whitley,  Jr.,  a  former 
moderator  of  the  association,  to  pronounce  the  benediction.  We 
then  adjourned  until  the  next  day. 

Report  of  Missions  Committee 

The  Missions  Committee  met  a  total  of  seven  times  during  the 
past  year,  1958-59.  This  Committee  has  served  as  the  Calendar 
Committee  in  working  out  the  Calendar  of  Activities  for  the  Asso- 
ciation. A  detailed  day-by-day  calendar  was  provided  for  the  first 
time  in  order  to  better  inform  church  leaders  of  the  Associational 
Meetings. 

This  Committee  has  also  served  as  the  Directing  Committee  for 
the  Associational  Schools  of  Missions,  September  6-11. 

We  recommend  that  the  emphases  and  themes  for  each  year  of 
the  Jubilee  Advance  be  adopted  in  order  that  our  activities  might 
be  in  keeping  with  the  major  emphasis  of  our  denomination.  The 
Emphasis  for  1960  is  "Teaching  and  Training"  and  the  theme  is 
"Unto  A  Full-grown  Christian."  In  keeping  with  the  theme  the  major 
emphasis  for  the  year  will  be  a  Training  Union  Revival,  March  27- 
April  1. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  week  April  10-16  be  set  aside  as 
"Week  of  Prayer  for  Associational  Missions,"  issuing  a  "call  to 
prayer"  for  missions  in  our  Association. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  Chairman  of  Evangelism  work  out 
plans  for  a  Personal  Witnessing  Institute. 

The  Missions  Committee  challenges  the  churches  to  qualify  for 
2500  Book  Awards  in  the  Correlated  Church-Training  Program.  We 
would  encourage  the  churches  of  our  Association  to  accept  the  "two- 
plus"  plan  for  World  Missions  through  the  Co-operative  Program. 

We  would  further  encourage  the  churches  to  develop  a  full  pro- 
gram of  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  W.M.U.,  and  Brotherhood 
in  order  that  they  might  better  meet  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  people. 
Worthy  recognition  should  be  given  to  churches  thus  qualifying  as 
"four-star"  churches. 

In  order  that  the  Associational  Organization  be  completed,  and 
to  further  enhance  the  work  of  each  organization,  we  suggest  that 
the  Nominating  Committees  of  each  organization  complete  their  roster 
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of  officers  and  that  each  organization  plan  a  training  clinic  for 
their  officers. 

The  Missions  Committee  feels  that  long-range  planning  should 
be  made  in  our  Associational  Activities.  The  theme  for  1961  is  "Stew- 
ardship and  Enlistment.''  We  recommend  that  the  major  emphasis  in 
our  Association  for  1961  be  "Sunday  School  Enlargement."  We  also 
recommend  the  following  activities  for  the  year:  Simultaneous  Revi- 
vals, Forward  Program  of  church  finance,  recreation  conference,  and 
a  Deacon's  School. 

The  Mission  Committee  feels  that  the  Constitution  of  our  Asso- 
ciation should  be  kept  up-to-date  and  in  useful  condition.  In  order 
to  do  this,  we  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  report 
to  the  1960  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  on  any  revisions,  or 
additions  that  need  to  be  made. 

This  report  is  the  recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee, 
composed  of  Glen  Holt,  chairman;  Paul  Nix,  Secretary;  Mrs.  H.  O. 
Lanning;  Mrs.  J.  E.  Wilder;  E.  S.  Simpson;  Whitley  Hood;  Jimmy 
Mitchner;   and  J.  Larry  Mayo,  ex-officio.

"A  GREAT  CHALLENGE" 
Foreign  Missions 

Today,  there  are  about  three  billion  people  in  our  world.  At  least 
two  thirds  of  them  are  yet  to  be  reached  with  the  message  of  Christ. 
Every  minute  the  total  grows  larger;  at  such  a  rate  there  will  be  almost 
three  hundred  billion  more  before  the  end  of  our  Baptist  Jubilee  Year, 
1964.  Will  we  increase  our  witness  to  match  this  trend  in  world 
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population?  For  many  years  these  unevangelized  millions  have  been 
growing  more  rapidly  than  the  total  witness  of  all  the  Christian  forces 
in  the  world.  Does  this  come  up  to  expectation  of  our  Lord?  Are  we 
doing  our  best? 

Dr.  Baker  J.  Cauthen,  Executive  Secretary,  said  to  the  Southern 
Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Board  at  its  September  meeting,  "It  is  our 
hope  that  in  the  days  ahead  we  may  see  an  extension  of  our  work  in 
many  areas  where  we  have  never  served." 

Eight  appointments  at  the  September  meeting  of  the  Board  brought 
to  103  the  number  for  this  year  and  to  1,356  the  total  of  active  Southern 
Baptist  Missionaries.  Dr.  Cauthen  said  the  prospect  is  good  for  coming 
to  the  end  of  1959  with  240  appointments.  "We  are  grateful  to  God 
for  His  blessings  in  this  matter,"  we  must  also  be  much  in  prayer  that 
God  will  continue  to  raise  up  the  financial  resources  necessary  to  sustain 
a  growing  missionary  effort.  The  appointment  of  140  missionaries  means 
that  the  "Missionary  Section"  of  the  budget  alone  for  1960  must  be 
increased  one-half  million  dollars. 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  the  way  in  which  we  can  make  this 
increase.  Out  of  our  great  concern  for  World  Missions,  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  adopted  the  2  Plus  Plan  in  May,  1957.  The  2 
Plus  Plan  challenges  each  church  to  commit  itself  to  increase  its  stew- 
ardship by  channelling  at  least  two  percent  more  of  its  total  budget 
to  missions  through  the  Cooperative  Program  each  year  through  1964. 

We  must  provide  and  prepare,  through  our  homes  and  our 
churches,  missionaries  in  numbers  adequate  to  meet  the  challenge 
of  today's  millions  who  do  not  know  Christ. 

We  believe  that  through  dedicated  lives,  gifts,  and  prayer,  South- 
ern Baptists  will  respond  to  our  Lord's  call  to  His  world  task. 


Home  Missions 

1959  has  been  the  first  year  of  new  organization  into  five  divisions. 
Our  Home  Mission  Board  instituted  new  plans  of  cooperation  with  the 
States,  started  new  programs,  revised  others,  and  set  new  records. 

These  have  been  days  of  change  and  accomplishment.  Even  the 
Headquarters  Building  at  161  Spring  Street  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  has 
been  remodeled  and  an  85  seat  chapel  put  in  where  the  staff  members 
can  hold  daily  devotionals. 

An  increase  of  360  new  missionaries  brought  the  total  number 
of  Home  Missionaries  to  1,574. 

Our  Annie  Armstrong  Offering  for  Home  Missions  in  1959  ex- 
ceeded the  two  million  dollar  goal  by  $63,166.29.  Because  of  this 
worthy  offering,  Our  Home  Mission  Board  has  been  able  to  expand 
our  Southern  Baptist  work  into  other  territories.  We  now  have  work 
in  every  state  except  Maine  and  Vermont.  The  more  of  God  we  give, 
the  more  of  God  we  receive.

State  Missions 

There  are  4,600,000  people  in  North  Carolina.  About  2,100,000 
of  these  above  the  age  of  8  years  are  affiliated  with  some  kind  of 
church.  This  means  that  at  least  2,000,000  above  the  age  of  8  are  lost. 
It  is  estimated  that  25  percent  of  the  affiliated  church  members  are  not 
Christians;  then  more  than  60  percent  of  the  people  of  our  own  state 
of  North  Carolina  above  the  age  of  8  are  lost.  North  Carolina,  there- 
fore, it  not  half  Christian. 

About  half  of  the  church  members  of  North  Carolina  are  Baptist. 
Therefore,  50  percent  of  the  responsibility  of  reaching  these  lost  ones 
rests  upon  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

The  total  budget  for  State  Missions  for  1960  is  set  at  $627,000.00. 
This  must  be  raised  through  special  offerings  and  the  Cooperative 
Program. 

State  Missions  is  a  missionary  effort  on  the  part  of  North  Carolina 
Baptists  to  reach  the  lost  for  Christ  and  teach,  enlist,  and  train  the 
saved  in  giving,  living,  and  serving  through  the  churches  and  through- 
out the  world. 

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  SECOND  DAY 
Held  in  the  Kenly  Church 
October  22,  1959 

Morning  Session 

With  the  theme  "UNTO  A  FULL  GROWN  CHRISTIAN,"  the 
second  day  of  the  Fifty-Seventh  Annual  Session  of  the  Johnston 
Baptist  Association  got  under  way.  The  Moderator  called  the 
session  to  order  and  began  the  worship  period  with  the  singing  of 
"Praise  Him,  Praise  Him." 

Bro.  Fred  King  was  asked  to  read  the  Scripture  and  to  lead 
in  prayer. 

The  moderator  recognized  Bro.  A.  D.  Parrish  to  give  the 
Report  of  the  Benevolences.  Bro.  Parrish  read  the  Report  of  the 
Homes  for  the  Aging.  He  moved  the  adoption  of  his  report.  The 
report  was  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Baptist  Homes  for  Aging 

The  ninth  year  of  operation  of  the  Baptist  Homes  for  Aging 
began  March  16,  1959.  All  three  of  the  Homes — Resthaven,  Albe- 
marle, and  Headquarters — have  had  a  good  year,  and  have  been 
filled  to  capacity— 119,  counting  residents  and  helpers.     When  va- 
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cancies  occur,  there  are  always  more  applications  on  the  waiting 
list  than  rooms  to  be  rilled. 

Since  the  average  age  of  a  resident  is  about  80  years,  there  were 
several  deaths  during  the  year.  Among  the  deceased  was  the  oldest 
resident,  "Uncle"  John  T.  Holt,  formerly  of  Wilson's  Mills,  N.  C. 
He  died  July  13,  being  99  years  of  age.  Had  he  lived  until  February 
26,  1960,  he  would  have  been  ONE-HUNDRED  YEARS  of  age.  He 
was  a  resident  of  the  Homes  nearly  eight  year,  and  for  the  past  two 
years  was  a  patient  in  the  infirmary  of  the  Homes.  He  was  a  great 
soul,  and  will  be  keenly  missed. 

This  has  been  another  year  of  God's  favor  upon  the  Homes  and 
of  encouraging  progress.  While  the  campaign  to  raise  funds  to  build 
the  fourth  Home  in  Eastern  Carolina,  at  Hamilton,  has  not  been 
completed,  yet  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  money  will 
be  secured  this  year  and  construction  will  begin.  Mr.  Don  G. 
Matthews  of  Hamilton  has  given  the  land  for  the  site,  and  most  of 
the  $50,000  which  he  promised.  He  is  ready  to  give  the  balance  when 
the  extra  $100,000  has  been  raised.  With  reorganization  of  plans  and 
persistent  effort,  the  balance  needed  can  and  will  be  forthcoming. 

The  construction  of  the  Infirmary  Annex,  which  will  give  28  addi- 
tional bedrooms  and  some  utility  rooms,  is  getting  underway.  The 
contractor,  R.  K.  Stewart  and  Son  of  High  Point,  has  been  selected. 
Order  for  structural  steel  has  been  placed,  and  the  work  should 
progress  as  rapidly  as  possible.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  Infirmary 
Annex  is  $193,035. 

The  two  most  pressing  needs  of  the  Homes  for  Aging  now  are 
(1)  to  finish  raising  the  funds  to  start  construction  of  the  Hamilton 
Home,  and  (2)  to  raise  about  $150,000  to  cover  the  balance  needed 
to  pay  for  the  additional  facilities  in  the  infirmary  expansion.  When 
these  two  projects  are  completed,  60  more  bedrooms  will  be  added 
for  anxious  and  needy  residents,  thus  increasing  the  total  capacity 
of  all  the  Homes  to  170  residents. 

Would  you  like  to  have  a  generous  part  in  making  these  plans 
become  a  reality  at  the  earliest  possible  date?  If  so,  please  let  us 
hear  from  you.  Why  not  furnish,  or  endow,  or  construct  a  room  with 
your  gift?  $600  will  furnish,  $1,000  will  endow,  and  $4,000  will  con- 
struct a  room.  If  you  are  not  able  to  do  as  much,  send  the  amount 
you  can  give  to  the  N.  C.  Baptist  Homes  for  Aging,  Winston-Salem. 

A  Special  Day  Offering  of  $175,000  in  February,  1960,  will  help 
to  meet  infirmary  cost,  and  continue  to  give  financial  help  to  resi- 
dents who  need  aid. 

All  connected  with  the  N.  C.  Baptist  Homes  are  most  grateful 
to  the  churches,  individuals,  and  corporations  for  the  help  given  to 
offer  our  aging  friends  who  live  in  the  Homes  a  program  of  security, 
comfort,  congeniality,   and  a  Christian  ministry. 

Please  ask  that  a  representative  for  the  Homes  for  Aging  be 
elected  at  your  meeting.

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Report  of  Relief  and  Annuity  Board 

More  than  5,300  retired  or  disabled  ministers  and  denominational 
workers  or  windows  are  receiving  benefits  from  the  Annuity  Board. 
Approximately  1,300  of  these  are  on  the  relief  rolls  and  receive  a  share 
of  the  $325,000  from  the  Cooperation  Program  designated  for  this 
work.  The  others  receive  a  monthly  check  provided  through  their 
participation  in  one  of  the  Board's  protection  plans.  Total  benefits 
paid  out  in  1958  were  $2,414,767.90. 

Certificates  were  issued  to  3,113  new  members  in  all  the  Board's 
protection  plans  in  1958.  This  is  a  27%  increase  over  the  previous 
year.  The  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan  showed  the  largest 
increase,  1,548  new  members.  A  total  of  1,047  new  churches  and 
employers  were  enlisted  during  1958. 

Even  with  the  increases  in  new  members  as  recorded  above,  there 
are  still  more  than  60%  of  our  Southern  Baptist  pastors  not  covered 
by  the  Annuity  Board's  protection  program.  Until  this  percentage 
is  greatly  reduced  or  eliminated  completely,  the  Board  is  not  ful- 
filling its  purpose  of  providing  security  and  protection  for  every  South- 
ern Baptist  minister  and  church.  During  1958,  officers  of  the  Board 
met  with  leaders  of  every  state  convention  seeking  a  solution  to  this 
problem.  As  a  result  of  these  meetings,  the  Annuity  Board  is  asking 
the  local  church's  help  in  seeing  that  every  pastor  and  church  has  this 
protection.  Each  church  is  being  asked  to  enroll  its  pastor  in  the 
protection  plan,  paying  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  the  plan.  The  state 
convention  has  already  agreed  to  pay  the  other  one-third  for  every 
pastor  in  its  state. 

When  every  church  does  this,  the  Board's  ministry  will  be  what 
it  is  meant  to  be,  a  protection  program  for  the  entire  Southern  Baptist 
ministry,  and  not  just  for  a  small  percentage  of  pastors. 

The  soundness  of  the  Board's  financial  structure  is  reflected  by  the 
report  from  its  Investment  Department.  Income  from  investments 
in  1958  totaled  $2,424,377.92.  Of  the  Board's  assets,  98.25%  was 
invested  in  income  producing  investments  in  1958.  The  Board's  newest 
investment  endeavor  is  a  15-story  office  building  in  downtown  Dallas 
completed  last  June.  Two  full  floors  and  part  of  a  third  floor  are  being 
used  for  the  Board's  headquarters.  The  remaining  space  has  been 
leased  to  business  firms.  Income  from  the  building  will  be  added  to 
protection  plan  reserves. 

THE  PLANS  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA 
Certificate  holders  in  the  North  Carolina  Ministers  Retirement 
Plan  now  number  536.    Certificate  holders  in  the  Southern  Baptist 
Protection  Plan  number  575.    This  gives  us  a  total  of  1,111  pastors  and 
denominational  workers  now  enrolled. 

We  have  a  total  of  208  annuitants  now  receiving  benefit  from  the 
plans.  In  addition  to  the  annuitants  126  aged  ministers  or  their 
widows  are  receiving  direct  relief  grants  amounting  to  $17,932  an- 
nually. 

Much  work  is  yet  to  be  done  and  our  services  are  available  to  the 
pastors  and  churches. 
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O.  J.  Hagler,  Secretary  of  Retirement  Plans  in  North  Carolina. 
His  address  is  Baptist  Building,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina. 

The  moderator  then  recognized  Bro.  Parrish  to  give  the 
Report  of  the  N.  C.  Baptist  Hospital.  He  read  the  report  and 
moved  its  adoption.  Dr.  Meilburg,  a  representative  of  the  Hos- 
pital was  recognized  to  speak  to  the  report.  He  stated  that  the 
Hospital  in  addition  to  ministering  to  the  sick  is  a  research  and 
teaching  center.   The  report  was  adopted. 

Report  on  the  N.  C.  Baptist  Hospital 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  seeks  to  serve  our  people  with  a  complete 
program  of  specialized  medical  care  for  all  who  need  it.  Our  people 
go  in  great  numbers,  with  all  types  of  serious  illness,  from  all 
walks  of  life,  and  in  all  financial  circumstances,  to  receive  the 
ministry  of  our  Baptist  medical  center.  A  constant  effort  is  made  to 
keep  it  personal  and  Christian  in  its  care  of  sick  people. 

Last  year  Service  Patients  from  95  counties  of  the  State  made 
over  66,000  visits  to  the  31  clinics  of  the  Out-Patient  Department, 
which  is  open  to  families  not  able  to  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  medical 
care.  About  the  same  number  of  office  visits  was  made  by  Private 
or  full-pay  patients.  More  than  16,000  sick  persons  were  hospitalized 
for  132,000  days  of  bed  care. 

Forty  per  cent  of  the  hospital  service  is  rendered  the  patients 
who  go  to  the  Out-Patient  Clinics  or  who  enter  the  hospital  through 
the  Out-Patient  Department.  The  services  of  the  physicians  are 
free  to  all  these  patients,  but  the  hospital  charges  must  be  paid 
unless  other  arrangements  are  made  by  the  family. 

Last  year  the  hospital  spent  well  over  one  million  dollars  in  the 
care  of  these  Service  Patients.  The  Mother's  Day  Fund,  along  with 
the  welfare  funds  and  assistance  from  other  agencies  and  foundations, 
enables  the  hospital  to  provide  more  than  half  of  this  service  free 
for  our  very  poor  people.  The  Mother's  Day  Fund  alone,  however, 
has  not  covered  the  full  cost  of  the  care  of  even  the  most  needy. 

We  need  to  lay  upon  the  hearts  of  our  members  the  necessity 
of  the  Mother's  Day  Fund,  if  our  Baptist  Hospital  is  to  provide  this 
important  service  for  our  poorer  people.

Bro.  Parrish  did  not  read  the  Report  on  Baptist  Children's 
Homes,  but  gave  all  of  the  time  for  that  report  to  Dr.  I.  G.  Greer, 
a  former  superintendent  of  the  of  Baptist  Children's  Homes.  Dr. 
Greer  stated  that  we  cannot  build  institutions  to  care  for  all 
needy  children,  therefore,  children  are  being  cared  for  in  Board- 
ing Homes.  He  stated  that  196  children  are  now  being  cared  for 
in  that  fashion.  Dr.  Greer  reminded  us  that  we  need  to  save  the 
homes  in  our  land  before  they  go  to  pieces  and  dump  their  children 
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on  the  state  or  the  church.  He  stated  that  every  child  ought  to 
be  treated  as  a  potential  Moses  or  president  of  the  United  States. 

Dr.  Greer  stated  that  the  Homes  have  to  take  the  children 
as  they  are.  Children  don't  curse  until  they  hear  an  adult  curse, 
but  they  will  pray  if  they  are  taught  to  pray.  Dr.  Waggoner 
sent  word  that  the  only  way  the  Homes  can  enlarge  now  is 
through  the  Thanksgiving  Offering. 

At  this  point  the  moderator  recognized  Mrs.  H.  O.  Lanning 
to  give  a  brief  report  on  the  mission  tour  in  Mexico  that  she 
and  Bro.  Lanning  made  last  summer.  She  told  us  about  the 
American  Baptist  Hospital  located  in  Guadalajara.  She  also  told 
us  about  some  of  the  Baptist  Churches  there  and  the  eagerness 
of  the  people  to  attend  the  Baptist  Churches.  Mrs.  Lanning  told 
us  about  the  summer  encampment  of  Guadalajara. 

Bro.  Hugh  Upchurch  was  asked  to  lead  the  group  in  the 
singing  of,  "Saviour  Like  A  Shepherd  Lead  Us." 

Bro.  Mayo  turned  the  gavel  over  to  the  vice  Moderator,  Bro. 
Willard  Baxter,  to  moderate  the  balance  of  the  morning  session. 

Announcements  were  made  at  this  point  in  the  program. 
Bro.  Grumpier,  pastor  of  the  host  church,  gave  us  instructions 
concerning  the  noon  meal. 

The  Vice  Moderator  recognized  Bro.  A.  L.  Brown  to  give 
the  Report  on  Temperance  and  Public  Morals.  He  did  not  read 
the  report,  but  since  it  is  found  in  the  book  of  reports,  he  moved 
its  adoption.    The  motion  was  passed. 

Report  on  Temperance  and  Public  Morals 

Since  the  dawn  of  history,  the  matter  of  temperance  and  public 
morals  has  been  a  problem,  and  today  is  increasing  at  an  alarming 
rate. 

A  recent  press  report  stated  that  Arthur  S.  Fleming,  Secretary  of 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  told  an  audience  that  there  are  five 
million  persons  in  the  nation  who  are  alcoholics  and  that  alcoholics 
are  increasing  at  the  rate  of  two  hundred  thousand  a  year. 

Another  dangerous  evil  is  that  of  narcotics  which  is  increasing  at 
an  alarming  rate,  with  some  forms  being  grown  and  manufactured  in 
our  own  State  besides  what  is  being  imported. 

Postmaster  General  Summerneld  is  making  a  fight  against  another 
sinister  evil — that  of  obscene  literature.  Over  70,000  complaints  were 
received  and  over  14,000  cases  were  investigated  during  the  past  year. 
Many  arrests  were  made  but  the  business  goes  right  on. 

What  is  being  done  and  what  may  be  done? 

The  public  schools  of  our  State  are  required  to  teach  a  course  on 
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the  dangers  of  alcohol.  This  is  being  done  to  some  degree  in  the 
Junior  High  School  grades. 

Some  of  our  Women's  Clubs  have  tried  to  stir  up  some  interest  in 
stopping  the  sale  of  obscene  literature  at  news  stands  but  seemingly 
with  little  success. 

Why  is  this  wide  spread  indifference  on  the  part  of  most  of  our 
people! 

The  main  responsibility  rests  with  the  home.  It  appears  that 
ou'r  parents  want  to  put  the  responsibility  for  teaching  and  training  on 
the  churches  and  schools.  These,  to  be  sure,  have  their  responsibility 
but  after  all,  unless  parents  do  some  real  constructive  teaching  and 
training  in  the  homes,  little  will  be  accomplished. 

Your  Committee  would  suggest  that  we  cooperate  with  all  agencies 
interested  in  trying  to  stop  the  flood  of  liquor,  narcotics  and  obscene 
literature,  that  we  seriously  and  persistently  teach  our  children  the 
dangers  of  these  evils  and  instill  in  them  the  desire  for  the  best  in 
life  that  they  may  shun  the  evils  in  every  form.

In  the  absence  of  Bro.  John  T.  Talton,  Jr.,  the  vice  moderator 
recognized  Bro.  Jimmy  Little  to  give  the  Report  on  the  Coopera- 
tive Program.  Bro.  Little  read  his  report  and  moved  its  adoption. 
The  motion  was  seconded,  and  then  Bro.  Little  recognized  Bro. 
Nix  to  show  a  filmstrip  as  a  part  of  the  Cooperative  Program 
report.    The  report  was  adopted. 

Report  on  the  Cooperative  Program 

The  Cooperative  World  Mission  Program  of  Southern  Baptists  is 
a  channel  through  which  the  energies  of  interested  Christians  might 
be  directed  "for  the  propagation  of  the  gospel." 

The  Cooperative  Program  makes  it  possible  for  me  a  layman  to 
stand  beside  a  missionary  in  any  of  the  thirty-eight  mission  countries 
where  Southern  Baptists  are  now  ministering,  to  witness  to  minority 
groups  and  others  through  the  Home  Mission  Board. 

The  Cooperative  Program  enables  me  to  assist  in  the  training  of 
young  ministers  in  Baptist  colleges  and  seminaries.  I  can  work  with 
boys  and  girls  in  Sunday  School,  with  young  people  in  student  centers, 
with  missionaries  and  evangelists  through  a  state  mission  program. 

I  can  show  my  concern  for  the  aged  and  the  orphans,  the  sick 
and  bereaved.  I  can  express  my  conviction  for  the  every  day  appli- 
cation of  Christian  principles  in  life,  for  separation  of  church  and 
state  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  Above  all,  I  can  join  with 
9,206,758  other  Baptists  in  doing  together  that  which  I  could  not  do 
alone,  or  even  in  my  own  church. 

Southern  Baptists — all  9,206,758  of  us — must  furnish  the  funds 
for  this  witness.  Last  year  Southern  Baptists  reported  gifts  of 
$419,619,438  for  all  causes  in  the  local  church  and  for  missions  around 
the  world.  A  total  of  30,362  of  the  31,498  churches,  reported  giving 
to  missions.    There  we're  1,258,875  tithers  reported. 
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Of  the  $419,619,438  total  we  gave  $74,750,699  or  18  per  cent  to 
missionary  causes — that  is,  for  the  proclamation  of  the  gospel  outside 
of  our  own  churches.  Of  this  $74,750,699,  $60,188,000  was  sent  to  the 
state  offices  for  the  Cooperative  Program  and  designated  gifts. 

Of  the  $60,188,100  received  by  the  state  offices,  $24,808,919  came 
for  Southern  Baptist  Convention  causes  and  $15,598,909  of  that 
amount  came  through  the  Cooperative  Program  for  foreign  missions, 
home  missions,  seminaries,  and  other  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
agencies.  Last  year  we  reported  $44.34  per  capital  gifts  for  all  causes 
and  $7.81  for  all  missions  and  benevolences.  The  per  capita  gifts  for 
the  Cooperative  Program  amounted  to  $4.69  last  year. 

There  are  now  more  than  1,200  foreign  missionaries  and  1,271 
home  missionaries  who  are  propagating  the  gospel  because  of  our 
gifts  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  There  were  66,312  students 
enrolled  in  Southern  Baptist  educational  institutions  in  1957-58,  9,976 
of  these  being  ministerial  students,  2,196  studying  to  be  educational 
directors,  985  studying  in  the  field  of  church  music,  and  2,350  volun- 
teers for  home  and  foreign  missions.  There  were  nearly  400,000 
patients  in  Southern  Baptist  hospitals  with  over  16,000  charity  patients. 
There  were  4,744  children  reported  in  homes  for  children  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

It  is  thrilling  to  know  that  we  have  a  part  in  all  of  this  work 
and  in  many  other  phases  of  Christian  service  as  we  give  through 
the  Cooperative  World  Mission  Program  from  week  to  week. 

Stewardship  begins  in  the  application  of  our  God-given  talents 
in  the  earning  of  money.  To  be  sure,  money  is  not  the  only  reward 
for  service  and  not  the  only  motivation  for  work,  but  God  does  expect 
us  to  apply  our  talents  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 

The  Cooperative  Program  potential  is  determined  by  the  way  we 
apply  these  talents  and  how  we  divide  the  earnings  from  our  work. 
Last  year  Southern  Baptists  gave  just  a  bit  more  than  2  per  cent  of 
their  total  receipts  for  all  religious  causes.  If  we  can  double  the 
number  $1  tithers  by  1964,  it  will  mean  more  than  2,000,000  tithers 
and  will  greatly  increase  the  amount  of  money  available  for  world 
missions  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

The  second  division  comes  in  the  individual  church.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  only  about  10  per  cent  of  the  total  receipts,  on  an  average, 
goes  for  world  missions  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  If  every 
church  couM  increase  the  per  cent  of  the  total  gifts  received  by  2 
per  cent  each  year,  then  within  five  years  we  would  be  giving  20 
per  cent  of  the  total  amount  received  to  world  missions  through  the 
Cooperative  Program.  We  can  all  have  a  part  in  our  church  in 
deciding  that  we  would  have  a  larger  part  in  the  world  missions. 
We  must  recognize  our  local  needs,  but  we  must  also  remember  the 
world  mission  task. 

The  third  distribution  is  made  by  the  state  convention.  Since  the 
Cooperative  Program  was  adopted  in  1925,  the  ideal  has  been  a  fifty- 
fifty  division  between  the  state  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
causes.  The  average  now  is  about  61  per  cent  for  state  causes.  Many 
states  are  increasing  the  per  cent  each  year  for  S.B.C.  causes. 
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The  next  distribution  is  made  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
itself.  The  recommended  allocation  is  made  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, but  the  final  decision  is  made  by  the  messengers  attending 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Southern  Baptists  are  joining  with  other  Baptist  groups  in  the 
United  States  in  the  Jubilee  Advance  program  to  climax  in  1964 
the  one-hundred  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  organization  of  Baptist 
life  on  a  national  level  in  the  United  States. 

If  an  increase  of  2  per  cent  should  be  made  each  year,  then 
there  would  be  available  through  the  Cooperative  Program  much 
larger  sums,  as  indicated  on  the  following  table:

Report  of  the  N.  C.  Baptist  Children's  Homes 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  shown  remarkable  interest  in  their 
Children's  Homes  during  the  past  year.  Numerous  church  groups 
have  visited  the  three  campuses.  Continued  financial  support  has 
been  encouraging.  Awakened  interest  in  your  Child  Care  program 
has  been  evidenced  in  many  respects. 

During  the  past  year  members  of  the  Children's  Homes'  staff, 
under  the  best  leadership  available,  have  engaged  themselves  in  a 
conscientious  study  of  the  entire  Child  Care  program  sponsored  by 
North  Carolina  Baptists.  Findings  have  been  gratifying.  The  pro- 
gram has  a  commendable  history  and  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  nation. 
Every  effort  is  being  made  by  the  present  administration  to  continue 
the  best  care  possible  for  dependent  children. 
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More  than  1,000  boys  and  girls  were  served  by  the  Children's 
Homes  during  the  past  year.  Mills  Home,  Kennedy  Home,  and 
Odum  Home  provided  care  for  547  children  while  197  lived  in  Foster 
Homes.  Through  financial  assistance  of  the  Mothers'  Aid  program 
40  children  were  able  to  live  with  their  mothers.  Supervision  and 
financial  help  were  afforded  30  college  students.  Resourceful  case 
workers  assisted  214  additional  children  to  find  homes  with  rela- 
tives and  other  social  service  agencies. 

Three  cottages  are  currently  under  construction — one  at  each 
of  the  three  Homes.  The  Roy  Culler  family  of  High  Point  is  providing 
funds  for  a  boys'  cottage  at  Mills  Home.  The  H.  C.  Ferebee  family 
of  Camden  is  making  possible  a  cottage  for  girls  at  Kennedy  Home. 
The  new  cottage  at  Pembroke  will  provide  administrative  offices, 
living  accommodations  as  well  as  kitchen  and  dining  facilities  for 
the  Indian  boys  and  girls. 

Mr.  Vernon  S.  Sparrow  became  Superintendent  at  Mills  Home, 
Thomasville,  July  1,  1959.  He  comes  to  this  post  with  an  excellent 
background  of  training  and  experience.  Prior  to  Mr.  Sparrow's  going 
to  Mills  Home  he  served  as  Associate  Pastor  and  Minister  of  Education 
in  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Lenoir. 

Significant  recommendations  relative  to  the  Children's  Homes 
were  adopted  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  May  following  a 
two  and  a  half  year  study  by  the  Committee  of  Twenty-Five.  They 
are  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  number  of  children  in  foster  home  care  be  increased 
to  approximate  the  number  in  institutional  care. 

2.  That  the  Children's  Homes  begin  to  develop  new  types  of 
programs  to  help  children  who  are  not  being  adequately  cared  for  in 
other  ways. 

3.  That  increased  attention  be  given  to  families  throughout  the 
state  by  well-trained,  mature  case  work  consultants  to  help  avoid 
family  breakdowns. 

The  Convention  has  voted  to  bring  the  Children's  Homes  into 
the  Cooperative  Program  on  the  same  basis  as  all  other  institutions 
and  objects.  Churches  may  continue  to  send  Once-A-Month  offerings 
and  special  gifts.  Designated  gifts  from  Churches  to  the  Children's 
Homes  will  be  administered  by  the  Convention  in  the  same  manner  as 
designated  gifts  from  Churches  to  other  institutions.  The  Homes  are 
encouraged  with  this  improved  financial  relationship  with  the  Con- 
vention. For  lack  of  sufficient  income  the  Homes  operated  on  a 
$22,000  deficit  in  1958.  The  deficit  for  1959  will  be  approximately 
$65,000.  The  only  way  the  Homes  have  of  meeting  the  $65,000  deficit 
this  year  is  through  a  substantial  increase  in  the  Thanksgiving  Offering. 

With  the  increase  in  population,  the  development  of  industry, 
the  growth  of  cities  and  the  mounting  tensions  in  present  day  society, 
there  is  an  increasing  demand  for  services  to  dependent  children. 
Your  Children's  Homes  are  being  asked  by  the  Convention  to  expand 
their    services.    With    your    prayers,    loyal    and    generous  support. 
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your  leadership  will  continue  to  move  forward  as  resources  are  made 
available. 

Bro.  Upchurch  was  asked  to  lead  the  congregation  in  the 
singing  of  the  hymn,  "Blessed  Assurance." 

In  accord  with  the  agreement  the  first  day  an  offering  was 
taken  to  defray  the  balance  of  the  cost  of  the  projection  equip- 
ment.   That  offering  amounted  to  $26.02. 

Mrs.  Lanning  announced  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
W.  M.  U. 

To  begin  our  worship  period  the  Kenly  Choir  rendered  special 
music.  After  the  music  Bro.  Harold  White  introduced  Bro.  E.  L. 
Spivey  who  delivered  the  doctrinal  sermon.  After  the  sermon 
Bro.  Spivey  pronounced  the  benediction  and  returned  thanks  for 
the  food.   We  then  adjourned  for  the  lunch  hour. 

Afternoon  Session 

The  moderator  called  the  session  to  order  and  led  the  con- 
gregation in  the  singing  of  a  hymn. 

Bro.  Carl  Fiske  led  us  in  the  devotional  period. 

The  moderator  recognized  Bro.  and  Mrs.  Edward  Massengill 
as  visitors  to  the  annual  meeting. 

The  moderator  recognized  a  representative  of  Campbell  Col- 
lege to  speak  briefly  for  Christian  education  though  he  was 
not  speaking  to  a  report.  The  representative  said  that  Camp- 
bell is  seeking  to  offer  an  accredited,  four-year  program  of 
studies. 

A  motion  was  made  that  appropriate  action  be  taken  at  the 
proper  time  if  and  when  Bro.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Wiggs  are  appointed 
as  missionaries  that  we  may  both  use  them  and  honor  them  in 
the  association. 

The  moderator  recognized  Bro.  S.  T.  Anderson,  Jr.  to  give 
the  Report  of  the  Treasurer.  Bro.  Anderson  reminded  us  that 
there  have  been  a  number  of  non-budget  items  this  year  that  have 
had  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  treasurer.  A  full  report  of  special 
items  was  made  along  with  the  regular  budget  items.  Bro. 
Anderson  moved  the  adoption  of  his  report  and  he  was  recognized 
to  speak  to  his  report.  The  motion  passed  and  the  report  was 
adopted.

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Missions.  Bro.  Nix  made  a  motion  that  a  report  on  Home  Missions 
be  a  regular  part  of  the  agenda  of  the  Annual  Meetings  and  that 
his  report  be  incorporated  in  the  minutes.  Bro.  Nix  recognized 
Mrs.  Arthur  Braswell  and  Miss  Leona  Stephenson  to  tell  some- 
thing about  Home  Mission  work.  Mrs.  Braswell  told  us  about 
the  work  of  the  Tentmakers  work. 

Miss  Leona  Stephenson,  the  Y.  W.  A.  Leaders  in  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Clayton,  was  recognized  to  speak  on  the  South- 
western Tour  to  Glorieta.  She  told  of  her  stop  at  New  Orleans  at 
which  time  she  visited  the  Good  Samaritan  Home  and  of  the  fine 
work  that  institution  is  doing  to  minister  to  needy  girls. 

The  congregation  stood  to  sing,  "All  the  Way  my  Saviour 
Leads  Me." 

The  moderator  recognized  the  clerk  to  read  the  History  of 
Kenly  Church.  He  read  the  report  and  moved  its  adoption. 
It  was  approved. 

History  of  Kenly  Baptist  Church 

The  church  was  organized  February  23,  1906,  with  seven  charter 
members  as  follows:  Mrs.  Essie  Renfrow,  Mrs.  Ida  Bailey,  Miss 
Lillian  Ayers,  Miss  Kate  Darden,  Miss  Elizabeth  Morris,  Mr.  B.  W. 
Harris  and  Mr.  Fred  Richardson. 

The  church  was  admitted  to  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association, 
November  9  the  same  year,  reporting  seven  members.  In  1911  the 
membership  had  grown  to  sixty. 

The  record  shows  that  the  following  pastors  have  served  the 
church:  Rev.  R.  M.  Harrell,  1906-1907;  Rev.  J.  W.  Nobles,  1907-1910; 
Rev.  George  H.  Johnson,  1910-1911;  Rev.  J.  M.  Gibbs,  1913-1914; 
Rev.  David  E.  Vipperman,  1915-1916;  Rev.  R.  M.  Von  Miller,  1916- 
1918;  Rev.  C.  E.  Stevenson,  1920-1921;  Rev.  J.  G.  Johnson,  1921-1922; 
Rev.  O.  A.  Keller,  1922-1923;  Rev.  N.  H.  Shepherd,  1923-1924;  Rev. 
W.  T.  Evans,  1924-1926;  Rev.  E.  W.  Mason,  1928-1929;  Rev.  Jesse  Mc- 
Carter,  1930-1932;  Rev.  Arthur  R.  Creech,  1933-1934;  Rev.  Theo.  B. 
Davis,  1935-1941;  Rev.  Tom  Freeman,  1942-1947;  Rev.  J.  L.  Jones, 
1948-1952;  Rev.  Glynn  T.  Hill,  1953-1956;  Rev.  E.  D.  Crumpler, 
1956—. 

The  church  made  another  great  step  forward  in  1926,  when  a 
$3,500.00  parsonage  was  built,  during  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  W.  T. 
Evans.  The  church  later  shared  in  a  fund  for  the  parsonage,  left  in 
a  will  to  the  Johnston  Association  by  Brother  J.  M.  Beaty  of  Smithfield. 

In  1942  a  church  field  was  farmed  with  the  Thanksgiving  and 
Pine  Level  churches.  The  Kenly  church  having  services  only  on 
the  second  Sunday  of  each  month. 

During  1948  remodeling  of  the  church  and  the  construction  of 
seven  new  classrooms  were  begun.  The  membership  of  the  church 
by  this  time  had  increased  to  103  members.    This  marked  the  greatest 
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period  of  growth  and  enthusiasm  since  the  early  years  of  the  church. 
This  fact  alone  is  astounding  when  one  considers  that  some  $25,000.00 
went  into  completing  the  building  as  it  now  stands. 

In  1953,  Hales'  Chapel  Baptist  Church  and  Kenly  formed  a 
church  field,  Kenly  becoming  a  half-time  church,  with  services  on 
second  and  fourth  Sundays  of  each  month.  Recently  a  nursery  and 
four  new  classes  have  been  formed,  the  debt  on  the  building  retired, 
and  the  church  formally  dedicated.

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REPORT  OF  ANNUAL  WMU  MEETING— 1959 

The  57th  annual  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union, 
auxiliary  to  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association  was  held  with  the 
Corinth  Baptist  Church  with  Mrs.  H.  O.  Lanning,  president 
presiding. 

Approximately  300  women  representing  most  of  the  47  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Societies  in  the  Association  attended  the  meeting 
and  enjoyed  the  fellowship  of  this  yearly  get-together. 

The  theme  for  the  day  was,  "YOU— WITNESSING— NOW." 
Opening  devotion  "WE  WITNESS  THROUGH  SCRIPTURE  READ- 
ING" was  presented  by  several  women  with  words  of  welcome  com- 
ing from  the  local  WMU  president,  Mrs.  Carl  Glover. 

The  highlight  of  the  morning  session  was  a  talk  by  Miss 
Anna  Frances  Todd,  Missionary  to  Colombia,  South  America  who 
spoke  on  the  subject,  "SHEW  FORTH  HIS  SALVATION." 

Miss  Todd  said  that  Baptist  mission  work  is  carried  on  in 
Colombia  "amid  difficulties,"  that  serving  through  schools  and 
hospitals  is  a  means  used  by  missionaries  to  "shew  forth  His  sal- 
vation" in  that  country,  and  that  Baptist  women  can  help  by 
praying  for  missionaries,  encouraging  young  people  to  accept 
a  call  to  mission  service,  supporting  the  movement  financially, 
and  helping  to  "preserve  freedom"  in  the  United  States. 

Mrs.  Charles  Maddry  of  Durham,  president  of  the  Raleigh 
Region  of  WMU,  suggested  as  "Ways  of  Witnessing":  prepara- 
tion for  observance  of  the  Jubilee  Advance,  a  realization  of  the 
tremendous  scope  of  witnessing  as  "God's  business,"  a  day-by-day 
carrying  out  of  His  commandments,  and  guidance  of  young  people 
into  His  paths. 

The  afternoon  session  was  devoted  to  witnessing  by  out- 
standing young  people  of  the  association — representives  of  Sun- 
beams, Girls'  Auxiliary,  and  Young  Woman's  Auxiliary;  elec- 
tion of  officers;  and  the  presentation  of  a  gift  rounding  out 
$1,000  to  Resthaven,  Winston-Salem  Home  for  the  Aging,  in 
honor  of  Mrs.  D.  B.  Oliver,  long-time  member  and  officer  of  the 
Johnston  Association  WMU.

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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I.  NAME 
The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  Johnston  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation. 

ARTICLE  II.  OBJECTS 
The  object  and  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  counsel 
together  for  the  enlargement,  expansion  and  strengthening  of  the 
work  of  our  Lord;  to  promote  unity,  growth  and  fellowship  among 
the  member  churches;  and  to  further  the  spirit  of  cooperation  with 
and  in  Baptist  work  in  general  as  set  forth  by  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention. 

ARTICLE  III.  MEMBERSHIP 

The  membership  of  the  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  pas- 
tors of  all  affiliated  churches  and  ordained  ministers  of  affiliating 
churches  who  are  not  active,  and  three  messengers  from  each  church 
for  the  first  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  addi- 
tional messenger  from  each  church  for  each  additional  one  hundred 
members  or  major  fraction  thereof.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly 
certified  in  the  annual  letters  sent  by  the  churches  to  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association.  The  courtesies  of  the  floor  may  be  ex- 
tended at  the  discretion  of  the  body  to  representatives  of  our  denomi- 
national interests,  and  also  to  ministers  and  members  of  other  Chris- 
tian organizations. 

ARTICLE  IV.  NEW  CHURCHES 
The  Association  may  receive  other  Baptist  churches  into  its  fellow- 
ship on  receipt  of  letters  of  dismission  from  other  like  organizations. 
It  may  also  receive  newly  constituted  churches  whose  articles  of  faith 
harmonize  with  the  generally  accepted  Articles  of  Faith  among  South- 
ern Baptists.  Any  newly  organized  church  applying  for  admission  to 
the  fellowship  of  the  Association  shall  be  received  under  the  watch- 
care  of  the  Association  for  one  year,  after  which,  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee,  it  may  be  voted  into  full  fellowship 
of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V.  MEETINGS 
The  Association  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place  as  it 
may  decide  at  the  preceding  annual  meeting.  The  Executive  commit- 
tee, hereinafter  provided  for,  shall  have  the  authority  to  change  the 
place  and  time  of  meetings  in  the  event  a  sudden  emergency  shall 
make  such  change  advisable. 

ARTICLE  VI.  AUTHORITY 
The  Association  shall  be  clothed  with  authority  only  to  advise  the

churches  touching  all  things  pertaining  to  their  interest,  but  shall  in 
no  case  control  or  direct  them  with  reference  to  their  own  government 
or  internal  policy. 

ARTICLE  VII.  ORGANIZATION 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  moderator,  whose 
term  of  office  shall  be  limited  to  two  one  year  periods,  and  who  shall 
not  be  eligible  to  succeed  himself  after  such  two  year  period;  a  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Historian;  these  officers  shall  be 
elected  each  year  by  the  Association  at  its  annual  meeting  and  shall 
hold  office  for  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  The 
Moderator  shall  be  elected  at  the  Association  at  its  annual  meeting 
held  in  1955,  and  annually  thereafter;  the  Moderator  to  preside  over 
the  sessions  of  the  body,  the  Vice-Moderator  to  preside  in  his 
absence;  the  Clerk  to  record,  print  and  distribute  the  minutes  of  the 
body,  and  to  keep  on  file  these  and  all  other  important  papers;  the 
Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse  all  funds  of  the  Association  sub- 
ject to  its  order;  the  Auditor  to  examine  the  Treasurer's  books  at 
the  close  of  each  session  and  to  render  a  report  before  adjournment; 
the  Historian  to  report  to  the  Association  each  year  at  the  annual  ses- 
sion and  to  keep  an  accurate  history  of  the  work. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  COMMITTEES 

The  Moderator  shall  appoint  the  following  committees  at  the 
general  meeting  of  the  Association. 

(a)  To  nominate  the  officers  of  the  Association; 

(b)  On  Order  of  Business  and  to  prepare  associational  programs; 

(c)  On  Time,  Place  and  Preacher  for  the  next  session; 

(d)  On  Resolutions; 

(e)  On  Memorials; 

(f)  Such  other  Committees  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

ARTICLE  IX.  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 
The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Committee  which 
shall  have  authority  between  regular  sessions  of  the  Association  to 
act  for  the  body  in  necessary  matters,  executing  the  plans  and  work 
of  the  Association  in  whatever  manner  may  seem  advisable,  a  full 
report  of  its  work  being  presented  annually  with  such  recommenda- 
tions as  may  seem  wise. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastor  and 
one  lay  member  from  each  church  in  addition  to  any  ex-officio  mem- 
bers from  the  church.  The  lay  member  shall  be  elected  by  the  in- 
dividual church  annually  and  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year  froim 
November  1  to  October  31.  The  Moderator  of  the  Association  shall  be 
an  ex-officio  member  of  the  committee,  and  shall  act  as  its  chairman. 
In  addition  to  the  Moderator,  the  following  persons  shall  be  ex-officio 
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members  of  the  Committee:  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Audi- 
tor, Publicity  Director,  and  Historian  of  the  Association;  also,  the  As- 
sociational  heads  of  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  and  Brotherhood,  and  the  persons  who  are  to  make  re- 
ports to  the  Association  the  following  year  on  Evangelism.  Christian 
Education,  Christian  Literature,  American  Bible  Society,  Temperance 
and  Public  Morals,  Cooperative  Program,  Benevolences  (which  shall 
include  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes,  Hospital,  Hcime  for  the 
Aging,  Relief  and  Annuity  Board),  Music  Director,  and  Associational 
Missionary.  All  ex-officio  members  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  on  all 
matters.  Fifteen  (15)  members  present  at  an  Executive  Committee 
meeting  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  X.    GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

(a)  This  Association  shall  not  have  power  to  annul  the  dis- 
cipline or  exercise  authority  over  any  church  connected  with  it  but 
may  advise  with  and  sever  its  connection  with  any  church  that  neg- 
lects to  preserve  Gospel  order. 

(b)  Each  church  shall  send  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Asso- 
ciation a  letter  (the  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Asso- 
ciation), carefully  filled  as  per  blank  suggestions,  stating  the  full 
work  of  the  church  for  the  year  ending  the  last  Sunday  in  September. 

(c)  The  Association  shall  foster  Associational  Missions,  State  Mis- 
sions, Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Education,  the 
Ministers'  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Or- 
phanage, Hospital,  Home  for  the  Aging,  and  the  American  Bible 
Society,  and  each  church  shall  be  encouraged  to  contribute  to  the 
support  of  these  objects  regularly  and  systematically. 

(d)  The  Proceedings  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  shall  be 
recorded  as  a  part  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  XI.    MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

There  shall  be  a  Missions  Coimmittee.  It  shall  consist  of  the  heads 
of  the  departments:  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union 
Director,  W.  M.  U.  President,  and  Brotherhood  chairman.  Also  there 
shall  be  three  nominated  along  with  the  other  Associational  officers 
and  elected  annually  by  the  Association  to  serve  with  these  depart- 
ment heads.  Their  duties  shall  be  too: 

(1)  Plan  the  Associational  Calendar  of  Activities; 

(2)  Coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Association; 

(3)  Aid  in  the  promotion  of  the  mission  program. 

The  chairman  shall  be  elected  from  among  themselves  by  the 
committee  at  its  first  session  following  their  annual  election. 
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ARTICLE  XII.    ADOPTION  AND  REVISION 
This  Constitution  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its  adoption 
and  shall  supercede  any  and  all  Constitutions  previously  adopted. 

The  same  may  be  revised  at  any  annual  session  of  the  Associa- 
tion upon  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  and 
voting,  provided  the  proposed  revision  shall  have  been  presented 
in  writing  to  the  Executive  Committee  prior  to  the  annual  meeting 
for  information  only;  and  provided  that  the  proposed  revision  shall  be 
presented  at  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association, 
but  shall  not  be  voted  on  until  the  second  day  of  such  annual  meet- 
ing at  such  time  the  Moderator  may  designate  by  public  announce- 
ment. 

RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  All  meetings  of  the  body  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 
devotional  services. 

2.  Representatives  from  ten  churches  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

3.  Messengers  shall  be  recognized  by  letters  from  their  churches 
designating  them  as  such. 

4.  Members  desiring  to  speak  shall  first  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  shall  use  the  term  "brother,"  or  "sister,"  as  the  case  may 
be,  in  speaking  to  each  other  and  shall  not  speak  on  the  same  subject 
more  than  twice  without  permission. 

5.  The  roll  of  members  shall  be  called  at  least  once,  and  absen- 
tees marked. 

6.  Corresponding  messengers  and  visiting  brethren  shall  be  in- 
vited to  seats  with  the  privilege  of  speaking,  but  not  voting. 

7.  A  copy  of  the  minutes  shall  be  sent  to  each  of  the  following: 
the  General  and  Statistical  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  the  State 
Mission  Board,  Librarian  of  Wake  Forest  College,  Librarian  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky.,  Secretary  of 
Survey  and  Statistics,  Baptist  Sunday  School  board,  Nashville,  Tenn., 
Samuel  Colgate  Historical  Collection,  Colgate  University,  Hamilton, 
N.  Y.;  American  Baptist  Society,  Crozer  Seminary,  Chester,  Pa.; 
Southwestern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Fort  Worth,  Texas;  and 
to  Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Wake  Forest,  N.  C. 

8.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  de- 
cided by  Kerfoot's  Parliamentary  Law.

The  fifty-eighth  session  of  the  Johnston  Baptist  Associaton  was 
called  to  order  by  the  moderator.  The  theme  for  the  two-day  session 
was,  "I  WILL  BE  FAITHFUL."  Bro.  G.  Willie  Lee  moderated  the 
session. 

The  worship  period  was  begun  by  the  singing  of  "Come  Thou 
Almighty  King"  led  by  Bro.  Blake  Thomas.  Bro.  A.  L.  Brown  read 
the  Scripture  and  led  in  prayer. 

The  clerk  was  asked  to  call  the  roll  and  after  the  Roll  Call  the 
moderator  declared  a  quorum. 

Bro.  Larry  Mayo  made  a  motion  that  the  Printed  Order  of  Busi- 
ness be  adopted.  The  Order  of  Business  was  adopted  unanimously. 

Bro.  B.  M.  Brannan  was  recognized  that  he  may  give  recognition 
to  the  visitors  and  new  pastors. 

The  clerk  presented  the  Report  of  the  Association's  Executive 
Committee.  The  report  was  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association  held  four  regular 
meetings  and  one  special  session.  The  Committee  met  the  last  Tues- 
day in  each  quarter  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Smithfield.  The 
Special  Session  was  held  May  9,  1960  at  the  Bethesda  Church. 

THE  FIRST  REGULAR  MEETING  was  held  December  29,  1959. 
At  that  meeting  the  report  of  the  treasurer  showed  a  balance  of  only 
$246.18.  This  being  cause  for  concern  Bro.  E.  S.  Simpson  made  a 
motion  that  an  Associational  meeting  be  held  to  which  the  leaders 
in  the  churches  were  to  be  invited  to  inform  them  of  the  real  min- 
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istry  of  Associational  Missions  and  of  the  low  financial  status  of  the 
Association.  The  motion  was  approved  and  the  meeting  was  held. 

Bro.  Otis  Lanning  made  a  motion  that  the  moderator  appoint  some- 
one to  represent  Jewish  Evangelism  as  presented  by  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Board. 

THE  SECOND  REGULAR  MEETING  was  held  March  29,  1960. 
It  was  reported  that  the  treasurer  and  Missionary  had  deemed  it 
necessary  to  get  out  a  letter  urging  the  churches  to  contribute  to  the 
Association  at  the  rate  of  85  cents  per  resident  member. 

THE  SPECIAL  SESSION  was  held  May  9,  1960  at  the  Bethesda 
Church.  At  this  meeting  the  Committee  accepted  the  resignation  of 
Bro.  Paul  Nix,  Associational  Missionary.  The  moderator  was  asked 
to  appoint  a  committee  to  draft  a  resolution  recommending  Bro.  Nix 
to  his  new  work. 

A  motion  was  made  that  the  Missions  Committee  study  our  situ- 
ation and  make  a  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  with  the  view 
of  making  a  recommendation  concerning  the  Associational  Mission 
program. 

THE  THIRD  REGULAR  SESSION  was  held  June  28,  1960.  The 
clerk  was  instructed  to  contact  all  churches  with  a  questionnaire  to 
determine  the  sentiment  of  the  churches  concerning  a  missions 
program  led  by  an  Association  Missionary  and  to  determine  the  ex- 
tent of  financial  support. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  set- 
ting up  a  Seminary  Extension  Center  in  our  Association. 

The  Committee  authorized  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business 
to  print  a  Book  of  Reports  for  the  annual  meeting. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  for  the  annual 
meeting  was  studied  by  the  committee. 

THE  FOURTH  REGULAR  SESSION  was  held  September  27,  1960. 
The  Chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee  read  the  report  on  the 
study  of  Associational  Missions  as  authorized  in  the  May  meeting. 

The  clerk  and  treasurer  were  asked  to  confer  on  the  number  of 
Minutes  sent  to  churches  that  seemingly  were  requesting  too  many 
or  were  requesting  Minutes  without  having  contributed  enough  to 
pay  for  them. 

The  Chairman  of  Finance  presented  the  proposed  budget  for 
1960-61.  The  budget  was  amended  then  approved. 

The  pastor  of  the  Selma  Baptist  Church  presented  a  request  for 
State  Aid  for  Faith  Mission  in  the  amount  of  $600.  The  request  was 
approved. 

The  pastor  of  Hocutt  Memorial  presented  his  church's  request 
for  State  Aid  in  the  amount  of  $760.  Their  request  was  approved.

Mrs.  Doc  R.  Oliver  was  asked  to  present  the  Report  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Union.  Her  report  was  adopted.  Mrs.  Oliver 
spoke  briefly  to  her  report. 

Report  of  the  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  Johnston  Association  suffered  a 
great  loss  in  leadership  when  our  president,  Mrs.  H.  O.  Lanning,  left 
us  to  go  with  her  husband  to  new  work  in  Florida.  Her  dynamic 
leadership,  great  efficiency,  and  loyal  dedication  to  the  duties  of 
her  office  inspired  the  women  of  Johnston  Association  to  higher 
planes  of  service  in  our  Master's  kingdom.  We  shall  miss  her,  but 
we  pray  God's  blessings  on  the  new  service  in  Florida. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  attempt  to  report  on  service  accomplished 
under  the  leadership  of  other  people,  and  I  am  sure  that  many  im- 
portant details  may  be  overlooked. 

I  would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  all  the  women  who  have  helped  to 
carry  on  the  Missionary  program  of  our  churches.  God  has  blessed 
and  multiplied  al]  of  our  efforts  and  the  influence  of  the  efforts  ot 
dedicated  women  has  been  felt  all  around  the  world. 

Our  annual  meeting  was  held  last  Spring  with  the  Middlesex 
Church  as  hostess.  We  had  a  very  inspiring  meeting,  and  a  very  good 
attendance  on  the  part  of  our  women  demonstrated  in  the  interest  of 
our  women  in  the  work.  Special  recognition  and  honor  was  given 
to  Mrs.  J.  E.  Wilder,  a  former  president  and  vice  president  of  our 
group,  who  was  leaving  our  association  with  her  church,  Mount 
Moriah.  Mrs.  Wilder's  dedication  and  love  for  the  women's  work 
will  be  sorely  missed. 

Our  young  people's  directors  have  been  faithful  to  their  duties. 
The  Sunbeam  Band  day  camp  was  again  held  with  much  interest. 
The  G.A.'s  and  Y.W.A.'s  also  held  most  interesting  meetings. 

One  of  our  young  people  deserves  special  mention.  Phyllis  Aus- 
tin of  Four  Oaks  was  given  special  recognition  in  the  state  for  YWA 
work  over  and  above  that  required.  We  are  proud  of  Phyllis  and  her 
love  for  missionary  work,  and  we  are  grateful  for  young  people  like 
her  and  the  leaders  who  direct  them  in  God's  work. 

We  note  here  with  regret  the  loss  of  Mrs.  Paul  Nix,  our  G.A.  lead- 
er, who  has,  with  her  husband,  entered  new  areas  of  service.  We 
are  deeply  grateful  for  the  contribution  of  Mrs.  Nix  to  the  leader- 
ship of  our  young  girls.  We  are  without  a  leader  for  this  group  at 
this  time,  but  we  are  praying  that  God  will  touch  the  heart  of  the 
right  person  to  assume  this  important  place  of  leadership. 

Over  2,600  women  and  young  people  are  engaged  in  carrying 
out  the  missionary  program  in  our  churches.  There  is  a  total  of  925 
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missionary  periodicals  going  into  the  homes  of  our  churches.  This 
total  represents  only  the  periodicals  connected  with  our  missionary 
program. 

In  September  the  Johnston  women  entertained  the  Regional 
W.M.U.  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Smithfield.  Approximately  150 
women  attended  this  meeting,  and  I  am  sure  that  all  were  inspired 
by  the  challenging  program  presented. 

Our  special  gifts  this  year  were  an  increase  over  former  giving, 
and  we  are  grateful  for  our  share  in  the  Kingdom  work,  but  we  are 
deeply  conscious  that  more  prayer,  more  gifts,  more  dedication  and 
more  consecration  are  greatly  needed  in  order  that  God's  message 
may  be  heard  in  every  place  that  need  abounds.

The  moderator  recognized  Miss  Jean  Poston  to  present  the  Re- 
port on  Christian  Education.  Her  report  was  adopted  and  she  recog- 
nized Bro.  James  C.  Cammack  to  speak  to  her  report.  Bro.  Cammack 
laid  upon  the  hearts  the  pressing  and  desperate  needs  of  the  Bap- 
tist Colleges  operated  by  North  Carolina  Baptist. 

Report  on  Christian  Education 

"There  is  a  Baptist  College  near  here."  So  goes  a  paraphrase  of 
a  familiar  slogan,  for  no  matter  in  what  part  of  North  Carolina  you 
may  live,  you  are  near  one  of  its  seven  Baptist  colleges.  Fortunately 
in  Johnston  Association  we  are  within  approximately  150  miles  of  four 
of  these  schools,  and  two  are  less  than  50  miles  away.  We  can  be 
proud  and  should  support  these  institutions  of  high  scholastic  stand- 
ings and  Christian  emphasis. 

May  I  remind  you  that  Father's  Day  is  suggested  for  our  church's 
emphasis  on  Christian  Education  each  year.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
observance  will  lead  to  better  understanding  of  our  colleges,  the 
importance  of  their  work,  as  well  as  the  financial  aid  sufficient  to 
meet  operating  costs.  Also,  may  I  remind  you  that  the  home  church 
must  continue  its  efforts  to  interest  local  youth  in  higher  education 
at  our  Baptist  colleges,  and  this  is  a  year-round  effort.  Make  use  of 
every  opportunity  to  have  both  faculty  and  students  from  these 
colleges  in  your  church,  and  keep  informed  on  the  activities  on 
their  campuses. 

You  will  especially  want  to  watch  with  interest  their  expanding 
programs  as  they  build  and  broaden  their  courses  of  study.  At  pre- 
sent Campbell  and  Mars  Hill  are  preparing  for  senior  college  status. 
All  of  our  schools  are  filled  to  capacity. 

Again  this  year  we  sponsored  a  college  retreat  for  rising  high 
school  seniors  and  college  students.  It  was  held  on  August  19  at 
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Carters  Chapel  with  more  than  50  attending.  The  program,  "For  Such 
A  Time  As  This,"  featured  James  Y,  Greene,  associate  in  the  Student 
Department  of  our  state,  and  Charles  Wiggs,  missionary  appointee 
from  our  association,  as  well  as  the  young  people  themselves. 

We  are  glad  to  have  Claude  Gaddy  at  our  association  this  year 
to  represent  our  state  convention.  He  is  secretary  for  the  Council 
on  Christian  Education.

Bro.  Earl  Crumpler  was  recognized  for  the  Report  of  Temper- 
ance and  Public  Morals.  He  moved  the  adoption  of  his  report  and 
then  spoke  briefly  about  it.  The  report  was  adopted. 

Report  on  Temperance  and  Public  Morals 

No  moral  problem  has  ever  faced  the  south  like  the  problem 
which  has  developed  with  such  force  in  recent  months.  This  problem 
may  be  identified  by  such  symptoms  as  hate,  prejudice  and  discrimi- 
nation. This  problem  is  more  specifically  identified  with  the  integra- 
tion of  the  Negro  race  into  public  facilities  that  were  previously  for 
white  only.  Some  have  suggested  that  this  is  a  matter  of  rights  that 
should  be  decided  by  law,  and  that  churches  should  keep  silent  on 
such  matters.  However,  if  this  problem  is  rightly  identified  it  will 
come  under  the  category  of  moral  problems.  Since  hate,  prejudice 
and  discrimination  are  moral  problems,  those  churches  who  do  not 
speak  on  such  issues  fail  to  bring  the  Gospel  to  bear  on  the  life  of 
the  community. 

This  report  is  not  an  attempt  to  bring  undue  attention  to  the  inte- 
gration of  the  Negro  race.  It  is  an  attempt  to  identify  the  reaction 
of  many  as  a  moral  problem,  and  to  ask  Christian  to  treat  it  as 
such.  Please  be  reminded  that,  although  every  person  has  the  right 
to  decide  with  whom  he  will  associate,  the  followers  of  Jesus  Christ 
have  no  choice  as  to  whom  they  will  love.  A  Christian  has  no  other 
choice  than  to  act  from  a  motive  of  love.  It  is  a  Christian's  responsi- 
bility to  possess  Christ's  attitude  of  love,  and  should  we  act  from  any 
other  motive  in  our  personal  relations  with  others,  we  fall  into  the 
snare  of  satan. 

There  is  no  national  association  for  the  advancement  of  any  race 
that  has  the  answer  to  this  moral  problem  of  racial  conflict.  There 
is  no  question  that  if  the  Christian  of  Johnston  County,  and  especially 
the  more  than  10,000  Southern  Baptists  of  the  Johnston  Baptist  As- 
sociation will  demonstrate  the  attitude  of  love,  our  communities 
throughout  the  county  will  never  be  faced  with  this  moral  problem, 
as  some  of  our  neighboring  counties.  For  this  we  pray  for  our  nation 
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and  world  as  a  whole,  that  Christ  may  have  His  rule  of  love  in  every 
heart.

Report  of  the  American  Bible  Society 

The  Bible  is  "The  Book  for  Everyone."  This  is  more  than  a  slogan. 
It  is  the  deep  conviction  of  the  American  Bible  Society  and  of  all 
who  recognize  their  stewardship  of  the  Word  of  God. 

If  the  people  of  the  world  are  to  know  Jesus  Christ  the  one 
hope  of  men  and  nations,  they  must  have  the  Bible. 

Each  person  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language  because 
it  speaks  to  his  heart  as  no  other  language  can  speak. 

But,  in  most  countries,  people  cannot  afford  even  the  cost  of 
printing  the  Scriptures. 

The  Bible  is  the  essential  tool  of  missions  and  evangelism.  The 
missionary  uses  it  in  all  of  his  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  mission- 
ary. It  can  go  where  the  human  missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay 
on  after  he  must  leave — and  keep  on  speaking  to  a  person's  heart. 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  an  active  partner  of  Southern 
Baptists.  It  serves  every  form  of  Southern  Baptist  mission  work  at 
home  and  abroad.  It  helps  missionaries  to  translate  the  Bible.  It  pub- 
lishes without  note  or  comment  and  distributes  without  profit,  usual- 
ly below  cost. 

During  1959  the  American  Bible  Society — 
— donated  more  than  a  million  Scripture  volumes  for  distribut- 
tion  by  the  Chaplains  to  our  Armed  Forces  and  to  patients 
in  Veterans'  Hospitals,  providing  a  vital  link  between  the 
home  churches  and  the  men  and  women  in  service. 
— approached  its  125th  anniversary  of  supplying  Scriptures  for 
the  Blind,  far  below  cost,  in  Braille  and  other  raised-letter 
systems  and  on  Talking  Book  records. 
— rejoiced  that  some  part  of  the  Bible  has  been  published  in 
1151  languages:  the  full  Bible  in  219,  a  Testament  in  271 
more  and  a  Gospel  or  other  complete  book  in  661  more. 
— continued  to  supply  Scriptures  in  such  strategic  areas  as 
West  Germany  and  other  lands  along  the  Iron  Curtain,  Africa, 
Latin  America,  Japan,  Korea  and  India — and  to  many  Chinese 
now  living  in  other  countries  outside  the  communist-controll- 
ed China  mainland. 
— distributed  a  total  of  more  than  llVz  million  Scripture  volumes. 
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This  was  an  increase  over  the  15  million  volumes  averaged 
in  recent  years,  but  still  short  of  urgent  needs. 
Last  year  all  the  Bible  Societies  of  the  world  together  distributed 
over  27  million  volumes  of  Scriptures.  But,  that  is  less  than  the  num- 
ber of  people  who  learn  to  read  each  year! 

Many  people  around  the  world  now  wait  for  the  Bible — wait  for 
gifts  to  the  Bible  Society  to  make  up  the  difference  between  the 
cost  and  the  price  they  can  pay.  How  long  must  they  wait?

After  the  sermon 
the  Prayer  of  thanks  for  the  food  was  offered  by  Bro.  White.  We 
then  adjourned  for  the  lunch  hour. 

First  Day 
Afternoon  Session 

The  afternoon  session  was  opened  with  the  singing  of  "Bring 
Them  In." 

After  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  Bro.  Carl  Fiske  read  the  Scripture 
and  led  in  prayer. 

In  the  absence  of  Bro.  Sanford  Smith  the  History  of  the  Pine 
Level  Church  was  presented  by  Bro.  Guy  Moore.  The  history  of  the 
church  was  adopted  to  become  a  part  of  the  Book  of  Minutes. 

History  of  Pine  Level  Baptist  Church 

Pine  Level  Baptist  Church  was  organized  in  the  year  1869  with 
the  following  charter  members:  Dr.  William  B.  Harrell,  pastor,  Mrs. 
Nancy  Hughes,  Miss  Pattie  Knox,  Mrs.  Crecy  Peedin,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Rock- 
well, Mrs.  Mourning  Stallings,  Mrs.  Julie  Worley,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Win- 
free  and  Mr.  John  Worley. 

During  the  early  years  of  this  history  of  the  church  the  Sunday 
School  was  organized.  For  a  number  of  years  after  its  organization, 
Mr.  Henry  Louis  Smith,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  D.  H.  Groves,  Mr.  Ed  Moore, 
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and  Mr.  L.  Richardson  of  Selma,  N.  C,  gave  their  time  and  money 
to  build  a  Sunday  School  in  the  Pine  Level  church.  Mr.  Smith  would 
walk  from  Selma  to  Pine  Level  and  hold  prayer  meeting  and  help 
lead  the  Sunday  School. 

From  the  time  of  its  organization  in  the  year  1869,  this  church 
has  had  up  to  date  36  pastors.  Some  of  these  ministers  have  been 
students  from  Wake  Forest  College,  while  others  have  lived  in  the 
community.  Until  about  the  year  1942,  Pine  Level  was  in  a  preach- 
ing field  with  Kenly  and  Thanksgiving  churches  and  Pine  Level  had 
services  twice  a  month.  The  church  went  on  full  time,  February  1, 
1953. 

A  building  fund  was  set  up  in  1947  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
funds  to  erect  a  new  church  building.  The  new  church  building  pro- 
gram was  started  March  5,  1950,  with  contract  awarded  to  the  Walter 
G.  Lassiter  Construction  Company  of  Smithfield,  N.  C.  The  structure 
was  completed  in  February  1951. 

A  rather  successful  financial  plan  was  initiated  to  finance  the 
church  building  program.  After  the  church  building  program  was 
started  in  1942,  the  following  year  the  first  bond  was  bought  of  the 
church  building  fund.  The  custom  since  this,  "red  letter  day"  in  1942, 
has  been  to  have  a  Homecoming  Day  each  year.  On  this  day  every 
member  of  the  church  and  former  pastors  are  invited  back  for  Home- 
coming and  a  picnic  dinner  is  served.  At  the  close  of  dinner  any 
funds  contributed  to  the  building  fund  are  announced.  Total  receipts 
from  1943  to  1950  were  $40,189.78.  These  generous  contributions  have 
enabled  the  members  to  build  a  pastorium  for  their  pastor,  at  an 
approximate  cost  of  $11,000.00. 

The  church  is  modeled  after  the  structure  in  Pilot,  N.  C.  at  a 
cost  of  $60,000.  The  tornado  that  struck  Pine  Level  in  1953,  com- 
pletely destroyed  the  church  steeple,  which  was  rebuilt  same  as  the 
original. 

Rev.  Clyde  Luther  resigned  as  pastor  of  the  church  during  this 
association  year,  to  accept  a  position  as  associate  pastor  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  North  Charleston,  S.  C. 

The  Rev.  Joe  Cardoso,  is  the  present  pastor.

The  Missions  Committee  has  met  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  each 
quarter  and  additional  meetings  were  held  when  deemed  necessary. 
We  worked  closely  with  our  Associational  Missionary,  Brother  Paul 
Nix,  until  his  resignation.  After  his  resignation,  we  made  recommen- 
dations to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association  as  to  the  future 
of  our  work,  with  reference  to  arrangments  to  be  made  until  such 
time  as  a  new  missionary  can  be  called. 

Some  of  the  work  of  the  committee  has  been  in  the  area  of  plan- 
ning the  Associational  Calendar  of  Activities,  coordinating  the  acti- 
vities of  the  Association  and  aiding  in  the  'promotion  of  the  Missions 
Program. 

We  sincerely  urge  the  churches  of  the  Association  to  continue 
their  financal  support  of  the  Associational  Missions  program  during 
the  absence  of  an  Associational  Missionary.  Such  support  is  needed 
if  our  future  missions  program  is  to  be  effective.

REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  MINISTRY 

Sing  unto  Him,  sing  psalms  unto  Him,  talk  ye  of  his  wondrous  works 

I  Chronicles  16:9 

God  church  music  is  that  type  which  provides  the  greatest  spiri- 
tual benefits  to  the  largest  number  of  people.  It  must  be  musically 
and  doctrinally  sound  and  it  must  satisfy  the  soul.  It  is  very  im- 
portant that  every  hymn  be  carefully  examined  for  Biblical  content 
and  doctrine  before  it  is  sung  in  our  churches, 

Music  directors  have  an  opportunity  and  obligation  to  help  their 
churches  grow  in  this  way.  Southern  Baptists  are  warm-hearted, 
evangelistic  people  who  are  not  satisfied  with  stiff,  stilted  music. 
However,  we  must  be  careful  to  see  to  it  that  the  music  which  we 
present,  in  our  churches  is  Christ-honoring. 

Realizing  the  importance  and  power  of  music  and  recognizing  the 
need  for  more  trained  leadership  in  our  churches,  your  music  com- 
mittee arranged  a  school  of  music  last  fall  which  was  held  at 
Thanksgiving  Baptist  Church  October  26-30.  Because  of  the  good 
publicity  given  at  the  Association,  we-  had  an  excellent  enrollment, 
many  churches  being  represented  which  had  not  been  reached  be- 
fore. Mrs.  Aubrey  McLellan,  a  member  of  our  committee,  very  ably 
directed  the  school.  Classes  were  held  for  Beginning  Muisc  Readers, 
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this  was  taught  by  Miss  Flora  Parker  and  was  our  most  popular  class, 
having  an  enrollment  of  approximately  35.  Other  classes  were:  the 
Church  pianist,  the  Church  organist,  song  leading  and  Advanced  Choir. 
Each  session  was  followed  by  congregational  singing.  Altogether  69 
people  were  enrolled  and  34  won  certificates. 

In  early  December  our  Association  Carol  Sing  was  held  in  Prince- 
ton Church  December  3,  3:00  P.M.  with  Miss  Lissie  Pierce  conducting 
their  choir.

Miss  Joan  Langdon  of  Pleasant  Grove 
Church  was  our  soloist  on  this  occasion,  being  accompaned  by  Miss 
Nell  Johnson. 

Your  Music  Committee  participated  in  the  promotional  program 
at  Clayton  First  for  the  Simultaneous  Revivals  reviewing  the  pamph- 
let, Music  in  your  Revivals. 

A  Hymn  Sing  was  held  at  West  Smithfield  Church  on  Sunday, 
June  12th  at  3:00  P.M. with  our  new  Congregational  Activities  Chair- 
man, the  Rev.  Guy  Moore,  conducting. 

A  conference  for  pastors  and  church  music  leaders  was  held  at 
Selma  Church  on  August  22nd  with  Paul  Bobbitt,  minister  of  music, 
Synder  Memorial  Church  of  Fayetteville,  guest  speaker.  We  regret 
to  say  that  this  was  not  well  attended. 

At  least  two  of  our  churches  took  advantage  of  Music  Week  at 
Caswell  Assembly  in  July. 

One  of  our  committee  members,  Wade  Massengill,  spoke  at  the 
July  meeting  of  the  Associational  Pastors  Conference  on  the  topic 
of  "The  Importance  of  Music  in  the  Worship  Service."

REPORT  OF  EVANGELISM 

There  never  was  a  time  when  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  was  not 
urgent,  but  many  Christians  have  been  slow  to  sense  it.  If  circum- 
stances can  shock  us  out  of  complacency,  then  every  Christian  should 
be  alerted  today  to  the  urgency  of  evangelism  in  this  Atomic  Age. 

Southern  Baptists  have  been  blessed  by  God  as  few  people  have 
been  blessed  in  all  Christian  history.  However,  aiong  with  these 
blessings  there  are  inescapable  responsibilities.  We  are  Christians 
and  we  must  share  with  those  who  are  not  Christians.  We  are  the 
children  of  light  and  we  must  share  with  those  who  sit  in  darkness. 
In  his  message  before  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  meeting  in 
Miami  Beach,  Fla.,  Billy  Graham  said,  "America  is  the  world's 
greatest  mission  field."  If  this  be  true,  and  no  doubt  it  is,  and  if 
Southern  Baptists  are  the  leading  Evangelical  denomination  in  Ameri- 
ca, we  must  match  this  hour  with  total  dedication  to  evangelism. 

Therefore  I  recommend: 

1.  That  we  strive  to  reach  the  "Evangelism  Standard  of  Excell- 
ence" for  our  association  annually. 

2.  That  our  association  have  an  evangelistic  clinic  every  two 
years  (two  to  six  months  before  the  associations  combined  revival  ef- 
forts). 

3.  That  our  association  participate  in  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Re- 
vival, and  that  we  set  annual  Baptist  Jubilee  Revival  dates  through 
1964.  (A  map  showing  the  dates  for  1964  in  North  Carolina  has  been 
mailed  to  all  pastors). 

4.  That  our  association  shall  recognize  the  associational  officers 
to  .serve  as;  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Revival  Committee.

5.  That  every  church  utilize  the  church  council  in  promoting 
a  perennial  program  of  evangelism  within  the  local  church. 

6.  That  every  church  cooperate  with  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Revival, 
and  that  consideration  be  given  to  having  at  least  one  other  revival 
during  1961,  with  emphasis  in  both  revivals  being  placed  upon  every 
member  doing  personal  soul-winning. 

7.  That  each  church  follow  the  Revival  Plan  Book,  thus  pray, 
plan  and  work  to  reach  the  maximum  number  of  lost  souls  during 
the  Baptist  Jubilee  Revival  and  to  experience  a  new  depth  of  spiritual 
life. 

8.  That  every  church  cooperate  fully  with  the  Training  Union 
in  promoting  the  spiritual  growth  program,  so  as  to  help  anchor  and 
mature  every  member  coming  into  the  fellowship  of  the  church.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  SECOND  DAY 
Held  in  the  Baptist  Center  Church 
October  20,  1960 

Morning  Session 
The  second  day  of  the  Fifty-Eighth  Annual  Session  of  the 
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Johnstc-n  Baptist  Association  was  called  to  order  by  the  moderator, 
G.  Willie  Lee.  The  theme  for  the  two-day  session  is  "I  WILL  BE 
FAITHFUL" 

Bro.  Blake  Thomas  was  asked  to  lead  in  the  singing  of  ';Lead 
On,  O  King  Eternal." 

Bro.  Fred  King,  Pastor  of  the  host  church,  was  recognized  to 
read  the  Scripture  and  lead  in  prayer. 

The  moderator  declared  the  Association  in  session  and  recogniz- 
ed Bro.  Harold  White  to  serve  as  charman  of  the  section  of  the  pro- 
program  entitled  "Benevolences."  Bro.  White  presented  the  Report 
of  the  Annuity  Board  and  then  moved  its  adoption.  His  report  was 
adopted.  Bro.  Larry  Mayo  spoke  briefly  to  this  report. 

ANNUITY  BOARD  REPORT 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  entrusted  the  Annuity 
Board  with  the  responsibility  of  caring  for  our  pastors  and  their 
families  in  the  days  of  need  and  anxiety.  This  program  of  protection 
is  called  The  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan  provides  financial  help  in 
the  time  of  death,  disability,  and  retirement.  The  Board  is  there  to 
serve  in  time  of  sorrow,  if  the  church  is  in  the  Protection  Plan.  In 
case  of  the  pastor's  death,  his  widow  would  receive  an  income  from 
the  Board  as  long  as  she  lived  or  until  she  remarried.  The  Board  is 
there  to  serve  in  time  of  sickness,  if  the  church  is  in  the  retirement 
plan.  In  case  of  disability,  the  pastor  would  receive  a  monthly  check 
from  the  Board  as  long  as  he  was  disabled.  The  Board  is  there  to 
serve  at  retirement  if  the  church  is  in  the  retirement  plan.  At  age  65, 
the  pastor  can  receive  his  regular  annuity  as  long  as  he  lives.  He 
cannot  outlive  his  protection.  A  church  can  have  all  of  this  protec- 
tion for  the  pastor  if  the  church  is  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Protec- 
tion Plan. 

We  urge  all  churches  to  contribute  to  the  work  of  the  Annuity 
Board.  The  cost  to  the  church  is  only  10  per  cent  of  the  pastor's 
salary.  For  instance;  $400  a  year  is  as  much  as  this  program  will  cost 
any  church  who  is  playing  their  pastor  $4,000  a  year  salary.  If  all 
of  our  churches  contribute,  then  all  of  our  pastors  will  be  protected 
and  all  of  our  churches  carrying  out  the  command  of  our  Lord. 

At  present  21  churches  in  our  Association  contribute  to  this  phase 
of  our  work.  This  is  a  denominational  program  and  deserves  the  sup- 
port of  all  the  churches.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Caro- 
lina is  launching  an  intensive  campaign  to  enlist  at  least  300  addi- 
tional churches  this  year.  We  recommend  that  our  association  adopt 
our  share  of  this  as  a  goal  and  that  we  urge  all  of  our  deacons  and 
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Brotherhood  members  to  present  to  their  churches  as  soon  as  possible. 

We  also  suggest  that  one  of  our  monthly  Associational  meetings 
or  Brotherhood  meetings  be  given  to  the  discussion  of  this  phase  of 
our  denominational  work. 

Churches  desiring  further  information  should  contact  members 
of  the  Annuity  Committee,  the  Associational  Missionary,  or  Tom 
Greene,  Baptist  Building,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  who  is  the  Director  of  the 
Annuity  Board  work  in  North  Carolina.  He  will  be  happy  to  present 
this  matter  to  any  local  church  desiring  his  help.

Bro.  White  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Report  of  the  N.  C. 
Baptist  Hospital.  The  report  was  adopted  and  Bro.  Willard  Baxter, 
a  Baptist  Hospital  Chaplain,  spoke  to  the  report. 

Report  of  the  N.  C.  Baptist  Hospital 

The  Ministry  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  touches  every  area  of  our 
state.  Last  year  it  served  more  than  17,000  bed  patients,  with  150,000 
visits  being  made  to  the  clinics  and  offices.  They  came  for  examina- 
tions, medical  treatment,  skilled  surgery,  and  spiritual  guidance.  Many 
of  our  homes,  most  of  churches,  and  almost  all  our  communities  have 
been  served  by  this  ministry  of  healing.  It  touches  the  family  life  of 
about  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  our  people  each  year. 

The  Mother's  Day  Fund  provides  'money  with  which  our  Hospi- 
tal gives  assistance  to  those  who  cannot  pay  the  full  cost  of  care. 
Our  Hospital  almost  doubles  our  gifts  with  matching  funds  from  wel- 
fare agencies  and  other  gifts.  In  addition  to  this,  medical  staff  gives 
its  services  without  charge  to  all  service  patients,  except  for  available 
insurance  payments. 

Our  Hospital  receives  about  3%  per  cent  of  our  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram funds  for  payments  on  the  buildings,  purchase  of  expensive 
equipment,  such  as  heart-lung  machines,  and  for  the  Department  of 
Pastoral  Care.  Our  Mother's  Day  Fund  provides  the  money  to  help 
pay  the  hospital  bills  of  needy,  sick  persons.  The  amount  of  this  fund 
determines  for  the  most  part  the  amount  of  help  our  Hospital  can 
give.  The  churches  of  the  Johnston  Association  gave  $450  less  to  the 
Mother's  Day  Fund  in  1960  than  they  did  in  1959. 

If  we  are  serious  about  this  ministry  which  was  so  close  to  the 
heart  of  our  Lord,  and  want  our  Hospital  to  give  help  when  our  peo- 
ple need  it,  we  are  going  to  have  to  become  serious  about  giving 
to  the  Mother's  Day  Fund.  Our  Hospital  is  facing  a  grave  finanical 
problem,  and  if  it  is  to  give  free  service  we  are  going  to  have  to  con- 
tribute the  money  to  finance  the  program. 

The  only  way  we  can  support  this  work  is  to  plan  for  it,  to  make 
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somebody  in  each  church  responsible  for  it,  to  let  our  people  know 
about  the  need,  and  to  challenge  them  to  give  of  their  means.  Some 
of  our  churches  over  the  state  have  been  doing  this,  -and  our  people 
have  demonstrated  that  when  this  is  done  they  will  provide  the 
necessary  support  .We  come  to  ask  you  to  do  it  in  your  church — 
not  for  the  hospital,  but  for  sick  people  who  are  in  need.

Bro.  White  was  again  recognized  to  present  the  Report  on  Bap- 
tist Homes  for  the  Aging  and  moved  its  adoption.  The  report  was 
adopted. 

Report  on  Homes  for  the  Aging 

After  nine  years  of  faithful  service  James  M.  Hayes,  Sr.,  re- 
linquished the  heavy  and  challenging  responsibility  of  the  office  of 
general  superintendent  to  his  successor,  William  A.  Poole,  on  July  1, 
1960. 

The  new  superintendent  is  diligently  at  work  and  is  finding  a 
solid  foundation  on  which  to  build  and  expand  our  ministry  to  the 
aging  in  our  midst. 

Great  blessings  are  in  store  for  us  in  this  tenth  year  of  our  Homes 
for  the  Aging.  The  new  Infirmary  Annex,  constructed  at  a  cost  of 
$193,000  and  with  28  new  rooms,  will  be  in  use  by  September  1.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  construction  of  the  proposed  new  Hamilton  Home 
can  be  started  by  late  summer,  with  facilities  for  around  30  addi- 
tional residents.  Our  hats  are  off  to  all  who  have  given  so  liberally 
and  worked  so  tirelessly  in  bringing  this  fourth  Home  to  fulfillment! 

At  the  present,  there  are  sixty  applicants  on  the  waiting  list,  and 
new  inquiries  and  applications  pouring  in  daily.  We  now  have  a  total 
of  106  residents  in  our  three  Homes — Resthaven,  20;  Albemarle,  34; 
Headquarters,  52.  Even  with  our  new  facilities,  it  is  not  unrealistic 
to  say  that  we  could  fill  rooms  up  to  500  in  the  next  two  years. 

During  the  fiscal  year,  October  1,  1959  to  August  1,  1960,  we 
have  received  $82,521.20  from  churches.  Of  this  amount  $76,352.70  was 
contributed  through  the  Special  Day  Offering  in  February.  Although 
this  amount  is  $123,000  short  of  our  goal  of  $200,000  we  are  profound- 
ly grateful  to  God  and  to  everyone  who  has  had  a  part  in  contribut- 
ing to  the  worthy  cause  .which  we  represent. 

Let  it  be  known  throughout  the  bounds  of  our  State  that  there 
is  nothing  to  hinder  any  needy  aging  person  in  our  midst  from 
coming  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  except 
the  lack  of  space.  Let  us,  therefore,  dedicate  ourselves  to  the  end 
of  making  more  space  available  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  We 
are  increasingly  dependent  upon  the  prayers  and  financial  support 
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of  the  churches.

W.  C.  Reed,  a  former  Superintendent  of  the  Chil- 
dren's Homes  and  now  Superintendent  of  Kennedy  Home,  was  pre- 
sented to  speak  to  the  Children's  Homes  Report.  The  report  was 
adopted. 

Report  of  the  Children's  Homes 

The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.  is  a  multiple 
service  agency  providing  Christian  love  and  nurture  for  more  than 
800  deserving  boys  and  girls  annually. 

The  three  homes  are:  Mills  Home  at  Thomasville  with  311  chil- 
dren, Kennedy  Home  at  Kinston  with  165,  and  Odum  Home  at  Pem- 
broke with  24  children. 

There  are  160  children  in  Foster  homes  and  40  others  who  are 
assisted  by  Mother's  Aid.  Case  work  supervision  is  afforded  30  col- 
lege students  annually. 

Children  attend  public  school  and  participate  in  all  school  acti- 
vities. Opportunities  for  Christian  commitment  and  spiritual  growth 
are  afforded  on  the  campuses,  in  the  cottages,  and  through  the 
churches. 

Relatives,  pastors,  social  service  agencies,  and  interested  friends 
make  inquiries  about  admission  of  children  in  need  of  care.  When 
applications  are  received,  well  trained  case  workers  make  a  thorough 
study  of  each  situation  to  determine  the  need  and  the  best  possible 
plan  of  care  for  the  child. 

The  Social  Service  Department  of  the  Children's  Homes  affords 
case  work  services  throughout  the  state.  Individuals,  families,  pastors 
and  churches  are  entitled  to  this  help  upon  request. 

The  Baptist  Child  Care  Program  is  supported  htrough  the  Co- 
operative Program  31.5  per  cent,  Thanksgiving  Offerings  31.1  per  cent, 
Once-A-Month  Offerings  21.9  per  cent,  Special  Gifts  and  Endowment 
15.5  per  cent. 

Income  for  the  past  three  years  has  not  been  sufficient  to  meet 
minimum  needs.  Many  children  have  been  denied  a  Christian  Home 
whom  we  should  have  served.  An  increased  Thanksgiving  Offering  is 
imperative  this  year. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  been  caring  for  homeless  and  de- 
pendent children  for  75  years.  Appropriate  observance  of  the  75th 
Anniversary  will  be  made  in  November.  During  these  years  more 
than  8,000  children  have  been  afforded  life's  best  opportunities.  The 
need  for  such  services  increases  with  the  development  of  industry, 
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increase  in  population,  growth  of  cities,  and  the  mounting  tensions 
which  accrue  to  families  in  an  urbanized  society. 

John  E.  Roberts  became  Editor  of  Charity  and  Children  June  1, 
1960.  We  invision,  under  his  editorship,  this  paper  making  an  increas- 
ing contribution  to  the  total  life  of  our  Baptist  people. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  will  continue  to  love  and  serve  depend- 
ent children.  No  other  object  is  so  worthy  of  service  and  sacrifice. 
Many  areas  of  unmet  need  confront  us  each  day.  Your  continued 
interest  and  increasing  support  will  help  us  meet  them.

Annie  Myatt  who  for  many  years  has  attended  the  annual  meetings 
of  the  association,  but  was  unable  to  be  present  for  the  1960  meet- 
ing. The  motion  was  unanimously  passed. 

The  moderator  recognized  Bro.  Larry  Mayo  to  present  the  Re- 
port on  the  Cooperative  Program.  Bro.  May  sounded  the  alarm  con- 
cerning the  fact  that  Cooperative  Program  gifts  have  not  been  up 
to  expected  receipts.  He  urged  the  churches  to  increase  their  gifts 
through  the  Cooperative  Program.  Bro.  Mayo  recognized  Bro.  Bill 
Jackson  to  speak  to  the  report.  The  report  was  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Cooperative  Program 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  the  lifeblood  of  the  Southern  Bap- 
tists. To  the  local  Baptist  church  it  represents  a  vital  relationship 
with  a  whole  needy  world.  Comparatively  speaking  the  churches  of 
our  association  are  not  large.  Not  many  churches,  for  instance,  could 
pay  a  missionary's  fare  abroad,  and  then  support  him  for  the  years 
of  service  there.  But  through  the  Cooperative  Program  each  church 
is  able  not  only  to  help  equip,  send,  and  maintain  a  foreign  missionary 
but  also  to  help  send  over  thirteen  hundred.  In  addition  to  this  each 
church  can  help  to  maintain  Baptist  colleges,  hospitals,  children's 
homes,  and  'many  other  mission  causes.  And  all  this  is  in  co-operation 
with  other  Baptists  simply  by  giving  our  tithes  and  offerings  through 
the  church  every  Sunday  and  each  church  taking  a  proportionate  part 
by  participating  in  the  Cooperative  Program.  Looking  at  the  Co- 
operative Program  from  the  viewpoint  of  the  local  Baptist  Church, 
we  find  there  is  no  other  method  whereby  a  church  can  so  com- 
pletely and  economically  channel  mission  gifts  to  all  areas  of  need. 
Increased  giving  through  the  Cooperative  Program  is  one  means  of 
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lengthening  our  cords  and  strengthening  our  stakes.  To  fail  to  sup- 
port the  Cooperative  Program  as  a  method  of  distribution  is  to  stop 
the  vital  flow  of  life  from  the  church  to  the  farthest  mission  station. 

For  the  year  1958-1959  in  Johnston  Association  with  48  churches 
and  two  missions  there  were  five  churches  which  gave  nothing  at  all 
through  the  Cooperative  Program.  All  of  the  churches  and  missions 
had  a  grand  total  expenditure  of  $483,188  of  which  $32,880  went 
through  the  Cooperative  Program.  This  means  that  only  6  cents  of 
every  offering  plate  dollar  found  its  way  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  to  carry  on  a  world-wide  program  that  is  carefully  planned. 

It  is  hoped  that  every  church  and  mission  in  our  association  will 
carry  on  an  educational  program  this  coming  year  regarding  the 
Cooperative  Program  so  that  we  shall  support  more  effectively  our 
world  program.

HISTORY  OF  BAPTIST  CENTER  CHURCH 

Baptist  Center  Church  was  organized  October  1871,  with  Rev. 
Amor  Weaver,  pastor.  The  following  charter  members  by  baptism 
were:  W.  J.  Braddy,  Agabus  Jones,  David  Gower,  J.  W.  Boone,  D. 
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J.  Jones,  William  Austin,  and  Ianna  Barber.  Those  by  letter  were: 
Elizabeth  Jordan,  and  Mrs.  L.  A.  H.  Boone. 

Many  pastors  have  served  the  congregation  at  Baptist  Center. 
Rev.  Amos  Weaver,  Rev.  J.  F.  Ellington,  Rev.  P.  R.  Jones, 
Rev.  J.  M.  White,  Rev.  W.  C.  Nowell,  Rev.  E.  G.  Beckwith,  Rev. 
J.  L.  Cottingham,  Rev.  T.  M.  Lery,  Rev.  A.  M.  Campbell,  Rev.  G. 
N.  Cowan,  Rev.  A.  W.  Sitzar,  Rev.  A.  L.  Betts,  Rev.  B.  Lacy  Hodge, 
Rev.  Claude  E.  Gower,  Rev.  G.  G.  Hall,  Rev.  M.  A.  Adams,  Rev.  C. 
W.  Blanchard,  Rev.  O.  R.  Mangsom,  Rev.  W.  C.  Royals,  Rev.  A.  L. 
Caudle,  Rev.  A.  C.  Hamby,  Rev.  O.  W.  Yates,  Rev.  W.  T.  Tate,  Rev. 
J.  E.  Lanier,  Rev.  Gay,  Rev.  R.  F.  Hall,  Rev.  R.  C.  White,  Rev.  C.

Many  of  the  roll  of  pastors  who  served  the  church  are  now 
prominent  in  our  denominational  work.  Some  have  passed  on  to 
their  reward. 

In  1943  the  church  building  was  destroyed  by  fire.  Only  part  of 
the  equipment  was  saved.  For  months  the  congregation  worshipped 
in  the  Amelia  Baptist  Church.  However,  immediate  plans  were  made 
to  rebuild,  and  the  corner  stone  for  the  erection  of  a  new  building 
was  laid  in  June  1944,  with  ceremonies  conducted  by  the  ladies  of 
the  church.  Everyone  rallied  behind  the  leaders  and  with  aid  from 
some  churches,  the  new  edifice  was  dedicated  in  the  fall  of  1945, 
debt  free. 

The  following  churches  contributed  to  the  rebuilding  of  Baptist 
Center  Church;  Zebulon,  Shelby,  White  Oak,  Benson,  Clyde's  Chapel, 
Central,  Noble's  Chapel,  Wilson's  Mills,  Middlesex,  Carter's  Chapel, 
Benson's  Grove,  First  Baptist  Winston-Salem,  Thanksgiving,  Bailey, 
Pickney,  Powellshill,  Hayes  Barton,  Edgemont,  Shilo,  Tabernacle, 
Wendell,  Clayton,  Bethesda,  Smithfield,  Princeton,  Pisgah,  Selma, 
Sardis,  New  Bethel,  Lee's  Chapel,  Pleasant  Grove,  and  Mt.  Moriah.

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REPORT  OF  ANNUAL  WMU  MEETING— 1960 

The  58th  annual  session  of  the  Woman's  Mission  Union,  auxi- 
liary to  the  Johnston  Baptist  Association,  was  held  with  the  Middle- 
sex Church  on  Friday,  April  8  with  Mrs.  H.  O.  Lanning,  President, 
presiding. 

The  day's  program  was  dedicated  to  Mrs.  J.  E.  Wilder  of  Ra- 
leigh, Route  3,  a  member  of  Mt.  Moriah  Church,  which  was  recent- 
ly transferred  to  the  Raleigh  association.  Mrs.  Wilder  had  served 
as  Vice-President  of  the  Johnston  W.  M.  U.  for  10  years  and  was 
President  from  1943-1950. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Watkins,  who  has  long  been  doing  evangelistic 
work  in  Matsuyama,  Japan  for  the  past  eight  years  charmed  every- 
one with  her  talk  about  her  adopted  country.  Her  message  was  il- 
lustrated by  the  use  of  a  large  map  and  by  a  number  of  women 
dressed  in  Japanese  costumes  who  represented  individuals  in  that 
country. 

Miss  Watkins  said  that  Japanese  Baptist  are  working  toward  a 
goal  of  1,000  churches  in  the  next  25  years.  They  now  have  70 
churches,  100  mission  chapels,  and  over  10,000  members.  They  have 
organized  their  own  Foreign  Mission  Board  and  have  sent  a  mission- 
ary to  Okinawa.  They  are  in  great  need  of  150  missionaries  there 
within  the  next  five  years,  she  said. 

Miss  Sara  Ann  Hobbs,  state  young  woman's  auxiliary  director, 
spoke  on  youth  and  adult's  responsibility  to  young  people. 

The  theme  of  the  meeting,  "Doers  of  the  Word,"  was  carried 
out  in  two  periods  of  devotion  led  by  the  group  leaders.  Vocal  solos 
were  rendered  by  Mrs.  J.  Larry  Mayo  of  Smithfield  and  Mrs.  Horace 
Ricks  of  Princeton. 

Reports  of  the  officers  and  chairman  were  given  in  the  form  of 
a  skit  emphasizing  the  "doing  of  the  Word." 

1  One  of  the  highlights  of  the  meeting  was  the  appearance  of  1 1 
girls  from  Benson  who  attended  G.  A.  camp  at  William  Umstead 
State  Park  last  summer,  when  Mrs.  Lanning  served  as  director  for 
the  Raleigh  association. 

The  report  of  Mrs.  D.  B.  Oliver,  Treasurer,  showed  a  balance 
of  $135.15  with  41  societies  having  reported  in  1959  and  23  to  date 
in  1960. 

The  next  annual  session  will  be  held  at  Selma  Church  in  the 
Spring  of  1961.
